' ~~iaoidinaiy fieauty j the Air, the distent Cji- 
matc^ 
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mates , the Journeys , Artifice , the Injury oF the 
Weather , to which (of all Nations in The Woild) 
the GypfisM ate the mod fubjea, coald never dcfice 
the Lurtre of her Vifage, nor blacken her white 
Hands : Bcfides , fhc was civil and polite , which 
made fome that obfcrv'd her fufpeft (he drew hei 
Extraflion hiijher than a Gypfie Family ; all that 
they coulil find to refle£l wai, that with aU her good 
Air her Difcourfe was fomcwhat loofej tutj never- 
thelefsj (aid nothing that might caufe open Biufh- 
ing J for, belidet that, ihc eTprefs'J heifelf with Wit, 
ai)d in a lively and natural manner; (he took great 
care in the Management of her Terms, and had 
made thereupon fuch feverc LeSurei to her Com- 
lades, who carty'd it with fo great Refpeft to her, 
that there was no Gypfin, old or yeung, that dar'd 
ling in hct Prefence the lead Song that would of- 
fend Moderty, or correfpond with the leaft immo- 
dcft Word.

T O Ktuin to Trttitfa. She was (bred up in di- 
vers Places in Ctf/?r/»; and when Die was about i^ 
Yean old, hei Nuife canjd her to Madrid^ with 
Defign to erpofc and fell hei Merchandize at tha 
Court, whcie aU i^bought and fold. The firll 
Entry fhe made in tliis Capital of Spain., waa 
upon St. Anne'i Day y who ia the fatroneji and 
^vacate of this Town; She, and fevcn other 
Gyfyfo/j went in dancing: the Dance wascompofcil 
ot four Old and fcui Young ones , and a M^Io 
Gjpfie, a very good Dancer, that led up j tha

'Tis not fo bad a Thing as it ma j 
be call'd, (reply'd the young Man ; ) ncvcnhelefs, I 
hold ic is not fo vecy good, whencnc has no other 
Tnde than making of Verfes. Say rather, ( rcplj'tt 
fretiojii^) becaufe Poets are poor. Youaicdiceiv'd,' 
(aiifwer'd the young Man^ ) 'tis quite contrary j tlicie 
are no Poets but are rich, becaufe they are always 
contented J excellent Philofophy, which few Men 
attain to: It looks as if the Uiiiveife was foim'J 
for them only ; Fountains diveit'era, Meadows tlieir 
Delight, Trees ftiade 'cm, ('lowers fmiJe ; they tuiii 
all into PJeafuie ; which are the only Riches to which 
all Meil ought to afpiie : Etut whether Poets aie 
rich, or whether they «tie poor, is what I am liltte 
concein'd foi; tell mc only ^ Prttu/a, I conjure yoii^ 
in what View did jou alk me it I were a Pcec ? 
Certainly, ( anfwer'd Pretiofa,') having imigin'd, as 
1 flill do, aliho' you may be able to iay ic, that all 
Poets are poor, and princip;il!y the good Poets; I 
was fnrpriz'd to' fee a Crown of Gn!d fnUed ia 
the Stanza's you gave me ; and 1 doubted very much 
if they were of your coinpofing j neveiihclerA, .^s I 
know now yrnj ate no Poet, iho' you can make Ver- 
fes, I mkht well think you were rich ; iho" to ttll 
you the Tiuth, I have fomc liitic Doubt of ic ; for, 
in fiiie, thofe that make Verles, ^vhcthet they are 
Pocrs or no, know neither how to prcfcrve the Goo.!a 
they pnflefs, nor acquire what thty poffefa net ; yi.ii 
know at leali, 'tis ilie Proverb. I know it, (jepiyd 
tlie youiig Man;) but I am not of that NiimUr ; \ 
E m.ik« 
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mike Vcife;, and yet am neither ikh nor pooi : In 
1 Word, I can %Yi[hout incommoding my felf, give 
a Crown to whom I pleafe ; then prcfeiiling liet a 
Paper, Take this fecond Papeij Pret'wfa, ( faid he 
to her fmiling,) without troubling your fclf further • 
if I am a Poet or not, I delire only you would te 
jicrfwadcd. That he that makes you this Prefent 
■ .^gtirould be glad to poffcfs the Treafures of Crefus,^ 
-to offer them to you. The young Gypfte had no 
' fbonet the Paper in her Hands, but Ihe felt a Crown 
within it. I will have none of your Crown, ( faid 
Ihej) 'twere tlie World revers'd ; 'tis for Poets to 
receive, and yatj-to give; I am willing lo accept 
;nu fni a Maker of Vcrfes, but not for a Maker 
of Pre(i:nts ; take baik your down of Gold, and 
we fliall remain good Friends. Since you will make 
me poor by Force, (reply'd the young Man,) I will 
tike it back, and preferve it precioufly, all my Life, 
lincc yon have touch'd it with your white Hands. 
At thefe Words, Fretioja took out the Crown, gave 
it him, and kept the Vcrfes, which flic would not 
read, tho' in the Streets; and the young Man retir'd 
, well fatisfy'd, with the Thought he had, that the 
G\p/ig was a little concern'd for him, fcecaufe ihc 
h:id talk'd to him fo familiarly. 

A S Prelinfa's Defign ivas to go to Andrew's 
Houfe the fiionell fhe could, Ihe ftop'd not to dance, 
as bccaule Ihe found her felf in 'the Street fhe wifli'd 
for ; (he was no fooner eiitred it, but flie lift up 
her Eyes on all Sides, and, in fine, file perceiv'd a 
Ralcoiiy with a Grate of Iron guilt, which were the 
Tokens that Andrew had given her; ihere was a 
Lord of alout fifty Years o"ld, that woie a red Crofs 
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on his Habit, and by that Mark and his Air, it was 
not hard to judge he was a confiderahle Pcrfon ; tht 
Loid had no fooner perceiv'd the Gypfies, but h- 
call'd out they Ihould come neir, piniuifiug thfm 
they Ihould go away fitisfy'd ; prefciitly three other 
Gentlemen appeai'd upon the Bdlcony, aniongil whom 
yi3.% Andrew, that coulJ not forbear bhifliing and be- 
ing pale, on carting his Eyes on hia deai BreUefa; all 
the Gypfieivicnc up except ihe old one, who ftay'd 
below to inform hcrfelf from the Servatits of ^n- 
drem'i Quality : As foon as the young Cypfia en- 
tred the Hall where the Compaij| was, the Lord, 
(of whom we juft now fpokc, ) TiiJ, This yoijng 
Gill, C poiniiiig to Pretiefa,) is without doubi, that 
fair Cypfie that makes To much Noife, aiiJ of whom 
fuch Wonders a« publith'd. Tis the fame, (reply 'd 
^■tdrew ; and without enlarging any thingj ihc fincft 
Peifon tliat ever was fcen. They fay foj (ixid Fretia- 
fa, fmiling ; ) but cither they flatter me, ot all ihe 
World have bad Eyes. By ihe Life of little Don 
John, mySoHj (rcply'd the Lord then,) thou ait a 
thoufaml Times fairer than was pubhlh'd ; and I 
have a goo^l Eye I alTure thee. And wiio's this little 
Don John your Snu? (leply'd the young Gyp/te.') 
*Tis the young Gentleman that thou foe'ft by -ihy 
Side, (anfwcr'd tlie Lord) fhewing hec Aidmw.) 
Ffcelv, myLord, (faid Pretisfa then,) 1 bcliev'd 
you had fworn by the Life of feme Jiitle Infant, of 
two or thiee Years old ; fee a litlle, I pray you, 
this little Don John what he is; It? might even have 
a Wi'c ; ani to fay [lie Truth, by ccrtjin Lines he 
his on his Forc-hcad, 1 will ;ifHim, that beiore three 
Years are over^ he will have one,- oj he. wiU 
chanye his Mind, Haft"thou Skill in Fhyfiogiloniv, 
E 2 XWiJ 
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( raid one of the Gertlemen, ) then ? Yes, without 
Doubt, I know it, ( Ihc aiifwer'd. ) Do yon think 
1 have been a Gyp^e To long in the Woildj and noc 
have fiiae little Knowledge of the Lines Nature 
has engraved on the Vifagc of all Men, to difcover 
theic Humour and theit Nstuie; Don John is in 
Love; he is hot; he is jsalous : and ohen takes 
upon him to pTomifc T'.ings a little impraflicablc : 
I pray God he be not a Lyar ; he will foon make 
a lon^ Voyige; but one does ntit always know 
whether; perhaps he will believe he goes Weflward, 
and yet ^ocs Eaftwud ; Man propofts, and God dif- 
pofcB. Veritably, little Gyp/ie, tanfwcr'd Den Jobn^ 
ih;>ii hift faid manyThinos that hit me; but thou 
ileccivelt thy felf when thou imagined'ft I was a Lyar ; 
. tJi.ii's none of my Charaflci ; rot the Voyage thou 
t:i]ke(l nfj thou prognofticattft light; I fhall depart 
to gci for fi,m.!ei-i, in fonr or five Days at fjitheft; 
■ an.], I avow, ihit ih.'^u mortiFyd'fl me, when thou 
fiid'ft I thould takr antiliei Way; f"t 1 would 
, not fiir all the Treafures of Peru, that ihy Piedi^i- 
ons wete vcricaHe. Never fear^ my litrlc Lord, (re- 
pl,'d Pfftifa,) rccf^mmend your (elf only to God, 
and all will go well : 'Twerc plcafaric for you to 
imagine one ought to believe all thit a Gypfia 
fiys; we know nci more tliaii othcts; we fpeak ap 
a Venture; and we fay fo many Things, 'tis no 
>V'nit;;ci ii we icncountcr fometimes ; alarm not 
yotir fiJf, y"i' (hall go to f-Iatnierj ; and "lis nor my 
Infnrion to flop yr^u: hut you muft nick ihe Timej 
I will Rive yqii, however, one Advice, Moictate 
V'lur Pallions; do nnthiiig Hind&ild; piomife no- 
lid-^ V'-o cannut fcf-"""!) tho' to your Lofs ; dereft 
lyi.ig ; ^d give US fome^^iiig I ccnjuJfc ycu; 'tis 
bcttcE 
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:i to give tlian iceeive ; and he that gives only 
lends to him that made the Pooi and the Rich. 
Thou fay'ft well, Freticfa^ (faid Don John,') and I 
thank thee for ihy good Couiirils ; but I complain 
of one Thing; thou doft eliarge agiin on the Sub- 
jeft of my Sincerity ; thou takcil me foi a Lyar, 
and I am none; I abhor aL>e; I FhJnk him un- 
worthy of all Men, ajKt patticidaily of him tliat 
malces a Profeflion of Arms: Believe me, little 
Cypfit, I will accmnplilh in the Town, and eveiy 
whcie J what I promis'd in the Fields. Piomife 
us then, (reply'd Pretiofa^ to give us fometbing. 
Truly, I cannot, (faid the young Gcntlemanj) but 
my Father will do it for me : I have given this 
Morning to Ladies all that I haJ, and one can- 
not give what he has not. I die, (faid Chrifliana 
thcH] who was letiied wiih the two other Gyffiet 
lo a Corner of the Hill, to talk between ihem- 
felves without being heard.) I die if this be not 
the Cimc Gentlenian who made us a Prefent this 
Morning pf thtce Rials ; but let us not Ipeak till 
he begins; perhaps there maybe fomc My Aery in 
it ; I "doubted at firit, but, nt piefcnt, I d<.>ubt nq 
more; 'tis intaltiblyhe that fpeaks. I do not tiiink 
fO) (reply'd one ot thefe Qypfies^ he ftys he gave 
his Money to Ladies, and we are very fir from it ; 
but being fo fincere, as he juft now protefted, what 
Appearance is there that he would lye the next 
Moment J and even ivithout any Neceflky ? Tis 
true that every Man is a Lyar, and Lyes coll 'em 
but little. When a Lye, (ajifwerd Chrifljanay') 
tends direaly to do go^d to one's N ic^hbour, and 
to Honour, 'tis not properly a Lye ; they call it fo 
^bufivcly; but this is not out Eufiiielii: 1 iae, that 
with 
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tvith all thefe fine Cotnplimenttt , they will gi«B 
us nothing here, and that they trouble not them- 
felvea to niLike us dance. 

UPON thefe Matters, the old Gypfie began to 
bruth iiji, and tuinirg to Pretioja^ file (aid te her, 
Give off talking, 'tis late; ihou haft many Things 
tn do yet, wiiicli perhaps thou little thinkcfl of. 
And what hive youj Giand-mother, (anfwcr'd Pre- 
tiofaC) have you fomc Son, or fome Daughter, that 
you arc in fuch Hall ? Thou haft met with what 
thou little ihoiigliteft oF, (reply'd the old one,) I 
have a Soji, and thou never fawefl any thing more 
genteel ; come Fretiofa, and I iviU ihew thee Won- 
ders. 1 pray Godj (faid the young Gyp/i^,') it be 
not abonivc, or one of thofe unfoitunate Childien 
that die the fame Day they are boin. All will go 
well, (reply'd the old one,) the Labour was very 
happy ; and the Child, who is as bright as the 
Day, is mirveloufly well. Does any of yours lie- 
in, (faid Do't Jah»s Father? ) Yes, my Lord (an- 
fwer'd the old one ; ) but thefe Labours muft be 
Mpt very fccrct ; nor ta it permitted to fay any 
more. Don't trouble your felf, my good old Wo- 
man, (faid one of the Gentlemen,) we have no De- 
fire to know your Lylngs-in; howevci, let her be 
who flie will, 1 cannot but pity her, to truft fuch 
as you, the Secret might well come to Light. Tru- 
ly, (faid Pretiofa, with a fcornful Air,) we are not 
• fuch as you take us for ; I avow, that generally 
fpeaking, 'Women are not over-feciet; but there 
are many Men, believe me, thit are Women 
upon thit Article : She then turning to the old 
Gypfie, faid to her. Let us be gone, Mother, thefe 
Gemk- 



Gentlemen will do ui no good ; they have too bad 
an Opinion of usj and without Doubt, 'tis be-t 
caufe we hive flole nothing here, nor can do bale 
Things. Don't be angry, Pretioja^ (faid A>tdrtn''s 
)^,jJMother then,) the Gentleman had a Mind to be 
merry ; thou flialt not go 'till thoii haft danc'd with 
thy Companions, and I will provide thee a Ducae 
of Gold with two Heads, that are not fo piettyas 
thine, tho' it has two Heads ciown'd ; but a Du- 
cat IS always as much as 'tis worth. I have always 
heard it faid fo, (faid the old one,) dance theiij 
my little Girls , and content thefe good Lordii 



There »vas no need offneaking twice to Prciio/at; 
fhe prefently then took her Tiifror, and the Gypfiei 
danc'd with fuch Agility, and wiih fo good a Grace, 



particulaily Pfetiofa^ that every one was fuiprJz'd j 
Dan John had always hii Eyes fii"d on her, and 
his ]ov could hardly be exprefs'd ; b^tt this Joy was 
fbmewhat interrupted by an Accident thai happen* 
ed ; no foonei had the Gypfiei made an end of tbeit 
Dance, and every one preparing to give 'em Com- 
mendation , Pretitfa let the Veifea fall that the 
young Man, we mention'd, bad given her in the 
Street; one of the Gentlemen catch'd it up, and 
inftanily faid, Behold here a "Madrhaf^ heiiken 
to't, fince the Gypfiei have left off liancing j one 
may judge by the fiift Verfe it came from a good 
Hand, and 'lis likely the End ivill anfwer the Be- 
ginning ; however, the Piece is new, and the worft 
Verfts are palTablc, when they liave the Grace of 
Novelty, rretiofa wilh'd with all hci Soul the.Vct- 
fes had been given her, without being read ; for 
(he apprehended Andrei*'^ Jealoufv ;- the demanded 
'eta of the Gentleman v«| catncilJy, bm they were 
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in too good HanJs; the Gentlemin was refal 
to ie«d 'cm ; he read then aljud this Dixain : 

TJTHEN ?reticfa with hei Voice the Ait does 

And with her Hand and Fingers to compleat 
An Inlltumcnt, does touch no Heart's fo fierce, 
Biit yields unto the Laws (he does rchcaife. 
Thefe Charms are not the only ones Ihv has; 
She has Attraflions that fo &i furpafs. 
That Kings would even their prefcnt Arms lay down, 
And Jovs himfelf his AH-c^IeHial Crown. 

I D I E (he cry'd out that read the Madrigal,') 
(he Poet that compos'd it I nndcrfland. He ii 
rot a Toet, (anfiver'd fretkfa^ "(is a young Man 
g^liante, and of a good Mien, that makes Verfes 
fometimes for his Diveifion , and to resale hij 
Friends; this is the frcojid Time he was pTeas'd to 
make 'em fri me ; anj you will be convinc'd, with- 
out Doubr, he is no Poet, when 1 have told you, 
ot" all the Men in the World , he is the moft li- 
beral- I can fay it on certain Knowledge, 

THE reading the Madrigal was like a Clap 
of Thunder to pooT yindrgw ; from the fiiftVcife 
to the laft he fweit nothing but Blood and Watery 
he lUJ, however, all that he conlJ to conceal itj in 
Iptght of a thoiifand jealous Tranfpotis, that di- 
ftuib'd him, during the Reading, and which fally'd 
out, and put iiim entirely om of Countenance; 
kit he could not hold ; ;it the Gyffie^s WoiJs a 
coid Sweic fetztl him, P.tieiicis appeaj'd in his 
Face, and he fell into $ fort of a, )irgon, whereof 
hi» 
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his Fitlier, who lov'd h:ni with the qtraod Ten- 
deinefs, was alarin'd. Fear nothing, (fiid Pretitfa^ 
attend a Moment, that I may fpeak two or thiee 
Words in his Ear, and you will fee he will qiii^k- 
Jy come to himfelf again j I have an infallible 
Rertiedy a^ainft fwoonin? ; Ihc then came near 
him, and ftid, private]y, Tmly, thou wanted Cou- 
rage to be a Gypfte ; lowze up tiiy Spirits, and tJiei 
Author of the Madrigal Ihall not give tl.ee tiie 
leaft Pain ; "cwill not be he (hall poflcfs myHeait j 
thou knowell to whom I have ^iven it; and I 
have already told ihee, lam infenfible to Liberali- 
fies and Commendations : After that, flie made half 
a Dozen Cioffes on his Heart, and withdicw : ^n- 
drevo leviv'd in a Moment, av.d dedar'd aloud' wjat 
the iiypfie had faid to him was a falucaiy Remedy : 
Upon this, the Ducat with two Heads was giycri 
her: You may divide it amongft your fclves, ^QiJ 
Den Jakn's Father,) and that which thoujha't do, 
Vretiofa, before thou gocft away, thou maJt leave 
me in Writing the Woids thou ptononnceft in 
Von John's Ear, I may make ufc of it in cafe of 
Need. The Gypfie was at a Stand ; but making x 
Virtue of Ncceflity, fhe anfwet'd, flie would recite 
'cm with al! her Heart, and any one may write cm ; 
they are Words, (Ihe added,) ynu would take Vor 
a ridiculotis Ga!limiwfry ; but as much GallimaW* \ 
fry as they are, they have one finEiulaf Virtue, as 
ihc young Gentleman jufi now tried; and 'tis not 
the firftTime I have made an happy Tryal, apJ 
1 hope it wiH not be the lafl; heaikcn and laugH 
at the Charn as much as you pleare- 1 permit yoil 
thereupon. She iccited ihefeVeifeS that (he raad» 
»ft' Hand ; 
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Little Gfpfie without Brain, 
Subjefl ifi the Moon in wain, 
Feai not, flecp upon thy EeJj 
Let no Diflrufl poffefs thy Head; 
Thy Pcrreverance Ihall be bleft 
With Fiuits of joy, and peaceful Red: 
God and Sr, Kitt, Ihall be thy Aid. 
She tuin'd about and Tuilhci laiti. 

PROVIDE Dj (continued the yqung Gj/p/ie,) 
tliat half of thcfe Words be recited , and that 
iix CrnflcB be made upon the Heait of the 
I'eifon that is fallen into a fwoon, or that has 
fomc TroubJe in his Head, proviJed he has a fiiong 
Fjith, fuch furpriziiig Effefls ivill appear, that the 
Learning of the greateft Doflors could never at- 
tain to. The Grandmother , who was apprehen- 
fivLj leaft Pretiofa Ihould tall into forae Confufion 
on this Rencounter, and was full oi mortal Inqui- 
etudes, was agreeably furpriz'd at the hearing of 
this extempore Piere; but Don John was much 
more, feeing her Wit had fav'd him on an Occa^ 
fioii, that gave him more Caufe of Fear than the 
old GyPfie. Prstkfa took her Leave, and left the 
Madrigal vj'nh him that had read it, to finilh^u- 
i/f-'w's Cure ; forafmcch as could be fcen, flie had 
obferved, that Jealonfy was a terrible Thing, and 
had been an Imprudence on his Part for her to 
<!ifcover it. He who the young Cyp/ie falutcd laftj 
was D«n John, to wlfom flie faid with an agreea- 
ble Smile, Remember, my Lord, that all the Days 
of this Week are happy for ihofe that undertake 
Journeys j begin yours imuiediately, if you will be- 
lieve 
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Iicire me J all forts of gnod Fortune attend you; 
nuke not youifelf unworthy ky youi Negligence, 
of the Sweetnefs and Glory youi Deflinies prepare 
for you, and concur with Hejvenj who is all fa- 
vourable to make you the moft fortunate of ail Mor- 
tals. Thefe Words caus'd a thoufand Tranfports 
of Joy in Von JJin- the Gjpfie came to talk to 
him without Equivocation j fo that he had much 
ado to conceil his Contentment ; every on« was 
pjeas'd, particularly the Gypfiesy who a Moment af- 
ter divided the double Ducat, ( alter thnt Man- 
ner they ufed to make theit Shares, that is to fay, 
the old one rcferv'd half, as (he was Mifliefs of 
the Band; ) after which, llietook the Portion of the 
other hjlf, which was done without the leift Con- 
tention; fo religioiiflv is this Law obferv'd. The 
Gjpfies^ who were no fooncr withdrawn, but the a- 
mnious Donjohti., who felt bur little joy, thojjght 
in good Harneft of eiecuting the Dcfign he had 
form'dj of throwing hJmfeJf among the Gypfies^ to 
lender himfejt worthy by this Sacrifice, to poflefs 
his amiable Gypfie ; the Day he had piomis'd to 
join 'em came at Iai>, and that Day he went all 
alone to the Rendezvous, mounted on a Mule he 
had hired ; the old Gypfte and Pretiofa fail'd not 
to come thither , and they received him with a 
thoufand Tokens of a veritable Tendernefs. Be- 
hold me here, ^aid Andretc^ in your Hands, rtady 
bJinifoiJ, to execuic all that you expeii from me j 
nothing will be ditfirult to me, f\ncc I am certain, 
that at the End of my Career, 1 fhall find a Rc- 
compence 1 (hall prefer before the Corjquefl of the 
whole Univerfe ; in the mean Time, as I am afraid 
I Oiall be purfued, and that it would be the zievf^d 
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MLsFoitme, thit could happen to me in my W]}oV 
Life, if I fliouIJ come to be difcovei'd, conduft 
ifie, fcriote Day-light, where our Troop is lodg'J. 
^ndf-fiv's Requeft was granted, and they jnin'd the 
Tioop a firtlc after, that was eiicamp'd under TenM, 
covei'd iviih Leaves; Anirew was conduflcd into 
tliat which wag the mofl proper, into which «>- 
tet*d-picfently ten or twelve Cypfiej, they were all 
yOinig, gay and jolly, and t!ie old one gave 'tin 
ip uiideiftaQd fhe ihould bring em a Companion 
iliac Morning ; iJiefc Sharpeis prcfeiitTy cait their 
Eyes upon Wf jf'ffio's Mijle ; and one immediately 
took upon him to fay. This Mule is not an imper- 
tiiient one, ihe would find a Dealer, and we might 
fell het next Thtirfdiv, at Toledo. Yob (hall nop 
do-thar, (anfwet'd AnHiew^ 'lis a hir'd Mule; and 
there is not in all Spain To mifetable an HoAler . 
but knows thefe fcrt of Mules; I have mote In- 
terefl than every one knows. Very good, (rcply'd 
ojie of ihele Sharpers,) if the Mule had as many 
Marks as theie will be Signs in the Heaven, before 
the dreadful Day. of judgment, we would transform 
her in fucli a fort, that her Dam that bore her 
could not know her, and much lefs tlie Mafier that 
brrd her up. That's nothiim, ( reply d^n^It'ew, ) 
\ have better Council to follow ; and I pray you 
to agree to it, tie Mule muft be killd, and pre- 
fcnilyput fo deep in the Eaiih, thw there will be 
no more Woids made of her than if (he were quite 
confum'd. And what bas this poor Creature done? 
O'aid another G\p,^«,) bhonld one kill ihe Innocent ? 
Who made you thele Laws? Shall Crimes be com- 
mitted without riinifliment? Have better Language, 
J pray, and tiouble not your (elves. Confldei well 
ilie 
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ttis Mt^ ct^Iyi 3"^ engrave as ntiith as you plc&fe 
in your Mcraoiy the Mark ic has ; for after 1 have 
had her, if you know her two Hours attcii I will 
be concent to be whipt as long as they pleafc { 
we have metamorphos'd others; I am ready to be- 
lieve your Metamotphofing, (fjid j4nd/ev>^ if the 
Mule die, and be ir.tciiM, makes her a thcufand 
Times more reconvifibie than wliat you fpcsk ofj 
the Dye is caft for this once, my Will roull be ', 
executed ; you think it enuugh to fay, and f iomife ; 
it fliall be fo, neither more nor lefs ; the fuiell Way ; 
in this Wodd is always the bcft; tor, after all, ■ 
how can one know but forae Body may te fimndj 
as able as you, that might have the Secret to give 
her her fiift Form ; wife Men never run fuch Kifks} 
but I fee clearly what it is, if this Mule i^ies, as i 
die Ihe will, Ihe will never be fold ; and youwiQ. 
hare no Profit from her ; there's yout Giicrance ; 
ibat's what excites your, Pity, and make» yoo make 
fa many raoial RefiefHons: My Friends, you wiQj 
loofe nothiiig ; fear nothing ; I am nnt coive a-r 
ifaongd you lb unprovided, but I can ^ive Begin-' 
ning to Things that wilt be worth four Tiine« 
more than the Mule. Very good, (ano(hpi wolj 
upon him to fay,) if the Mule dies, ive Ihiil nof; 
be the fird Judges that have fufFciel rheqifi^lyei- 
fo be corrupted with Prcfei:ts, and mads oi%ipjo-.

Hand3 went and jilac'd himfelF with her beFote the, 
vouiig Gentleman, to whom he fpoke in thefe Terms," 
We give thee xhisi young Girl, who is the Flower 
and Ornament of all Gypfies that aie in Spain i 
It is in thy Power to make her a Spoufe or i. 
Miftrefs; thou may'ft proceed in this Mitiet as thou 
thinkeft fit; we have no other Fjfhion ; be not 
furp?iz'^il ; 'lis one of the Piivilcges of the Liberty 
we tARe, that enfrsinchizcs ns with thcfe fatiguing 
Prafliques to which' all Meji are fubjeft, as foon 
u they cnrer into fome tngagcmeiifc Cpnfiller, 
then, P clhfiJj thiiik, maiurely, if it pleafcs thee; 
fee if thou can'ft find any Fault in It, and iS thou 
findeft you are not ' made one for the other, cail 
youi Eyes on the oilier Gypfiei ifaat ftand round 
thee J 
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lee ; thou may'ft find one to give the Apple it : 
But we de;Iarcto thecj when once thou haJl made 
thy Choiccj you mud fland to your Choice, and be 
content with yaui Defliny ; we obferve, inviola- 
bJy, the Laws of Fricndniip ; none follicits what a- 
iiother pofleflcs ; ajidj fiom thence, it comes, we 
are never tormented with JcalouTy ; Inceftg may, 
poflibly, be found amoiigll us ; but we never fuf- 
fer Adultery ; fnr, if one ot our Wives, ox our 
MiftiefTes, is furpiiz'd in a flagrant Faolt, we give 
'em 110 Quaiter ; never think we have Recourfe to 
Julticc ; we do Juftice ourrdves ; we are their Judges 
and Executioners; and when dead, we bury them 
in the Mountains, and in the Defarts, and there 
is no Body, be he who he will, not even thofe that 
execute 'eiti, that are queflion'd to give an Account 
of their Death ■ 'tis this Fear, and this AfFiight- 
ment, that rediains 'em within the Bounds of Cha- 
iliiy ; and, thence it comes, as I faid before, that 
ive live iji Affiirance on that Side; there are very 
few Things we pollefii but we poflefs 'em in com- 
mon; but Wives and Miflrefles are excepted; 
One of our inviolable Rules being, that ihofe they 
only appurtain, arc thofe to whom Fortune has gi- 
ven 'em : There is nothing but Death can Icparate 
thofe whom Hymen and Love has united, or an 
Age extreamly difpropoitionate ; ioi in that Cale, 
and that only, 'tis permitted us to give a Bill of 
Divorce to an old Woman , and caft our Eyes 
upon another, that may be neaier our Age .■ Willi 
thofe Laws, and (bme others of this Nature, we 
picferve ourfelves, and pafs our Lives happily ; wc 
are Mailers of the whole Univerfe of Fields, of 
FiuitS) of HanreRs, of FoieAsj of MoLmtains, of 
Ri- 
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fUven, anj of Founuins ; of the Stais, and all tlie 
Bements ; accuftom yourfelf, betimes, to fuStr; 
we fuffcr nothing, properly (peaking ; we fleep in 
Tianquiltty, and as commodioDS upon the Ground, 
IS upon Beds of Down; and the burnt Skin of oui 
Bodies is as an impenetrabtc coverlet againA the 
Injury of the Air ; iufcnfibie to Grief; Torture, the 
moft ciuel) moves us not; and under what fort fo- 
ever they leprefent Death , wc giow not paje at 
it ; we have leain'd to defpife it; we make no Di- 
flin£lion between Ay, and No; when we find it 
neceifary, we may be Martyrs ; but we ire nevei 
Conlellors ; we fing loaden with Chains and Irons 
in rhc deeped Dungeons; but we have nothing to. 
fay to Hell ; our only ProfefRon is to appropiiite 
the Goods of others to ourfelves; and, as to ob- ' 
tain out Ends, wc have no Need of WitnefTes to 
watch us ; by Policy, -we take upon 0s, in the 
Day-time, fome little Bofinefs; but, commonly, by 
'Night, \ve mate our veiitabJe Tiade; Gloiy, the 
Point of Honour, nor Ambition, can move us, and, 
lire are thereby eTcmpt fiom this mean Scivitude, 
Iclonging, for the moft Part, to great Men ; iHu- 
■flrinus, unhappy, or belter to exprcfs it, Slaves : 
Our Palaces are portative, Pavillions, and nothing 
can be compar'd to the Ornaments of thefe move- 
able Houfcs; they are Bcjuties that Nature hcifeif 
produj'd, and ate far above gilded Bakons, and 
fhofc fumpfu^'iis Moveables, invented by ridiculous 
Pride, and the effeminate Delicacies of Men; wc 
live under thefe Tents, occupied for the prefent, 
without caiingj ovti-much, for what is to come; 
tvc regard all with IndiScience , and live by out 
Wits; WC iibanUon not ouifckcs blind-fold to oui 
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$tit, avoiding iTicre tbrte Things only, the Churchi 
the Sea', and Kings Courts. In a Word, we po1!e(sr 
all, becxUfewe are always content with thofelhinga 
only we poflers. 1 have a little enlatg'd ; but this 
long Difcourfc is not inutil ; becaiife, in fine, it 
were nor fair thou fliould'ft he ignorant what foit 
of Life thou lit going to lead, and the Profeffion 
thou ought'ft to make: I have tudely painted itj 
and in Halle ; but in Time, thou wilt difccver ma* 
ny other Things, no lefs worthy of Coiifideiat'ton 
than thofe thou haft heaid now. 

THE old and eloquent G]p/ie having ended 
his Difcourfe, the Novice anfwcr'd him ; He pre- 
fcntly told him. That he was cliaim'd with fo ina- 
oy wife Conflitutions, all founded upon good Senfej 
and on Ene Policy ; (hat he was tioubled he had 
not fooner Knowledge of the Lives of Gyffitii 
that, henceforth, he renounc'd even the Profeffion 
of a Gentleman, and the vain Glory of his An- 
ceftors ; that he entirely fubmitted his Heart to 
their Laws; andhe would religioufly obfe.ve them ; 
and if he devoted himfelf to their Service, ht well 
perceiv'd he was worthily lecompenc'd, fince he 
Ihould poflefs the divine FretiofSi tor whom, he ad- 
ded, he would relinqnifh all the Crowns, and all the 
Empires of the World ; which, however, I Qiould 
be glad to poflefs, to offer 'em to this Beauty, Trf 
tiofa was not damb. If out Legiflatois , (faid 
fhe,) have found in their Laws that I am thine, 
and as fuch have delivet'd me to thee, they may 
do it, and 1 ought to fjbmil oiyfelf to thcfe Laws j 
but there is another Law that thou oughtfl to 
fitbmit to in tby Turn, that is, to coirply with the

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Condition 1 have already impoi'd on thee , that 
will be falutaiy to the one and the other: u thott 
givcfl the leaft Attention, that little Expeiience 
that 1 have tells me, that all Paflioni arc viole/it, 
and that thcj make even the Niced taulty, and we 
often repent of Things done in Halle; afrei the Man- 
ner molt Men ate made , they eafily di^uft Pleafuxea 
when they have onic taf ed them ; hut, cfpeciil- 
ly, when tliefe Picafures have coft 'em fomewhat 
dear, and when they have carry'd 'em fo far to me- 
timorpliofc themfclves, aftei the Manner thoo hafl 
defign'd to do, one would have that To-day, whtcli 
One would not ha»e To-morii'-Wj bccaufe one conies 
to open one's Ejes ; a wife M:n proceeds Itowly, 
he docs nothing but with Rtiiritioii ; Love is a blind 
Deity, and the NaptiaJ Bed the Grave of Tender- 
nefs, as I have always he.trd fay; I own the Rule 
is not geneial ; feme Spoufc ihere arc that cheiilb 
even to Death ; there arc Fiiendlhips eieinal ; but 
I m^iiiitaiii, 'at the fame Time, that thcfe Fiiend- 
fbips are not durable, beraufe Rounded on EAcem, 
Love only proJiices 'em not; I will Jove thee, and I 
Ivoutd have thee love lae j bat I would have ua 
Jove one anoiher, hecaufe we find ourfelves worthy 
to be bflov'd ; and we mull neceffaiily know •nc 
another before we can come to that; and its thai 
is not to be aitain'd in a Moment, tor, 'tis not 
the Work of one Day, I defire, and I have alrea- 
dy Jet ihec know, that thou livcft amongll us two , 
Years entire, and, if it be fo, that at the End of 
that Time thou art permitted to enjoy the Privacy a 
Spoufc nnght not to refiife her Spoufc, to whom fte 
is entirely bound with the Chains nf ffjmen ; thia 
Tryat is long, lut 'til neceflaiy ; and 'tia even the 
oaij 
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Only Way to take that thou may'ft potTcfi mc with- 
out Repentance j and that t may not te abus d, 'ti« 
on thy Pzit, at piereiir, to detcrmiDc ; 'ti^ yet in 
ihy Power to accept the Condition or not ; if it 
feetns too haid to th<:c, tbou art tree, the Mule ii 
notjyec dead; thou )uft thy Clsaths, and all thy 
Money; and, 'tis permitted thee all the icU of thy 
Journey to conlidei with thyfelf which may appear 
convencable ,- but thnu Ihalc not enjoy me but at 
this Price ; if thou femain'D amongft us we will 
be merry, and thou fhalt always be diHinguifh'd ; 
and if thou dofl withdraw, we will complain of 
tl»e ; but th»ii ftiilc never Joofe our Efteem j for, 
we fee very welK there is a For and Againfl on the 
Subjefl of this Enterpiize ; every one ought to have 
Juftice done 'em; but what wilt thou do? lam 
idehcate in this Matter, and thou ougbieK not to 
difappcove my Delicacy: !f thou truly loved mc, 
let u< love, ((he faid fLrthcr,) according to Rcafon, 
or feparate our felves for ever, 

NO, Fretiof>i we will not fepaiate, (fatdj^fi. 
JrifT», then, to hei,) I come into aU thy Sentiment!, 
and the Condition thou impofeft on ine, if it wcie a 
thoufand Times heavier, I would overcome it; there 
i> no Airutani;e I will retufe to give ithee, nor Oath 
but I will make, that I never will rclift thy Will one 
Moment in my whole Life. The Oaths and PromifcB 
s S'ave makes, chat comes to obtain his Liberty, 
(faid Pretiofa^') are Things that do not happen very 
ofien to be minded, when his Cliains arc bloXen 
off; 'tis the fame with Lovers, to obtain what they 
defire; they promife Things the moil impoflible ; 
CYCiy one piomifcs according to hi& Hopes, Andrtw ; 
G z 1 wiU 
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I will have neltliei Oaths noi Piooiifes, 'tis only 
the Imprudent ihat truft ; I will have oniy of thee 
the Trifal 1 demaad, and it Ihall be on my ParC 
«o flaiitl upon ray Guard , and to prevent thy of- 
fending rac. I obey, (faid Andrew- ) but the on- 
ly Thing I demand of my Compaiiions, that for 
one Month , it may be permitted me not to un- 
diefs; t want, mf' inks, this Time of Inai^ion, to 
form myClf to a Trade I underfland not, and for 
which, it may be ncceflkry for me to be in)iru6le(J» 
in. Take no Care of that, (faid the old Man, 
Gjpfte^ wu will give thee rertaiii RiiJ-s, and thou 
wilt be fo expeiimented, that thou wilt t.ike Plca- 
fure in the tbllowing a Profeflion wherein is more 
Delight than thou ait aware of; fnr, in fine, what 
can be imagin'd Tweeter in this Lite, than to pof- 
fefi, without Labour, that which makes the reft of 
Men fweat, and to go out in the Morning with 
empty Hands, and come back, at Night, hden with 
whatfoever our Occafions requite ? 1 have feen 
leturn am^ng 'era, ( leply'd Andrevf,') who were 
loaden with Blows, they have met with, in their 
noftuinal Expeditions, and had litile Caufe to be 
proud ot their Ability and their Experience. 1 a- 
gree to't, (reply d the G\ffie^ there are Difippoint- 
mehts evcivwhere; takir.g Things in the worft 
Scnfe, one is not every Day fortunate, not is he 
all Merchant that always gains , every Profeflion 
has its Feiils ; that of theirs is not exempt ; but 
the Good drowns the Evil ; it leads to the Gal- 
lows, fnnietimes ; hut^ ordinarily, it makes one live 
in Profufinji and at Eye ; the Misfortune of one 
ought not to difcourige all the reft ; becaufe one 
Sb)P is taft in a Tempeft and fugeis Shipwreck, 
■ ■ Should 
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Should that difcourage others From failing, and 
continue th«ir Voyage } Would it not be ridicu- 
lous to fay, that one Soldier ought ro renounce 
the Wars becanfe MilUons of People peiilh in it ; 
and that one- finds Dejth rather in it , or good 
Woris , than Advancement and Recoinperce ? 
Becaufe fome of us could not cfcape the Galley or 
the Scourge, fliall we live with our Arms a-crofi, 
and in criminal Oyfiwety ? We are chaDiz'd fome* 
••times; and, is there any Ordei of Men in the 
World (hat are not, fometimes, chadii'd ? One 
cannot die Twice, my dear Andrew ; and when one 
is once dead, one has want of nothing: And for 
the Ore, and thofc little Marks they imprint upon 
our ShouiJers, that's a fine left ; "tis our Staff oF 
Command, and out Arms of Chivalry, Andrew^ 
roy SoOj be nnt difmiy'd, great Things arc difficult, 
icpofe thy felf only on our Wings, and in Time, 
like the Eagle, wc mil teach thee to fly fo well, that 
than wik never return without Prey, not be better 
content than when thou lufl made fome Capture. 

I AM willing to believe it, ( faid Atdrew;) 
but however it be, I hav« good Reafons to prevent 
me tjiking this I'leafure fo fcon, and you may dif- 
pence with me, if you pleare, for the Time that 
I have demanded; in the mean Time, as 'tis not 
fit any one fiioiilJ lonfc, I will diflribute two hun- 
dred Crowns of Gold xn [he Band, that (hall fra- 
ternally be divided, that I may indcmpnify it from 
the Shifts 1 might make, durirg the Time of my 
Dirpenf^ion. Andrew had no fooncr prnnouiic'd 
this Word, but he was fmrounded by all the Qap- 
■ n their 
Shoui- 
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Shouldeifc and carrying him in Triumph, nothing 
was heaiu but Cries of joy and Acclatnationa. The 
Sbe-Gypfiet did the f^m* Thing with Rerpeil to 
Pretioja ; they gave all the Maiks of thcii AU- 
citty ; there w^s only Cirifiiana^ and two oi thiee 
oi'^ve of their CoiDpinions that were mortified iti 
thcit Hearts) lor in tine, Envy Aides eveiy where, 
as well in the Tents of the Poor, and the Cotts of 
Shepherds, as iu the Palaces of Monaichs; they 
fecm'J, iieverthelGfS) to teflify an apparciir Joy; fot 
Envy is a Paflion tiinid, and ftiamfac'd, that's aN 
ways endeavoui'd to be hid. 

THE Accbnutions were no foone» ended, bat 
they began ro iiiiike good Chear ; the Sum proiniled 
was divided; the Prjifes of Andrtw were renewed; 
and the Beauty of Pretufa was elevated up to 
Heaven; In the mean Time, Night cime on, the 
Mule was ikinn'd, and bury'd fo well, that Andrevf 
had no Caiife to fear it would ever be difcover'd ; 
they bury'd alfo tngeihet aU the Furniture, aftei 
the Minner of the Indians^ whr> bury with their 
Dead the Things they heM dcarcfl to 'Cm. 

jiNDREW was all fiirpria'd at the Thin^ 
he had fccn anl heard ( he admit'd, in himfelf, 
the Wit oF the Gi^/fcr, reroU'iiig to puifye his En- 
^terpiize, withnuc, nevenhclefs, tailing into their 
Vices, and their Manners. Theft feem'd to him 
B Thiiig fo bafe, and unworthy, that he regarded 
it with Horror; and he knew well, it was in his 
Power to exempt himfelf, by Means fd lure and 
efficacious, that it would r.ot te difiicult foi him 
CO put tlie Change upon his Companions. 

T H 5 ' 
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T H C next Moinitig, Andrew bcfought the Com- 

Sany to be willing to change theit Siation , and 
epait from Madrid, for he apprehended to be 
known in thofc Parts. They anfwei'd him, they 
had refolv'd to match towards the Mountains of T». 
leda, and go Foiigc from thence all the ciicunnjarcnt 
Plains. They departed the Day following, and ihef 
made a Ptefcnc of an Afs to /indrero^ whidi Hb 
refus'd, declaring he would go on Foot, and maTch 
aftei his diarming Milijcfi, who mounted a little 
Hackney ot Fad, Nevei were Lovers more (atis* 
fied than were Andrew and h-etiafa in this March; 
they faid a thoufand Smoious ThingSj and ieit&- 
nted the Fioteftations they had made, to love e<- 
icrnally. Is it fo, O Love ! that thou dcgiadeft 
HI? Is this the Treatment thou ufeft to thoie that 
Itibmit to thy Empire ? Andrew is a Genttemanj 
and a young Spark, endowed with Wit ^ he waB 
Yefteiday the Delight of a rich Father , and To- 
day, behold him metamnrphos'd, after a Mannei 
in the World the moft inco'mpiehenlible ; he has 
cheated his DomeRicks and his Fticnds, and has 
buflintcd the Hopes of thofe that gave him Biith; 
he has left the Road to Flanders . whether be 
Ihould have gone, to exeicife his Valour, and en- 
creafe the Glory of his Houfe, to go proniate htm* 
felf at the Feet of a Gypfte. Thy PiuOance, O 
Love! is great, 

FOUR Days after, they arrived at a Borough 
two Leagues from 7<,ledo, where they pLtch'd their 
CaiDf , having a Ftecaution, above all Things, to 
|iut into the Hands ot the Aimide, or Judge of 
this Teiutoty, cerisin Piecei of SiJvn Plate, for 
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Aflarance they VvWild (Veal nothing in Places ofTiis 
Jurifdiaion : Attei this, all the old Female G)pfies\ 
and fome young ones j difpers'd themfelves , here 
and there, tour or five Leagues from the Place 
where the Ganq (laid. Andrew, and two or three 
GypfUi follow'd them ; and, 'twas from that Time 
forward they began to give him Inftruftjonsj for 
the Piofcffion he had- promis'd them to make, as 
foon as the Month was expir'd; but he troubled 
himfelF very little to think much of it , lefolv'dj 
as he WHS) whatfoevet might happen, 'never to put 
them in ticcntion ; he was on the Conttaty very 
much concem'd at the Sight of the leaft Theft; 
and, it happen'd, more tnan once, th?.t he paid, 
with his own Money, theThefts his Comrades hail 
made; his Heart was too tender to hold out againft 
the Tears of an Infinity of miferablc ones, fiom 
whom they had often taken their very Cloaihs.

and, in a Word, that one finglc Man could not 
malie Captures very conlideuble j that he. put Chi- 
meia's in his Head , and that he would foon le 
alone iji repenting to take fuch an Opinion, fo 
eitraordinary and fo fingular, .they thought it con- 
vmient to oppofe iih Sentiment. Anarem wouki 
tc a folitary Thief, and they very wlH fa w his De* 
fign, he would, froni Time to Time, buy fomewhat, 
and fay he had ftolc it : In cffcifV, it was his Pra- 
aice; and by this Snpcrdiery, he di(l more §00 d 
to the Gang than all the other Gypfiet togtther. 
This charm'd fi-f (ro/I/ ; but as one has always Fcac 
fbt the Ferfcin one loves , when fhe had a little 
keflefted, the faid a thoufand Times in het Heait, 
tliat her Lover eipos'd hinifelF too much, and that 
Ihe wilb'd he had more Timidity, and lefs Coinage 
and Addrcfs; for, after all, ihe faid, That altho" 
Fortune feein'd to detlare for the mofl Bold, tnd 
the mod Couragious, they aie thofe only, neveiiljc- 
left, if we confidcr it well, that are m">(i fubjcft 
to Difgrace and Traaick Adventures: But, what 
Diall we fay? (fhe Ciid furthei,) no Body can avoid 
Ills Deltiny. 

- THE Gjp/141 were above a Month in the Ter- 

fitory of Toleda, where they did very ivell thcii 

Bufinefs; they pal> on to EKtretiudHrU) a Country 

' fio lefs rich; and if fretiofa appcai'd always tharm- 
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ing toAnAretv, t4'idrero feem'd more and mare to 
Pret'tofa the moft accomplilh'd Lover in rbe WorlJ; 
he was tender, mcdefi, difcreet, and had, tcfides, 
fo great Addref^, ihaC 'twas he always that gain'd 
the Prize af running or leaping, which made him 
admir'd in all the Places whither-foevei they went ; 
he play'd admirably well at the Mail, and at Rac- 
ket, and all Games of Exercifc, which rais'd hint 
fo great Renown, that they talk'd of him as of a 
Prodigy. Fretiofa's Beauty m^dc no lefs Noifc in 
Extremaiura, than the admirable Qualities oF Ai- 
Jrewf fo that there was neither Town noi Village 
tut tiiey were invited to, on Felliva] Days, oi in 
private AdemMies: Thus the Gang maich'd, ikb, 
happy, and content.

Is it with Defign to make fome Cap- 
ture,' It (hall be fo ; you are rot arriv'd at a good 
Part, I am not come to Steal, (anfwer'd the young

|, Wine, Ihc appiicd the fry'd Haiis to it, with a 
little preeii Rofcmary flie chamm'd bcfoie, Hie af- 
terwards bound tJie Wound with a Linnen Binder, 
and made fame Signs of z Ctcfs. 

WHILE they wafhd this young Man, Frelir-fi, 
j that was ptcfent , regarded him very attentively; 
L and, for him, he had always his Eyes fix'd upon 
L her ; Andrtvt fail'd not t:> perceive it ; but feeming

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to tike no NoiLe, lookj'ig on ic as a Thing imi 
poflil-le tliat the Thifig fllouIJ happen oilifiwife ; 
Fn he faij, within himrdF, who coulJ have once 
fce:i Pretiefa and net always have a Re^sid for 
her? The unknown went to repofe himfeJf, and, 
in that Moment, Pretiof^ took afiJe hei dear ^^ 
drew, Doft tliou rem mber, (flic fjid to hii^,) a 
Paper I let f^Il in thy Hoi:fe, when I danc'd there 
with my Companions, that gave thee fn much Jea- 
loufy? 1 remember it very well, (anfwei'd ^»J«w J 
>w.is a Mi'di'igal , made in thy Commendrftion , 
that was very good. He that compos'd it, (ftie told . 
liim,) i'i this iame young Man, that has been hie 
by our Do;s, and that we jiift now left ; I am not 
detciu'd, 'tis clic very faraej and I have feen him 
twice' or thti^e, fince that Time, and he gave te- 
*i.!fs. a JLaiKance^ as good as the Madrigal; he 
w!s then dreft Jike a Page, not like ordinary Pages, 
ijut as thofc of Princes, they call Pages of Ho- 
nour, or of the Chamber : 1 aflbre thee, Andrew^ 
thit this young Man is difaecc, he talks well, he 
has had ^ood Education; 1 have known him a 
Perfon oV Merit, and, I cannot imagine what Ad- 
venture brought him hither, and whence it comes 
Ji; appeals in this Equipage. I well know by 
myfelf, C reply 'd Andrew,) the fame Conilellation 
tliflt tiansform'd me into a G^pfie^^ has made him 
take the Habit he wears.

Sincerity i thou accufsft me ol; Co- 
queftrvj and Inconflancy ; and upon what Giound? 
on a View that aught to convince thee of my In- 
iiocenccj and the Concern I have for thtjc, it ihou 
makeft the leaft Ufe of thy Reafon; for, in fine, 
if there were any thing of Artifice or Trompery 
in it, who could h:\ve hindred mc horn dillenibling 
and keeping a profound Silence? Had it not been 
permitted me to feign thut this young Man was 3 
Strainer to me, and what cou'd my Delign be in 
the Confidence 1 have made thee, it there were 
any Myfteiy in it? But, 'tis Time to difabufc , 
and cure thy unjuft Inceititudcs; there's a fuie 
Way to do it; examine th{! jowng Man thyfeUj 
To-morrow; it \»in not be hard for thee to know 
whither he goes, and from whence he comes,: and 
what might be the Occasion oi his Difguireniaif ;

No, pntiofa, \ Ihill not 
do it, ( aiifiver'd A'ldrew,') and thou ou^htft ra 
allow, thut Love is fomctimes al tim'd a UccJc, and 
tlue 
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that my Doubts are pardbiiable ; In the mean Time, 
I~wiU execute what thou oidereft ms ; I will know, 
if it be fiofltble , what this yoimg f'age would 
havcj and wh^t Prey 'ris ihat he looks after ; how- 
ever, 1 am nill convinc'd that hit Difgiiifement 
h myftcrious, and that be dees not run about the 
World, thus tiavefty'd, without fonie View. What 
«rou]d become of his great Wit, thou fiiidell in 
Iiim, if he winder'd thus without Defigiij and in 
filch a ridiculous Equipage i I will turn him fo 
many Ways, that he Ih^ifi have Occafion tot his 
Wit to deceive my Eyes ; and, he Ihall, in fpight 
of his Wit, dif^over whatV in his Sou), in his 
Habit of Marquerade. ]eaIoufy is a tcriible Paf- 
fion, (faid Pretiofa^ thefeupoMj) Ihe perpetually fecks 
new Subjects of Inquietude ; Ihc reverfes the Ima- 
^nation ] and difordeis the Wit , tho' never fo 
good; as it rubfifts not but in Sufpicion , mofl 
commonly chymencal and imaginary, every Thing 
is uncertain; for tliofe that are aitack'dwith this 
Malady, and have no more the Ufe of their Sen- 
fes, they fee quite oiherwife than other Menj a 
Pigmf feems a Giant to tliem, and DoubtSj the 
woift founded, are to them the mortal Truths: 
Reaffinnc thy firfl Situation, Andrew; fufpend tliy 
Judgment for a Htde Time, thou wilt thereby come 
t6 ftc clear; thou wilt repent thee of thylnjufticc ; • 
thou wilt have a thouAnd fecret Remorfes ; and, 
I find, I (hill forgive theej nothing is difficult to 
thofe that Love, This Converfation being over , 
Pretitja left An:irevt> to go lie down, wairing Day- 
light, to endeavour to clear him of hJs Doubts; 
iho' the Night wjs very far advanc'd, it fecm'd 
to Ifim cxtreamly io;ig. Pretiofa loll hei Labour 
in 
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in her TendernefTcs, and fpent heifclf in Areuments 
CO make him hcaikcn to Reafon, He rnl'd hia 
Head with a ihoufand Vifiona ; never was Man lefi 
reasonable ; he perpetually made Mountains oF the 
leafl Atumsj and never clos'd his Eyes a Moment. 
Day came at hfl ; he rofe up and Bed, if I may 
call it fo, to the PIac« where the young Man lay ; 
he inform'd himfelf prefcutly rf his Morfures^ and 
atiei this Compliment, which was veiy fuccinft, he 
ask'd him his Name, whether he went, and under 
what View he travell'd thus fcy Night, and crofi 
the FielJs. The young Man anfwer'd, he found 
himfelt better, that he was aKolutely free from 
Pain, and that n^iv, he was in a Condition to 
take the R«ad and piofccute his journey. 

A S to his Name, and for Anfwcr to other Thingg, 
Andrew womld know. He faid, his Name was^- 
/#»/# Hurtadot that he went to our Lady of the 
Aock of France, and to make the mote Hatle, he 
travell'd by Night in this Manner; and, that in 
the Obfcurtty and Oaiknefs , he mill his Way ^ 
where Evil befel him. Thanks to the Dogs, that 
guarded tbcfe Tents. This Declaration feem'd not 
legitimate 10 Andrew, his Sufpicions eticteas'd, and 
in the Tranfports of Jcalonfy, he anfwer'd htm in 
thefe Terms, Do you well know, my Friend, how 
I would deal with you, if I weie your Judge? S 
would bang you high and low, on yout Anfwers; 
truly, you give 'em us fairly ; 1 concern tiol myfelf 
ts know who you ace, what is your Nime, noi 
whether you go j J only advertife you, that if you 
have a Neceflity to lye, you would do it with z 
4itde more Appeaiauce of Truth ; you fay yoa go 
10 
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to oui Lady of the Rock of Trance, and yeu leav^ 
it on the Right Hand, a&d even thiity Leagues, at 
lesftj horn the Place wheie wc arc; you tTavel by - 
Nighc to airive the fooner, and you march out of 
the Way in the Forefts, where there's haidly any 
Pdth ; rife, my Friend , learn to lye lefs giofsly , 
and you may go as foon as you will ; in the mean 
Time, in Recompence of the good Advice I give 
yoU) clear up one Thing I have a great Mind to 
be fatisfy'd in ; will you tell me theiiuth ? I have 
HopcSj in forae Maiinei, fince you know how to 
lye fo badly ; tell me, then, are not you, perhaps, 
a young Man I have often feen at Court, in the 
Habit they weat when they aic out of Pagefliip, 
and ate icady to be a Gentleman ? If yon are he, 
ihit I fpeak of, you have the Noife of being 3 
great Poet j you corapos'd a Romance and a Mm- . 
drlgal for one ot our She-Gjpjins, that ivaa at Mi- 
drid, fome Time ago, and paiTes amongfl us for 
very pretty; hide it not from me; I promife you 
the Faith of a Gentleman Gypfie to keep it fecret, 
if it be ncccfliry; but go not about to temiveife, 
and feed me with new Stories for Afles ; I know 
you, the Vifnge I fee now here is the fame, with- 
out any Doubt, with that \ have fecn very cficn at 
Aiadrid; and to deny this Truth, were to deny 
that you weie bit by oui Dogs; 01 tlut Aurora j 
that fair Harbinger of Day, (to fpeak the Language 
ot Poets,) gilds the Top of our Mountains ; the 
Renown you have acquii'd, made mc regard yon 
the mote, fo that I have imprinted youi Figure fo 
well in my Memory, that I ihould know you un- 
der a Difguifement more fantaAical ; trouble not 
yonrfelf, take Courage, you are no: among Scoun- 
diels. 
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Scoundrels, you are amongfl Friends, and fuch Fiicndi 
as wUl defend you againft all Events,- but there 
. is more yet, and His a View I demand of yoa more j 
ttijnagine a Thing, and 'tis what I think veiita- 
blc; I count you happy to fall into our Hands; I 
imagine, then, that you being in Love with thb 
pretty Gyp/ie, for whom yon made Vetfes, you arfc 
come to fee her, and if^that be fo, 1 am fo far 
from blaming your Detign, that, on the contrary, , 
I efleeni you the more ■ tho' I am a Gypfie^ I am^ 
by Experience, not ignorant of the Force and Power 
cf Love ; I am not ignorant of the Charges and 
Metamorphofes it makes thofc make that fitbrnit 
to her Laws; it is the Lcafl and Gicatell of Dei- ', 
Hes ; Now, if this be fo, which I in no Mannet 
doubt of, I pronodnce to you, that the fair Gypfie 
is in our Gang. I know it, (interrupted the young 
Poetj) and 1 law her laft Night. 

THESE Words were a Clap of Thunder fol 
Andrew^ Jealoufy entirely pofleft his Heart, he knew 
iiot where he was, he appear'd confus'd. and in- 
terdiaed. I faw her laft Niiiht, (faid ihe young 
Man, once more,) but I would not dilcovcr myfdfji 
beraufc I did not think it to the Puipofe. You 
. are, then, the Poet I fpoke of? Yes, (anrwer'il 
he,) I am he ; 1 neither can nor will deny it, af- 
ter fo many Affurances that you have given me, 
and, wherein, I daiterinyfelf, I may mike Acounti 
tho' Fidelity is noi very much found in Porrefts, 
dnd upon Mountains. She is found, norwithiland- 
ing, (fiid Andrtv>^ we, who arc Gyp/iei, maktf 
Ptofeflion to be the People the moft Sccrtt that 
Ire in tSc Woild ; with theft Afluriiites yob iraf 
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open you( Heart, and you will never fepent it : the 
young Gjffie is my neai Kinfwoman, Ihe will do 
lit that 1 will havehei; If you deCic to have hec 
ia Marriage, I anfwer lot all hci Kindred j ani 
if it be only for a Miftrefs , we will not ufe fi» 
fnany Cciemonies, provided you have fbme Money ; 
with that precious Metal, what Difficulties cannot 
fee fmooth'd? I have Money, (reply'd the young 
Man,) 'tis ftitch'd in a Sleeve of a kind of Skirt, 
I Bfeai bound about my Body, and there are font 
hundred downs in Gold^ at leaft. Thefe lad Words 
caus'd new Trouble in A>idrew's Mind, he imagin'd 
thit this Man cany'd not about him fo conhdu- 
able a Sum withcut Delign, and the View, he pio- 
pos'd, was to conquer by Force ol Money, the 
rteait of the charming GyP/ie. This Trouble ap- 
pcir'd in his Eyes, over all his Face, and in hii 
Wntds. This Sum, (he faid again,) is not to be 
defpis'd, (all confus'd,) it remains only, that yau 
dircover your Intention to me , and that we put 
an Hand to the Work ; the young Girl will not 
k& the DifHcil, I afTure myfelf; Money, in the 
Age we live in, does all , with fuch a Faflport , 
there's no Gate that opens not, no Cruelty but it 
humanizes. Alas ! ;(f)id the young Man, then,) I 
mud let you know that the Violence, that cotv^ 
ftrain'd me to traverfe, and wander from Country 
to Country, proceeds not, in any Manner, from 
the Love you fpcak of; I afpirc not to Freiiefai 
there are, in Madrid, Beauties enough might be 
aMe to (iop me, and that yield in nothing to youi 
faircll Cypfiei; iho' I am connrain'd to own, that 
Preliofa hat Charms that might well produce t-Iike 
Effefl ; there is no Moit;]! more pettefl-i and 1 have 
often 
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eften fang her Beauty, » you know; l>ut be that 
KB it wri, 'tis not Love that brought me hither, 
and malces me travel the Fields in the fad Equi- 
page you fee me in ; 'tis the Capiice oE tny Star, 
my bad DeHiny, oiy Misfoitune. 

THIS Difcoutfe hearten'd ap Andrew a little, 
trhofe Mind tun quite on other Thijigs, He piell 
him, tfaen, to mate his Adventures; which the 
young Poet did oif Hand. 

I LIVED at Madrid^ (he faid again,) and I 
w» in the Houfe of a gteat Loid, whom 1 fery'd, 
not in Qjialiiy of Mallei, but in Quality of a Kinf- 
man, he had an only Son within a little oi my 
Age, and we had contia^ed together a Fiiendfhip, 
fo tender, and To fliait, that 'twere very difficult 
for me to paint oi ezpiefs it ; this young Lord fell 
in Love wiih a young Lady, of a Houfe well qua- 
lified, and who he willingly would have maiiy'd, 
if, as an obedient Child, he had not fubmitced to 
the Will of bis Father and Mother, who oppos'd 
it, becaufe theyaQ>ir'd to a gceiier Mitch; he faw 
her neverthclefi] and ferv'd her ; 1 was the only 
Caiifideni of ihis feciei Pailion, (hat his Parents 
believ'd entirely exiiiift, and that had never been 
flronger; for , who knows not that Oppofition 
Ihirpcns the Paffions, which it renders moie live- 
ly, and more vehement ? We pafs'd along one Night 
before the Gate of my Kinfman's Miftrefs, as was 
our ordinary CuHom; but, this Night was fata] ; 
we perceiv'j, in the Daik, two Men, that appeard 
of a gi^od Mein , we put ouirelves in a Poflute 
to diicovei 'em, and ne were haidly witliiii Reach ' 
la .of 
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of llieii Swords, that they drew, wd cliarg'd u| 
with 3a unimaginable Vigour; wc di^w ouis, and 
they receiv'd 'cm with the fame Vigour, the Cpfnbat 
began and eiidetl in a Moment ; the young Eari, 
animated fay Jealoufy, tecame fuiioui as a Lion; I 
feem'd not kfs animated than he; in fine, Foi I 
will be as Ihoii 3% 1 an, we aiin'd oor PdJiea fo 
well to the Pmpofe, that they coft (he two Gen- 
tlemen their Lives, who we attack'd with fo much 
Fury; we wounded 'etn both, almol), at the feme 
Jiiftant) fo they fell dead upon the Place j we no 
(boner faw our Enemies rcvejs'd oji the Ground, 
and without Motion, but we began to take out 
Flight; we prcfently went Home, and taking as 
muL'h Money as wc coujd carry, we took Refuge 
in the MonaRty oF St. Jf.rome, apprehending a Pur- 
fuir, by the Relations of the Dead; by their Diefs, 
and by their Diavery, they feem'd to us Perfons of 
f)ifliii£(ion; we weic received in this Houfe jufl 
in fuch a Manner as we could havewiftid, and 
we catiy'd it f', without Sufpicion, that the Frjars 
that receiv'd us, advis'd us to lefurn 10 the Eail's 
PaW-e, that out Abfcnce might not give .a lawful 
Occafi'in to mike 'em fufpeil us for Authois of 
the Murder, As the Council was wife, we werft 
in no great Tronb'e to fellow ii; but in (he Mo- 
ment we were going to put it in Execution , we 
were advertis'd, that 'he Judges pf the gie;it Pro.- 
voft of the Palace, had (eiz'd the Father and Mo- 
ther of the ycUfig Lady, nnder wl:ofc Windows 
the Reiicouiiter h^pccn'd, and the Di^mtflkks be- 
ing exaniin'd, a Chamber-maid hid depos'd. That 
the youn^^ Eari, ray Kiiifman, fiw her Midrefs e- 
very Day, and every t^i^ht ; and uppi; (his Depo- 
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[tion, Search wis made fni us ; and is we juHIy 
ing, all the Woild wa» convinc'd that we 
afTalTinated ihefe two Gentlemen, who were of the 
Fiincipal of the Court ; we weie much eaibanas'd;, 
and, at lall, aftei much Delibeiaiion, by Advice 
cf my Kinfman, and the Council of the Fryars, 
15 Days after wc left the Monaftery; for we could 
not alwavi live there ; the young Earl in a Monk's 
Habit , t'ollow'd a Ftyar , and took the Road of 
Arrago»i to go from thence into Italy, and fo for 
Fiartdert; and as to what coiicern'd me, 1 bcliev'd 
I ought to feparate horn him, and take anothei 
Road, and fo abandoning myfdf to Providence, I 
drcll myfelf in the Manner ycu fee, and accom- 
panying a Monk, that made me pits for his Set- 
vant, we came loTnlavera^ where we parted. A 
Moment after I left this Town, and, to avoid the 
great Roads, I maich'd crofs the Fieldi as a Cri- 
minal, who thought htmfelf purfucd, and, I or- 
dei'd it (b, that Yeflerday at Night, I found my- 
felf at thcfe Chefnut-Trecs , wheic I was fo ill 
leceiv'd by your Dogs : I own, I to! J you I wa* 
gluing to our Lady of the Ro,k o? France; but it 
was only to anfwer Good or Bad, to what you ask'd 
mc; for ta tell jou, lincereJy, I know not where 
this Lady is fcicuated ; all th.it I can learn is, that 
'tis beyond SaLwmncha. 'Tis true, (fiid Andreva^ ■ 
and you have left it a greit Way off ; but, proceed. 
All the Delign I had, (continued the young Gen- 
tleman,) Wis for Sev'iBs ; I hive there a Gevoefe 
Gentleman, a gieat Friend of the Earl's, my Kin& 
min, that fends, from Time to Time, great Re- 
mittinccs of Money to G^ca ; and I flitter inyfei^ 
that by his Means, I may go to Cat tagena, and'

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horn thence ^> fafely into hal/^ upon otM of tlw 
GiJleyi at htx Coramand ; fm who know* but I 
am one of his Fj£Ioie? Y^ou fee the Hilloip of mj 
Adventuiec, aiid you fee what is my Dclign; h<at 
my gieac Difficulty it, that 1 knon not what Courfe 
to take to go fauly to SeviUe; my Soul is dtflurVd 
with a thouland Feais, all feeiu'd fufpicious ; «veiy 
Thin^ made me afraid • and, altho' I lee clcaily 
to the Bottom, that they are no more than pan- 
nii^k Tciiois , and that I am alaim'd very oKen 
without any Caufe, methiiiks, I have at my Hnli 
all the Bajjiffs of the Univerfe : I have a Thow^ht, 
but I know not if 'ti* piaSicable, I would defiie 
you Gyffi^t CO let me raarcrh in joui Tioop , and 
1 will follow yau to SeviSe ^ if you maich that 
Way ; I will pafs my Word you will fac pleas'd 
with ate ; and, I pciccive cicaily, at the fame Time, 
it were the only Meani to deliver me Fiom tny Tei- 
iO[« ; for, after all, who could ever tell I vnt a- 
monE^n you.^ But to tell you the Truth, I di- 
ftruft in what Manner ihey will be willing to re- 
<;eive me into their Company. They will receive 
you, (anfwer'd Andreit^ and you may depend up- 
on't ; and if you do not enter into our Troop, (for 
I know not whether we fliiU take the Road to 
jtndaluzia,') you may take another , that we may 
meet agiin in two or three Days ; it may coft you 
fome little Matter; but what's that ? Nothing is 
done toi Nothing in this World ; 'tis enough, when 
by Means of a fmall Sum one feis one's Mind at 
left) and accomplilh our Defigns. 

THIS Dialogue was no fooner ended, but An- 
drew retir'd, and went to inform the other Gjffut^ 
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of what had paA. Attci he had mtde 'em i !«> 
dofl Rcdtzl of this young Man's Adventures, he 
acquainted 'cm with his Defign to put himrelf, 
foi fomcTime, into tbeii Gang; and unanimoully 
rU were agKcd to ieceiv« hint , except Fretiofa j 
and her Giandmother. You majr go to SeviSe with 
this young Strangei, if you pteale, (faid the old 
Gypfu^ fcut I know well I fiull noe be of you. 
Faity ; tis a Country wheiu 'tis noc permttted me 
to land in, and where the Gjpfiei fmell not tfae 
bed: Upon the whole, as to what concerns mc, I 
will have nothing to do there ; 'tis but a little 
Time agone that we were there, and I play'd a 
Trick with a Townfman, call'd 7r^uiSa, he bai 
not forgot, I afliiremyfelf; and what I am bound 
to believe, he will lifaetatly dlfcharge himfelf, if I 
fall into his Hands : This Man, wiiowas credulous 
and covetous, it enter'd into his Head I was a 
great Devincrcpc, and that I could without ^I, 
tell htm of a Treafure, he believ'd, jDt of his An- 
ceflors had hid in his Houfc; he had tumbled e- 
veiy-where without any Succefs; and that 'tis a 
general Rule among the People, that we are all 
Magiciant, efpeciallywe that are old; he addrefs'd 
oinifelf to me with a great deal of Confidence f 
he began by putting a Piece of Silver into any 
Hand, and, after this Beginning, which he thought 
more capable than anyouiei to captivate ny Good- 
will, he befought me with Iinpettunities, that made

Draw me 
out fmrn hence, my desr Wife, (anfwer'd, dolefully, 
the poor IripuiHa, interrupting her,) and after- 
wards we will talk of thit; I iooTc Refpir-'.tion 
and my Strength, and 'lis Time to fuccour me. 
'\i\^ii tbey drew him out of the Puddle, and pre- 
"K, fentiy 
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fently bis Spiiits began to come to him. He re- 
laieJ, Pdim by fdint, the Trick had been play'd 
huu ; A (Iraiige Thing, a:id enough to make kjiown 
the Puifftiice o\ Conjurers. All this was not 
iii£>.ieni to make him wife; there mas no little 
CoriiEi of fheHoure that he caus'd not to be fearch'd, 
the Day following and the next Morning ; and if 
il had not been forbid him in good and due Foim, 
to go no fiirtlier. and give off feardiin^ any more, 
he had ovcituin'd his own Hniife, aii^, perhaps, 
thofc of his Neighbours ; But) a^ 1 told you, tliey 
be^n to be fenlible, they put a Stop tor. Ail the 
Waild Jaugh'd at Tr^uiUa ; and as the Jittle Chi!- 
drcn pointed at him with a Finger, as he pafs'd 
along the Streets, he ts Ti irritated agiinlV the Men 
and Women Gipfies , that ynn will agree that 
1 go not to expofe inyf.jr to receive 'loir.c bjoody 
Affront, let us difniifs this young Man, and let hirn 
j:o to Seville, as well as he can. We will do no- 
rhmg, our good Mother, ( the Gypjies cry'd out ; ) 
all agreed fuch Bargains as this ihappen not every 
D.iy; we ^vi^ receive him amongfl os. In efFeft, 
they tePilv'd to icceire him, piomifiiig him to con- 
ceal liimj and keep him as long as he judg'd it ne- 
ceffiry. In the mean Time, not to eipofe the olJ 
Gypfie^ and, perhaps, the whole Troop, to T^rlguiU 
la's Revenge, 'twas ordcr'd to turn on the left hand, 
and enter the Kingdom of Aiurcia^ and not ^o to 
Seviliii; theyoorg Man was caH'd at the fame Time; 
and fiom the Moment they declar'd to him what 
had been lefclv'd to do wiih him, he appear'd (b 
content, and fo fatisfy'd, lliat he difliibuted one 
hundret Crowns of Gold to the Gjpfies, which was 
prefentjy divided. Never was greatet Joy than what

thjs yotm,' Mail was caU'd; for the Reft, as this 
Nzitte ftcra'd a littJc too noble for a G^fA^j'thcy 
thought it necrflary to give him another, and they 
agreed to call him Cletfient^ and fo we fliall call him 
for th; Future, That which is particular, and which 
Qiews that Jealoufy is an Evii alm»ft inmfablt, 
Anirtv had in his Heart a fcufible Trouble;: they 
had retain'd this ybung Geiilfcmanj tho' it tvQsj.ab 
Jt iTlay fo fay, at Iris Solicitatidn^ only; thefe fiift 
Sufpidons rcviv'd,- when he came to teflecJj that 
this young Mali, who Ihew'd hinifelf fo eanieft to 
go to SiviSit, thought no more on't, and had not 
piade the leaft Infiancc to niTike the Gypfiei take 
the Road to that Town; and, in a Word, had re- 
Jtfted the Offer tiiey prefently made him, to entet 
intfi another" Troop , that (vas to much towards 
that Capita] di AnAaluxioi in the Time, a ihoB- 
fand Thoughts pof&Il hira, that troubled him and 
multiplied evtfry Moment; Oement pieveiucd him, 
but without Delist ; for he was fat enough off from 
penetrating the Tfoiibles that tormented himj and 
made filch Diforde^s in his Mind. I amvetyearjij 
mydeaT Amtrtm, (he faid to him with a gay Air,) 
tliat we'are going direflly to ihe Kingdom of Aiuf- 
c}4; I ftiall not be tar trom Cirthngena, ii 1 come 
there fafe and (bund ; I will embark: there for Jfii^, 
and niHch lliorcen my Way. /Inirevi agreed to't ; 
and in the mean Time, to warch him ihe better, 
and not loofchim out of hisSi^ht, he woold have 
"^m for Iiis ComiaJe ; which Cleineat took for a 

eat Fa vquT i for he never thought he caus'd him 
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tJic leaft Jealoufy : Andrew and Clement, then^ vitte. 
alwttys together , and made great Expence , they 
fpai'd for nothing, Money rain'd ; for tlicy had yet 
fiiffidem, both the one and the other ; they leap'd, 
they danc'd, they threw the Bar, better than anjr ■ 
of the Gypftes ; they were lefpeacd and fceJov'd 
by all, and paiticulaily the She-Gjffies. In fine, 
they left Efiremadura , and entei'd La Msncha , 
and drew near by little and little, to the Kingdom 
©f Murcia 5 they pafs'd thro" no Place where there 
was not Matches at Racket, wieftjing, running, leap- 
ing, throwing the Bar, and fuch Excicifes of Strength 
and Addrcfs; hut Andrem and Clement wcie thofe 
that always cairy'd away the Prize.

conclude with me, my Fear was legitimate ; be not 
fuipiiz'd, my dtar Clement, that I difcovcf to thee 
Andrew's PafGon ; I know that he has made thee 
Ilis Confident bimfejf , fo thai 'tis no Secret ; I 
imlfatt 
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impait to thee my only Defign, in confiiming to 
tiice the fame Thing from my own Mouth, is to 
give thee a fenlibie Mark of my Fiiendlhip, and 
my Eftecm, and take Occafion Fiom thence to be- 
fcech thee to be my FrienJ, and never be contiatjl 
tome, and enter into all mylnteieRs; thou ought'ft 
to be convinoM, and I doubt not but thou art, that 
the Knowledge that I have had of thee has not 
been prejudicial to thee ; it was by my Means thou 
hafl been fo well icceiv'd amongA Bs, and wall ad- 
mitted fo eafily into oui Troop; God grant it may 
ferve to acc.*>mpli0i thy Defigns ; but I will teil it 
thee myfelf, that thou oweft the Obligation to me 
only ; and I pietcnd that thou placed it to my 
Account ; a veritable TenJeinefs is rais'd every- 
where, my dear Cletntnt^ be peifwaded ; I fee fo 
great a DifpropOrtlon h^twttn Andrexa's Biith and 
mine, iliat I fear he will at tall open ht» Eyes, 
and come to perceive, that the Pride he has takea 
be not that which he Ihoitid have taken ; we are 
iiot Mailers of the firlt Motions Love fives Bittb 
to ; but I compiehrnd well, that with a little Rea- 
fon one may triumph over the mod violent Paf. 
fions, efpecially if one hearkens to the Voice of a 
Friend, fincere and difinterefled , Andrew would 
not be the Only Man ihould return from wander- 
ing, whether the blindcft of all Paffions had lei 
him; and from feme little Attraflions, which I 
own Heaven has given me : Tliou peri;eivefl wcll^ 
Clemeta, whether I am going; while Andrew has 
teen only amongft our Cypfiei I have feat'd no- 
thing; but To day I fear all ; for I appiehend, that, 
as a faithful Friend, thou may'il make him fenfible; 
tlie Concern he has for a Cjpfie does him wrong j 
afiJ 
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and H; aHowingtfiy ReafortSj which without Doubt 
were jufl aitd veritable, he might abandon me, and 
kii! me with Giief. Thou hart nothing to fear, 
(anfwei'd Clemeya^ arid to aflbrc thee Foot ky Foot, 
be peifwaded, divine R-etiofa, that 'tis not for £c- 
viry, nor fol a vain Prfefuraption , that Don Jcbn 
has difcovct'd to mc, and that I am become the 
Confident of the pnrcft Flame a Lover was evei 
burnt with; at the firft' Glances I made upon him, 
I found, not was it haid, at the fame Time, lo per- 
ceive, that 'ttvas thy puiflant Charms that had tians- 
torm'd him into a Gypfie , as were fbinicily the 
Charms of a fimple Mntfal, that transfoim'd Ju- 
piter himfelf into a BuU: I told him prcrently 
now 'twas, and that 'tWas not vciy hard for me to 
penetratfe that \i/hich made me encountet ifim in 
yOUT Telics; he deny'd it not ; and trufiing in me 
hoia that Moment forward, he dcdafd to nie all 
his Paflion, and made me all his Hiflory ; he can 
witnefs for me to thee, that very far Vioai difap- 
pioviiig his Refolucion, I commended it ; but bid 
him recollefl, that more than once Priiltes have 
Sigh'd for Slaves: 1 have not fo little Experience, 
but I know ^hat the Puiflance ot Beauty it, and 
that thine his'no Eqtial ; the Wanderings' it has 
brought on Don John may always be ncus'd, if, ne- 
verthelefs, one may call by that Name the FaDlcs 
the moft etnincni of Men every Day fall into, as 
the Poets iiifbtm us, in defciibing to us the Ad- 
ventures of the Father of Mert and Deities : Ii> 
[he mean Time, I give thee a thoufind Tfianks, 
FhtiofiTt tbr the tender Amitv thou Iheweft me, 
that I ihill never render myftif unworthy of; and 
mly Hcivcn Crown fuddcnly thj Hymen, initive 
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in thy Favoui the Kiiidic'l of /^Jrevj and lender 
thee a! foKunate as fhou ait perfeft and accom- 
phfh'd. Ciemtnt faid all diefe Things with fo much 
Aidour, that Andrem knew not whether he fi-ikc 
like a Lovet or a Fiiend ; fo hard is JciI- .ilv to 
be deiacinated From oui Heaits : In Uie mean 
TimCj he came to himfdf, and icndrcd juftiTe t9 
Fretiofa and to Clewentw One ceafes to be jeal^u; 
when one is clear'd of that which caus'd ihe Jea- 
loufy, Andrexf and Oeaient were perj-jeiuilly to- 
gether; this Uft was a Poet, as we have aheady 
feen ; and for ytndretOi tho' he was net naturally 
fo, Love made him make fome Veifes. They com- 
monly Ihewed thofe they had made, and then fung 
em. The TiOop, that always march'd on, ivas in 
four Lcaguei of Murcia, lodg'd ii^ the Bottom of 
a great Valley. When thefe two Fiiends, who lov'd 
nothing fo much as to be alone, went nut of the 
Way one Night, to divert themfelves, without Wit- 
nefles, rhey (31 down, one at the Foot of a Wil- 
low, and the other at the Foot of an old Chcfnut- 
Ttee, and taking cash of 'em his Guitterrs^ they 
fung this Dialogue;

CAKDVCHA feirfrom Top to Bottom : She 
little cxpcfled this Anr^Vei ; fhc was about to 'cply ; 
hut fome Gjpfles comihg in, (he biulh'd out or the 
outWaid Couit, with a Rcfolunon to be levengy^ 
if it were poflible. /IndTfWj who knew how deli- 
cate the Sex is, in this Mattel, and who, befidci, 
had lead in the Eyes of this young Girl, the Rage 
that tianfported her, fought, like a Man, face and 
prudent, to prevent any finifler Accident, lie be- 
fought the Gfpfies to diQndge that very Hour ; and 
as they delay'd in all Things, he prefs'd them to 
rccnver theii Pawns which had been given "em, and 
jircpare tor a Retreat. If Andrtw had his Viewi, 
Carducha^ whofc Add'ellcs he had undervalued, had 
hers; Ihc flatter'd herrdf, preCntly, that Iht might,

. that watncd little of tbroiving liira on the Ground: 
It was rtot AndreVf from this Time, but Don Jjhn, 
animtatcd with a noble Fury, he threw hiirfelf 
upon the brutal Soldi:r, wreilcd fiom him his Sword 
he wore, gave him a Wound, fo to the Purpnfe, 
that he left him for dead upon the Place. The 
Judge cry'd out, cali'd for Help, every one run to 
Arms; jtiie People feize upon the Gjpfie. frttiofa 
fell down in a Swoon; and this unfortunate Lovci 
taking more Care to fuccout his Miflrefs than to 
defend himfeif, fuffct'd himfelf to be feiz'd by the 
Populace, whom he could ealily have iliffipatcJ, if 
his Love and hi? Grief had permitted him to make 
ufe of chit Addrefs he had, and the Swotd which 
yet he had. Andrew was prerently loaden with 
lions; and the juJge, who regretted mu.h his Kinf- 
man, would h:ive hang'd him upon rhe Spot ; but 
he had not the Power to do it ; he was to be car- 
ry'd to Murc'ia , for ihit Boroiigli, as we' have 
before f^id, was of its Juiifdiflion; be contented 
himfeif to be (hut up, and fuffer and pafs by x 
thnufani Indignities, and all the ill Trcument pof- 
(ible.

Town went out to fee the Spectacle; and Preti^f 
who as difordei'd as fhewus, had never fuch Channa 
.« fhe had that Day; (he diew the Acclamations 
'of aH the People, who cry'd out with one Voice, 
.riiat they had iievei feen any Thing more accom- 
plilh'd, The exrraoidinary Beauty of this Gypfte^ 
made fuch a Noife, that the Wife of the Steward, 
otGowernot of the Town, had a Mind re fee her, 
and for that ECfefl flie befought her Husband not

(Ihc added,) this young 
Girl makes me remember, that 1 am the rooft un- 
fortunate Mother that there is in the World] Ihe 
teiiews in my Mind a Griet that makes me weep, 
"till Death clofes my Eyes. In the mean Time, 
fretiofa , who faw htrfelf rcceiv'd with fo much 
TenJcrnefs, had talcen the Stewardefs by the Hand, 
Ihe kiG'd it a Thoufand Times, and in thedding a 
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Torrent of Tears, fhe endeavoui'd to petTwadc berj 
that the Gyf/ie tint was a Piifonei was not culpa- 
bje ; Ok ^lotelled to her, if any Jewels were found 
amongA . nis Ctoaths , 'twas a Pledce that had 
been lellot'd; and as to what icgaided the Soldier^ 
whpm he hadkill'd^ flie told hei he drew his Death 

?>on himfftlf^ by hit Brutality and his Imprudence : 
hat in a Word, the Gyp/ie hid done no more 
on this OccafloR than Follow Maxims, cftablifli'd 
of the Point of Honour ; which maintain , That 
when one has tecciv'd a Box in the Ear, he ought, 
at. that Inflant, to kill him that had the Audacity 
to give it. 1 own, ((he iaJd fiutheT, melting ever 
into Tears,) that thele Maxims are criminal ; but 
they are autboiized by Men, and 'tis even Cowar- 
dife and Shame not to Follow then ; but that he 
may be culpable, and that he may be criminal I 
agree. The only Favour 1 aft is, his Judnicnc 
may not be precipitate ; and that the Chafliftmenc 
the Laws threaten him with, be fo alfo: It may be 
I may be fo happy to have him fband Innocent; If 
the little Beauty I have a.tfe£i you, prefeive it. 
Madam, in prefeiving this miferable Prifoner; nf 
Life depends on his, he is to be my Hulband ; and 
fome juft and wife Impediments have been the Caufe 
we have not yet join'd Hands : If Money be want- 
ing to obtain his Grace, and appeafe the Patents 
oE^the dead, we are ready to fell all we have.

ALL the while Fretiofa made this Difcourfe, fiie 

had her Eyes fix'd on thofe of the Stewardefs, who on 

faei fide, could not forbear contemplating this G;'/'/!>>

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who always fqueez'd ' her Hands', arid Wa'tei*d"Mrf' 
*i[li her 1 e;irs. This Lady, who had hcaiken'd to 
htx with gre.it Attention, was fo fofteii'J, that fhc 
couJd not himlet ciying in her Turn, The Stew- 
ard came in ufon thefe Arguments, and hewas no 
lefa furpris'd at the S ene than the Applaule of 
Pretioja ■ he had ■ ^ Mind to know what it was, 
and tne young Gyp/ie difcngigiiig heifelf at the fame 
Time tVom the Siewardefsj went and threw hcrfelf 
at the Feet of her Hulband. I demand Favour for' 
my Spoufe, (the butft cut all in Tears, and con- 
founded with Giicf,) or rather I demand JuOice;' 
for he is innocent ; his Misfoitune, and the Great- 
nefs of his Soul, nre all his Crimes. In themean' 
Time, if his malignant Star perfecutes him, even ' 
to find iiim culpable, and that lie mull die, it may be ' 
permitted me to die in his Mace; and if this Vi- ' 
aim' be not fufticiert, at leaft, my Lord, dcferr pro-' 
nounciiig Sentence tot fome Days; for I defpaii not.

(bon refolv'd; llic faid out aloud, addieOing herlelf 
to Che Stewaid, Feimit, my Lotd, I may go out ; I 
have medicaid a Plot will fuipiizc you, and will 
change thele Complaints into Joy, aliho' I am tho- 
lowly peifuaded, (faid ihe, in a low Tene,) chat 
what I am about to do cannot but be fatal to tne. 
She had Peimilfion to go out, and Prethfa, all in 
Tears, redoubl'dher Innances, to obtain fome Dt- 
ly. Hei Delign was to advcnife Den Joht/i Fa- 
tjicr of what pait, perceiviog wellj it was the only 
Expedient to deliver him; tho" by Report, to hn 
'twas the moll violent Means that could be put in 
F^aAice ; foi, in fine, 'twas to lenounce for evet 
the Hope Ihc had flactei'd herielf with, to lee hiitt 
nne Day her Spoufe.

THE Stewardefs no foonci heard the Name of 
Con/lsncia ptonounc'd, but fhc knew the ]ewcts; 
flie took them and kifs'd them a ihoufand Times; 
but flie fell fu.h a Difordcr in her Heart that Ihe 
foon'd away ; Ihe recover'J hei Spirits at laft, and 
turning to the old Ciypfie, Alas ! (ftc faid to hei, 
with a Tranfport, mix'd of Fear and joy,) where's 
the Owner of thefe jewels? Where's the Child 
to whom thefe Braveries belong ? You afk me where 
/lie is, (anfwer'd the old Gyffie^ Vou have her in 
your Houfe. This young Gypfie^ that forc'd the Tean, 
is the Owner; 'tis your Dat]^hter; 'tis your Oft- 
ftancia: I flole her at your Houfe m Madrid, the 
Day and Hour noted in the Paper, juft now read 
to you.

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In the mean Time, tlie Steward deiir'd his Wift 
and Daughter to Jsccp this Adrcntuic feciet; he 
otder'd the fame to the o]d Gypfiff adding. That 
he patdon'd het ; the Joy to nave rcrover'd my 
Daiigliter, takes away the Dilp]«fure I had in loof- 
irg h« ; and I have but ore QuaTiel to yoo, (coa- 
linu'd be, fpeikii'g to the SIie-Gi />;?«,) which is, 
That knowing Pretiofa's Bitth, you have afiianc*d 
her to a Gxpfe, to a Thief, and to a Murderer. 
Ah ! mjf Lord, finteiiupted Pretiofa^ he defcrres 
none ot thefe Names; md if it be true that he 
has kill'd 2. Man, this Man give him fo bloody 
an AfFront, that he could hope for no better a Dc- 
fiinv; and 'tis only following the I^ws Men have 
e(tah]iEh'd, in Point of Honour, thar he kiU'd writh 
his Own Sword a Soldier, brutal and infolent, that 
had dilhonooi'd him, by giving him a Box on the 
Year; Whit ! (faid the Stewardefs, all fuipriz'd,) 
This Priforiet, is he not a Cyp/ie ? Then the old 
Woman reltled, in a few Words, Andrew's HiHoiy. 
She faid, he was Si^n to Den francifco dtCarazmo^ 
Kiii(;ht uf the O'der of St, Jive, and that he was 
caB d Don Jujn de Carcamo^ Knight of the fiime 
Order.

Prttiofa figh'd at the heating of thefc Wordjj 
and her Mother, who was very judii;ious, compre- 
hended well Ihe had a Love for Don Jahn. Hei 
Deftiny is concluded, (Oie told him, nddiefling t» 
her Husband,) Don jabn is of an illuftrious Houfe; 
he loves our Daughter; Heaven has made 'em one 
for the other; let us not oppofe their Union. We 
have but juft lecovcr'il Prettefa^ (aiifwer'd the Go- 
vernor)) and you would have us loofc her again; 
Jet us enjoy her fomc little Time; if Ihe is once 
nnrry'd fhe will be her Husband's, and no longer 
ours. You are in the Right, (fhe reply'.!,) and the 
only Thing we ought to fpcak of at picfent, ot 
think 
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think of, for Dan J&h», is to get him out oF Pri- 
foii, I will go Tee him, (Ciii the Governor)) for 
it bciotigs to mc to interrogate him. In the mean 
Time, 1 reconimenii to you, that nothing be faid 
of this Adveiitute, 'till I find it proper to publidi 
it. Having thus fail?, he etjibiac'd his Daughter^ 
and went (Irait to the Prifon; he cnter'd alone 
into the Dungeon where Don John was>, having 
Irons on his Feet and H:tnds. liccaufe the Place 
was obfcine, he cacs'd a little Window above to 
be open'd, that he might fee hinij and having be- 
held him fomeTime, lie faid to him, (affiiming an 
Air extrcamly fevere,) I am overjoyd, Comrade, 
to fee thee here; but my Joy would be much more 
pcrFeft if all the Gypfiei in Spain weic with thee :

'Tis true, (leply'd 
the ]udge,) that fhe had faid (imply that fhe had 
afGanc'd to ihec, and I am willing to believe it j 
for at the Bottom, it little concerns me, whether 
you ate marry'd or not ; but it was neceffaiyj ne- 
vertheJefs, that your Anfwer in that Regard Ihould 
fee found coiiformable. This young Girl, who, by 
xcafon of ha great Beauty, defeives well that I 
grant her fome little Requefl, when what file (ball 
ifk me goes not contrary to the Duty ot my PlacCj 
having well feen that thou can'ft not be but con- 
demn'd to die She has de^r'd with to much In- 
fiance, that I permit that thou efpoufeA her before 
thy Seacence be executed ; that 1 am almod refclv'd 
to grant thee i^hat Ihe defiies, IF it might be 
permitted me to mix my Requells to her*S) (reply'd 
Andrew^ it would be the only Favoui I would aflc 
you ; and I well perceive, if you came to grant me 
thai, I Oiould not be troubled to die, tho' I die in- 
nocent, and to be reven^'d ot a Villain I could not 
let live, by Laws eltabjifh^d of the Point of Ko- 
noui ; for, in fine, thefe Laws arc in all Countries, 
and in all Profeflions. Thou loved terribly, by 

[what I fee, this little Treafure, (faid the Governor,)

her beyond all that I can fay to you ; and 1 fiiould 
I make all my Happinefs conliU to give her Biy Faith.

Evety Morning, on Fleih Diys, one may fee come, 
before the Sun is up, many Women with Panniers, 
which they Liiiig empty, but carry away well fill*d. 
I alTuie thee, there is no liealt kill'din that Sham- 
bles, but this foit of People have the firft Fruits, 
befote they are eipos'd to Sale; their Mafters, ne- 
verthelefs, carefs them, not that they aie afraid they 
will Ileal ; toi they knew well enough 'tis a Thinn 
inevitable ; but for fear they carry not away all 
the Beft, they put their Hands before their Eyes ;

ing, and playino on the Fhgellet, or their Bag- 
fti[-cs. The Miftiefs that I heard fome Times read 
certain Books, there I faw the Chatafterpof a Shep- 
herd, vetv different from thofe that I ferv'd. I le- 
raember'd me r>f Shepherd Anfrife, (hat lov'd the 
inccmpnrahle Belifttrda, and that fung after the Sun 
came out cf the Arms of Aircm, till he was thiown 
imo thofe of Thetis ; even to the Time that obfcure 
Night rtreich'd hct blnck Wings over the F-<ce of 
rhc whole Earth, there was no tree upon the Moun- 
tains ot /ii-cndia, npnn whofe Ttmik he had not 
fate to cliant the Beauty of his Shephetdefs, and ■ 
(o complain of her Infenfibilty, and her Rigour. 
I lememhet the Shf pherd E/icio^ who was mote a- 
morcus than harJy, Ti:e great Pallor h^ix, only 
Painter 
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Fzintei of one Pifluic oiilyj that was more faithful 
ihan happy ; the Sw»oniiigs aX Sirena; Dnina'% Re- 
pentance; and Tertcia the Wife, that with hei en- 
chanted Water futmounted fo many Difticuhies. 
I remember a great many other Hiftories of Shep- 
herds and ShepL'rdeffes, whofe Life was vcrj differ- 
ent fiom that our Mailers lead, and the othei Shep- 
herds hercaboiit. They fung 'tis true; but they were 
nono hut trivial Songs, wherein was neither Delicacy 
rior Wit ; they Tung 'em with a Voice rude and hoarfe^ 
on vulMr AiiSj and without Art, to the Sound ot 
Oaten Tipes, or of Wood, or two little Stones put 
between their Fingers; thofe were their Inftruments; 
the reft of the Day they employ'd in mesn Exer- 
cifes. There was no SheperdefTifs aniongft them 
that was call'd PhiSii, AnitrilSs, Dtaxa, or Gahtea; 
and what regarded them, they were all call'd Jtfht 
01 Feter, offome fuch Name. ^oA'iimtas amongft 
the Shepherds ; no Thirfis or Coridont ; no Jacintni 
nor Rkoletsi That which let me know that all thefc 
Books, where we find fo high an Idea ot Shep- 
hetds and Shepherdeifes , are only pleafint Tales 
or L^es, well written, to divert thole that live hi 
IdJenefs; for if the Thing were othcrwife, it would 
be found without Doubt, among the Shepherds I 
firv'd, by fomc Traces of the happy Life they led, 
in Times paft. There was not in ihefe old Times 
tiit van Meadows, enamell'd wich a thoufand and 
a thoufand forts of Flowers, whereof they made 
Garlands' for their ShcpherdcfTes ; there were no- 
thing but confecrsted Forr^fts, and Mountains of 
Pines and Oaks, upon whofe Bark were carv'd the 
Narfics of theft fame Sbepherdefles, they had taken 
cate to write there; there was nothing but Gardens

enchaiiteJ ; Brooks, whereof the fwcet Murmur, 
mixr with the agiecafele Voice of Hautboys ; no- 
thing but Chiiftil Fountains one could hear; no- 
thing amongft thofe ancier.t ShcpherJs Difcourfes 
thit ravifh'd with Admiiation thofe that heaid them, 
and would have foftned Trees, aixl even Rocks, to 
whom they fo met imes lelated the Cruelty of their 
Mifliefles, Of fome tragical Adventure. There was 
a Shepherd in a Swoon; theic a Shepheidefs cai- 
Jefsly laid in the Grafs, who not dating to declare 
her Love-fighs, or fhed Tears, the Ecchoes were 
cmploy'd in nothing but to found back the amour- 
ous Aits thai were fung to divers mulical InAru- 
menta. 

Scip. 'Tis enough. Sergan^ta^ piirfuc thy Dif- 
coiirfe ; look to thy Feet and thou wilt not (luni- 
fale; thou wilt never mote look to thy Tail: I 
mean, rememtei what thoa art, and that thou ati 
but an Animal, dcflitote of Rcafon, and that thoa 
oi'ght'ft not to affrfl as thou doft to fliine. 

Ber. I know, ScipiOi what I am ; perhaps I am 
even much moie than I think I am ; Iwill make 
thte upon that, tlie Hiflory of a Witch, that had 
learn'd her Maiefices under the Camacha of M*n- 
tillia. 

Scip. I defire tlice atove all Things to give me 
that Hillory. 

Ber. I will not do it yet ; have a little Pati- 
ence; hearken to my Adventures in order; ihcy 
win give ttiee much more Fleafurc that way than 
if I were to relate them othcnvife ; thou wilt a- 
gree. 

Scip. Agreed; but be Iliort, I conjure thee. 

Ser. 
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Ber. I wu well content with my Condition, as 
I have toM -thee, becaufe the Empinymenc that I 
had agreed with me, and that I did mj Duty ; I 
earn'd my Biead by the Sweat of my Body ; and tliac 
was it that gave me Saiisfaftion ; tbi aftei all, one 
Ihotild not live at ones MaDci's Charge, wlien one 
never intended to fervc him ivell and faithfoily : 
If 1 lay down fomeiimes in the Day-time, 1 lleep'd 
but little by Night, becaufe a? foon as tht J^it 
had carry'd her Rays into another Hemifphcre, the 
Wolves found us Work, and then theie was no fliut- ■ 
tin^ ones Eyes.

feiv'd my good Will, and my Fatigues. The Ma- 
fter of the Flock came upon us, they ihew'd him 
the Skin of a dead Beafi ; he accus'd me of Negli- 
gence, and commajided them to chaliife the Dogs 
very well, fo the Stioaks taiii'd upon us, and the 
Shepherds were reprimanded only. One Day that 
I had been chaftifed very unjudly, feeing that my 
Care, my Agility, my Courage, all my cffoits , in 
a Word, Iriutil, I thought it Time to change the 
Biitery ; I tefolved then not to ramble too far 
from the Flock, as I us'd to do, but to fljy at 
the Avenues of the Fold.

As foon as the Day appear'dj they 
fent to their Miilcr the Skin of a Sheep», and 
paft ot' the Flefh ; hut it was not the biggeft not 
the hed ; the Mafter was picfenily angry j we weie 
preftnily chaftis'd. I was defoJattd to fee my Im- 
puitftnce, to difcover this hdrtible Rogueiy. AJas! 
faid 1 to myfelf, Iri whit Age do Men live, and 
who can one ttui, if the Paflors aie the Wolves. 

Scip. Thy Rcfleflion was grio:!, Befg<tnjLa j-but 
this tvil is an Evil ivithout Remedy ; the beft Shep^ 
hed a Mafler could have, would be to look to the 
Flock himfelf. Let us flop there, my dear Ser- 
g.inca, and withouc amufing ourfelves as we do, to 
niffraltze (he Field at cveiy Turn j continue thy 
fiiftory, I will hcaifcen. 

Ser. I agree; I will teli thee, then,. that (eeiiig 
myfelf ill usd at every Turn, without deferving it, 
1 maiie a Defign to kive my Shephcids, and feek 
lily Fortune famewheie clfe; f iKlurn'd to StviHe, 
and cntei'd into the Service of a rich Merchant. 

Sop. What Way dicl'ft tliou take to find a Ma- 
Her"? for fomeiimes 'tis a Thing difficult enough. 

ber. Thou knoweft, Sc'tpjo , that Humility, 
which is the Ealis and Foundation of all Other 
ViitueK, fuiinounts the greateft Difficulties; I Jira- 
ftis'd this Virtue when 1 had a Mind to take Ser- 
vice in (i'.me Houfe, hiving firft confider'd it was 
ail Houfc ihjc could entertain a gieat Dog. I went 
giefently to the Dooij at ths Time when any that 
feem'd' 
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f^em'd 2 Strangei went in, I baik'd after him, bat 
when ihe Maftci came, 1 hung down my Head, I 
Jick'd his Sliooes with my Tongue, J made a ihou- 
land litde PoDuies, to Ihew that 1 hacl a Mind to 
give my-fejt' to him ; if he gave me any Blows, I 
ftiffer'd them; I caiefs'd him even after that, fo that 
in a Utile Time, I was accepted; I -ferv'd fiiilhfulJy;

*em ; but that a Man oF Quality is offinded to 
know ihefe Things , nothin? can be concciv'd mote 
abfurd. 

Scip. 'Tis enough, Bergan^ca^ letuin to thy Ad- 
ventures. 

Ber. I cciuid wiih with all my Soul, thit thofc 
of whom I fpe.ik, did underlland me the very fame 
that thou UFiJcrft indeftj perhaps they might fland 
corre-^ed. Be it as ir willj there is nothing moie 
riiiirulous than to fee n Gentleinan aft the Juggler j 
to fee him value himfejf in knowing how to play 
the Cups, or to dance a Minuet as well as rhe beil 
Dancing Mafter. I knew one that vaunted, at the 
Rrqueft of a Sexton, to h.n-e cut two and thirty 
Reams of Paper, to b; put upon black Cloth, 
the Day a Tov«nfman was buty'd, and he was fo 
pleas'd with his Work, that he Iheiv'd it to his 
F:iends, with as much Heat, as iK he had Ihewn ' 
'cm the Standards and Trophies painted on the 
Tombs of his Anceftors. I tcnirii to my Merchant: 
This Merchant had two Sons, one of twelve Years 
old, and the oiher of fimitcen, that ftudied both 
of 'em, at the Jejuits College ; tliey went in Pomp 
to tlic College, that is, 0[i Hotfe-back when the 
Weather was fair, in Coach when it lain'd ; a Go- 
vernor went always with em, and two or three 
Lackeys bllow'd, who carry'd their Books ; that 
which I admir'd moft was, that the Father gave i Pt 
himfelF the fame Airs he made his Children take;

Bey. I hope thou wilt heaiken, in the mean 
Time, to the left of that ci mine.

Her. I andcrlland ihee, Scipio ; that's all buC 
a Comedy; let us leave thcfc People : 1 will con- 
tinue my Recjta). The Serjeant, I told thee o^ 
was a great Friend of a Proi3or, and this Pio^i 
and he, kept two liitle Womcnj that were hand* 
fome, but very crafty, and of Impudence not to be 
coneeiv'd ; thcfe two Women fcrv'd them for Hooks 
to fifb on Land, as they fay ; 'twas known by theii 
Air, iheir Head-drefs, and all theii Cloathing, what 
tliey were; they were feen every Day hunting of 
Stran^TS, and the Moment that any one fell into 
theii Hands iheygave Notice, either to the Pio- 
flor, or the Seiie^nt, who never fail'd to come and 
furprife them, and pull the Bird that was in the 
Ot^e, Mimlra (that was the Name of the Ser- 
ine's Miftrefs) one Day, carry'd a Britten to a 
Woman, whofe Houfe was a foit of an Inn.

there at Liberty to do with my Prey as I pleas'd; 
that is to fay, I made a very good Mcslj when I 
Went back to the Chimber I found ihe Briltim, 
who, in his Gibberifh, cry'd out to have his Coat 
brought to him, where he had fitiy Crowns in Gold. 
The Proaor imaciin'd that Colindra, or the Nota- 
ries Iwd fciz'd it ; the Seijeant had the fame Thooghr, 
he took 'em afide, and cha^d 'em to tell the Tniih;

filch unreafonaWe Hours, and, who already began 
to lay Hands on the heft that was in the Chamber.

I b^ik'd, 
bccaufe I would not be only him that faid not a Word. 
Such a tjonfiifion was never fecn ; in effefl, (he 
Noifc was fo great, ihac the Cfminiffary oF the 
Quarter, who wilk'd the Round, hearing this Buf^Je, 
would know what it was ; the Moment he went 
ill, the Hoftcfs made him a Relation of all ; fhe 
diicover'd to him the Intrigues of CiUndra with 
the Serjeant, and the Trap they hid every Dap to 
rob Strangers; file protefled, at the fame Time, 
her Innocence in this Rencounter, and fetfing forth 
hex Hufband's Quality; fhe commanded a Maid 
that Follnw'd her, to go fetch the I.eiters of his 
Nobility. You may judge by thai Ihe told him, 
if a Woman that has fuch a Huiband, is capable 
of keeping a Bawdy Houfe ; il my Trade is to 
lodge Strangers in my Houfe, 'tis bccaufe I have 
nothing elfe to do; every one has Bufinefs e- 
jiouglj to live in this World; after all, you know, 
all ProfelEons are honeft, when they are exercis'd 
iioneftly. The CoramiiTjry, tir'd with this Woman's 
Difcourfe, and, efpecially, of the Genrility of hct 
Hufiiand, began to tell her, I am willing to believe 
your HulLani is a Gentleman ; but, then, yoi] muft 
agree, that he is but a Gentleman Taverner. I a- 
grec to't, fhe reply'd. BuE what will you infer From

not if the CommiSary, who would have been 
thought noble, was in a Condition to mike out all 
^ia Proofs, Be ihat as it wiH, this Difcourfc put 
him into a veiy ill Humour. We hive talk'd e* 
tiough (fiid he, with an Air fevcie and angry) I 
command you, immediately, to put on your Ooatbs ; 

Siu muft go and talk between Four Walls, The 
oftefc, at thi>fe Worcis, redoubled her dies and 
liec Tears; flie fell at the Comniiffary's Feet; but 
as he was a Man of an «):trAOidinary toughnefsj 
thoie was no Quarrer; Co^indra) ths Britlon, and 
flie, were had to Pitfouj without Mercy.

There are very few ; but not to fpeak but 
of my Mafter ; he was a Serjeant ef a vtry Cngu- 
lai Chara£Eei; Giavery attended him.

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•Seif. 'Tis Icldoai the Fault of thofe People. 

B*r. He was willing to have it thought 'twat 
hit; and he had found the fuicfl Wav to impnle 
it on all the World. One Day, I law with my 
own Eyes, that he actack'd fix fjn^ous Outlaws; 
1 never faw fo much Intrepidity xnA Courage ;I 
never faw any ojie face Dangers with fo mnch Ri^ 
(olution and Euldiiefs ; he pafs'd thio' fix ri' ited 
Swords with as little Emotion, as if thty haj beta 
Faggots; thou would'ft have been furpriz'd to fre 
(he Dexterity with tvliich he lengtheii'd and pjfs'4 
fais Scioaks ; with what Addrefs he parry'd thole 
who aim'd at him; with what Judgincnt he pre* 
vented his being en^jlos'd and taken behind; he 
Was a new Redomont , who, without din^^oiiipoli'.g 
faimfelf at all, made thefe fix Ch^mpinrs rcticat a- 
love a huiidred ^tcps, who faw thenifelves, at h!t^ 
confitain'd to yield him the Field of Battle, and 
to leave him for a Tropliy, three S-abKirds of theii 
Swords, which he catry'd atccrwards in Triun^pli 
to the .^.ffeflbr, who could nnt (.hufc but admire 
him. This Aflion made a Noife, bccaufe it [tafs'J 
near one qf the Town-Gates, wliitheralJ the People 
were run. Thit Day, as we pafi'd thro' the Street!^ 
there was nothing but Acclamations and Praife| 
and the leaft Ebi^y that was given to Al;Harif^ 
was to fav, That he alone had bcaien the Flotvci 
of the Gullies of AndaluKi;. He fpent the whole 
Day in wdking abo« the Town, an.l I by his Side^ 
with DeJign to be feen; and when the Nighr camcj 
be went by a Cy-wiy to an Hotifc, where were ths 
fix Out- laws he liad fought with; we Intind "em 
ill difrob'd, and without Swords, and wtinderfuJiy 
diverting themfclves. A great and big Man, who 
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was the Landlord of the Houfe, had a great Bottle 
in 0[ie Hanil, and a Glafs in the othei^ and enc&u- 
lag'd 'em to diiiik hard; tSiey no fooner pcrceiv'd 
my Mailer, but they went ai)d embrac'd him, with 
TranfpOTis and Cries ot Jny I cannot expiefs; fix 
or feveu Healths following, were drank prefently, 
which my Mjflet did very joyFuIly.

This new Action 
aUgmenied his Reputation he had to be brave ; tho'^ 
to fay the Truth, he was exticamly a Coward ; but 
he Tuiiain'd his Renown by Viitue of giving Treats 
and Collationsj whetein he fpent all his Chains in 
the Exercife of his Office; or by the illeft Ways 
I have told thee of, I am fnmewhat long, but 
liave Patience ; I have another Thing to relate to 
thee that happeii'd. Two Thieves flole at ^te- 
quera, a very fine Horfe, which they led to Seville^ 
they had a Mind ro fell him without Danger, and 
to compafs iheii Hnds, ihey thought oF a pleafanc 
Stratagem ; they went to lodje in two different 
Inns, and the fame Day, one of thefe Thieves pre- 
fcntcd a Requeft to the Juflke, wherein he fet forth.

Petfon. My Maflcr, ■jnd theProSor hi? Friendj 
« employ'd in this Affair , and very diligent 
they were ; they were brought to the Sham Lohada^ 
who own'd, prefently, the Sum he had lign'd in 
the Writing, and he fetting fotih, that he was not 
in a Condition to fatisfy it yet, they fei»'d upon 
the Horfe. Some Days after , ceiiain Formalities 
being over, the Horfe was expos'd to Sale, and my 
MaOei, who fell in Love wiih him as foon as he 
faw him, and who, by his Artifices, was the only 
Chapman, he had him fat five hundred Rials, that 
was Well KOlth fifteen Hundred; the Thieves faid 
nothing, 
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nothing, one or the orhei, bccaaCe ic conccm'd Aea 
very much lo have ihc Hoife fold at anf Rate; (a 
one of them Tecciv'd the Money that \V3S not due 
lo him , the father, an Acquit ance he little cai'd 
for; and iny .Aijitazii had theHorTe, that was as an- 
luckv to him as the Hoife Sajan was to bis M^fieis. 
Scip. What, is this Horfc Sejan., thou talkH Of > 
Bar. I will leach thee, in two Words, the Stofy, 
which I fee thnu knoweft nothing of : It was an 
Hoifc thit belong'd to a Jtoman Captain, call'd, 
&ftjj ; he was, as 'tis faid, of the Race of thuJJe 
Horfes that Herailfs tmught to Argot, after be had 
4^in Dumedei, King of Thrace^ by a certain Fa- 
tality, not to be attributed but to this Hoife; all 
ihofe that poffefs'd him had an unhappy Death ; 
Sejat was condemn'd to the cruel'ft Puniflimenc ; 
and the Conful, Do'obiUa, who had bought him 
foT two thoufcnd three hundred and thirty Crowns, 
fcilld himfelf, beint; befie°'d in Laadicea ^ CaJ^tu^ 
who had befieg'U this Town, and after himAntheny^ 
pofieft'd him, and bmh kill'd themfelves. To re- , 
affume the Thread of my Difcourfc, the Thieves 
quitted (he Town ; and a few Days after, my Ma- 
fler goiiig to t^ke the Air opon hi» Hoile, with 
all new Furniture , and Hopping at the Market 
Place of St. branch, he made him make a tdoit- 
feiid tuTTflts, before a Worhi of People, that flood 
about him; no Man was ever belter pleas'd; bon 
in the Time that every cue applauded him , and 
be applauding himfelf ; in the Time, they told 
him, that his Hoi fc w,is as well wonh an hundred 
and fity Ducats, as an Egg half a Faitiiing, there 
appear'd two Genilereeii, whereof ore began to 
%, conir^ ocai hlm^ As I am & levins ^'*i 
beie'i , 
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haefs my Hotfe Iron-faot; ioai Servants on Foot, 
that followed them f.iid the fame Thing , wirh « ^ 
thoufand Cries of Joy the^ ^avc. Oui Gentleman 
was much dilcontented at thofe Shouts , he went 
about to leafoii the Cafe ; but they weie lowder than 
he; in a Word, the Gentleman piov'd it fo well, 
that the Horfc was his, that he had a Sentence in 
Form , and his Iron-Foot was lefloi'd him. The 
' Roguery was then difcovei'd, and eveiy body was 
overjoy'd at the Mortification of the Seijeant. His 
Misfortune did not Hop theie; the lame Aflefibi, 
fiom whom he had taken the Sword-Scabbaids, go- 
ing out that Night with the Watch, upon Notice 
there were Thieves in one of the Suburbs, in ciof- 
fing the Street, fierceiv'd a Man that fled ; t^iey 
went 10 him, and 'twas my Mallei.

and not knowing where to hide my Head, I rcfolv'd 
to follow him, whether he went into Italy or Tla»- 
ders\ for, after all, what the Proverb fays, He that 
goes a Fool to ffome, returns a Fool, I compre- 
hend veiy well; and 'tis nothing fo to travel, one 
improves, one becomes hardy, and one leains abun- 
dance of Things one fliould have been ignonnt 
of all one's Life, if all ones Life one had kept in 
the Chnnney Corner. 

What thou fay 'ft is fo veritable, that I 
re-nembet to have heard a Maflct that 1 had fay, 
and who was a witty Man, and very able, That 
the Name of Prudent was given to ihe famous 17-, 
ijjfes^ hec.iufe he had tiavel'd many Countiies, and 
conveisM with many different Nations ; even fo I 
commend the Refolution thon iiafl iijien, l" fol- 
low this Drummer, if it iKre to the End ot the 
World. 

B'^r. This rirummcr was a great Juggler, and 
as he knew a little what I could do, he thought 
he cmii I make fomething of me, to cheat People 
in the Way we were going to takf ; he taught me 
to Dance, and to do a thnufand ApifliTiitkK, that, 
piihapS) another coulJ never have learnM ; we made 
very fhort J'^urnevs. there was no CrmmilTaTy to 
hafienus; the Officers were ynun^ Men; the Ser- 
jp^ints were brave Fellows ■ aid as the Company 
was tull of Vagabonds, they committed a thoufand 
Infolencies in tke Villagea thto' which we pafs'd. 
'Twas 
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Twas then that I knew that War is a veritable 
Scourge ; and I deplore the Unhappinefs of good 
Princes, that are obliged to keep an Army on Foot 
to defend their Countries againft the Invafion of 
a powerful Neighbour, or an ambitious one; for 
this Army, for the moft part of the Time, do a 
great deal more Mifchief to their Subjefts than their 
Armies. To return to my SubjeS ; I knew in lefs 
than fifteen Days how to make a thoufanxl little 
Leaps that furpriz'd; I made fo well, and to the 
Purpofc, thit I jump'd up in the Air with fo much 
Agility, they would have taken me for a Courfer 
ot Napks; I made the Manage as a Jtnet of Spain ; 
I did, in a Word, all that they fliew*d me. My 
Mafter, who calVd me the wife Dog, was no foonei 
come into the Quarter where we weie to pafs the 
Night, but hewalk'd out, beating his Drum in all 
the Streets, to advertife, that at a certain Hour, in 
fuch a Houfe, and for fo many Half-pence, accord- 
ing as the Place was, fmall or great, might be feen 
Tricks I could do, which he gave an Account of; 
they all run in Crowds thither, and every one re- 
turn*d pleas'd, and admiring; my Mafter Triumphd 
upon that, and maintained, with his Gains^ lix 
of his Comrades like Kings. As 'tis eafy to 3dd 
to Things that are invented ; my Mafter feeing 
how perre£Hy well I imitated the Courfer of Naples^ 
had a little Saddle and Biidle made for me ; he 
caused to be made at the fame Time, the* Figure 
of a Man, that had a Lance in his Hand; he 
mounted the little Gentleman upon me , as if I 
had been a little Horfe > and having us'd me to 
run ftrait at a Ring . that he put between two 
Sticks^ it happened, that in a little Time I could 
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mn very pTcttily at the King; I leain'd this new 
Hoifem^nfhip when we came to Mo^tmaj^ lown 
that belon^'d to the famous Maiquis of Friege ^ 
chief of the Houfe of j4guitar-^ my Mafter was 
iodg'd in the Hofjjital, becaufe tie was willing to 
have it fo , and having made hi'; oidinaiy Pro- 
ciamations, as they had hcaid talk of mc in this 
Town, all the Court of the Hofpilai was fill'd with 
People in l^fs than an Hour; my Mafter was never 
mme pleas'd, and he had Reafon fo to be, the Pro- 
fit ot that Evening muft, needs be very canliderable ; 
the Beginning of the Play was commonlv made by 
fome Leaps, very differcTii, that he made me make in 
aQrcIe; he had a Wand in his Hand, when hclowct'd 
his Stick I, kap'd; 'tw.is out Signal; when he held 
it up i ^ii'd not at all ; the lirll Words that he faid 
to me that Day (a memorable Day tor me, if ever 
i hid any) were tliefe ; Now my Friend, GaviSan^ 
leap for this old Man, thu thou knoweft very well, 
that blackens his Beard eveiy Morning to feetn 
young ; or if thou loveft it better, for this Matchi- 
nnefs, newly marry'd, who talks of nothing but 
her Quality, and that have been a Chambci-maid 
all her Li^, when her Husband efpous'd her. I 
Tcmaih'd as immoveable as a Stone. I fee clear- 
ly (faid he fiirther) that ihefe Perfons pleafe thee 
not ; leap then for the Batchelor Pa^I/tii^ who fays 
he is a Liceniat, without having taken any Dcfitee. 
I was then yet more immoveable. What's the Mat- 
;cr then ? (fiid he, agiin) How is it thou doft 
leap at all ? I undeiftand thee, Leap then for the 
Wine of Epjuiviat as famous as that of St. M^r- 
tin, and of Jtwadavia. Then he lowcr'd his Sticky 
and I Icap'd. Well then (he faid prefently, ttirn-

ing to the ADemtly) is this Mockciy to your Mind, 
that this Dik; has done ? 1 have taught him a- 
bundance at Trirks, whereof the leaO would de- 
fcrve a Journey of thiity Leagues to fee it ; he can 
dxnce the Sarmbani, and the Chacana^ better thnn 
thofe that invented them ; he can vsult, luii the 
Ring, and tune a Note hke a Sextan : he can do 
a thoufand other Things, iio lefs furprifint; than 
thofe you fee ; you Ihal] fee, duiin^ ihe Sciy out 
Company makes here, and you fhall even fee ic 
prefently. After this Difcouife, he faid to me, 
firoakiiig me; Guvilldn, my Son, do ^gain the fame 
Leapt! thou haft made Nlready, and which have teen 
admir'd by this venerable Company ; but upon 
Condition it fhall be for the Love of an old Wirch, 
they fay , that is in this HofpitaL My Ma- 
iler had hardly maic an End of pronouncing thefs 
Words, but the Hofpitalier, who wss an old Wo* 
man, of above feventy five Years old, rais'd hei 
Voice at him, fayint;; Unhappy Juggler, and En- 
chanter, there's no \Vitch in this Hbufe ; if thoi 
&y'A it for Cimatha^ fhe has already expiated het 
Sin; Ihe is where it pteafes God fhe fhall be j if 
thou fiy'ft it ot me 1 am none, nor never tvas, in 
all mv Life; and if I have had the Misfortuc ta 
be fufpcfled, 1 may owe it to taJfe WitnetTes and 

fudges, too credulous, all the World knows; tha 
.He that I now lead, and the Pennancc [ make, 
not for my Sorceries, for \ never did any, tut of 
many other Sins, thjt I have committed; toil am 
willing to confefs plainly, that I am a poor Sinner j 
fo mi^iab^ juggle (the faid further) get out of 
this HofpitaJ, where thou arr not woitliyto come 
in. At the fame Time, Qie fet up fuch Cries, and 
faid 
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feid fo many injurious Things to my Mafter; the 
Biiftle w:is,fo great, that he wis not fufFei'd to fi- 
nilh the Sport. My Mafter was the lefs troubled, 
becaufe he Iiad already received the Money ; he left 
the left to the nes: Day, hiving affign'd the Place 
to another Hofpital. The People went away very 
an^iy with the old Woman ; but there was no o- 
ther Remedy; wc ]ay, however, that Night, in the 
Houfc; and the old V/oiaan, who was not ditluib'd, 
(as thou wi]c fee, by the Coiifequence) meeting mc 
alone in an Alley, faid to me, Imiling ; Art thou, 
MoTitiel, my Son ? Art thou, pcradventure, Afon- 
tielt I held up ray Head at thefe Words, and 
look'd fteJily on her; which file no fooner per- 
ceiv'd) but ihe came to me with Tears in her Eyes, 
leip'd on my Neck, and cmbrac'd me in the moft 
loving Manner in the World, I compiehended no- 
thing by ali this ; that which I have to tell thee 
Binher, my dear 'icrpio, I ftio:-Jd have told ihce 
prefcntly ; thou Ihould'ft not be futpriz'd, tbo' to 
fee that we have the Ufe of Speech. Hearken, 
Montiel, my Child (faid the old Woman to me) 
fellow me, I maj flie^v thee my Chamber, and come 
to mc to Night, ali alone, 1 will leave the Door 
open, and I will teach thee Things it concerns thee 
tin know. I boiv'd my Head, in Sign of Obedience ; 
which L-ontirm'd her I was the Montial ihe lookd 
for, as llie told me afterwards. I waited for Night 
vtiy iznpa'iently, to know xvh.it flie had to fay to 
me ; and as I fufpe.ncd her to be a Witch, I ex- 
pefled great Things: Night came, and I found I 
was all alone with her in the Chamber} ihat was 
very narrow, and very low, and Jightn'd with a 
little Lamp ; the old Woman put it oat as fooo 
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as I appear'd, and fate upon a Jittle Coffer; after 
that, taking me nearer, Ihe began, to embiace me 
again, without faying one VVoi'd; I hop'd for this 
Favour from Heaven (the faid again) before the 
firft Sleep had clos'd my Eyes, I liould fee thee »- 
gain, my Son ; and fince I have had this Joy, let 
Death come when it wiilj 'twifl net trouble me 
to die ; ihou muft know iriy 5on (Ihe faid again) 
there Jiv'd in this Town, rot long agone, the moft 
famous Sorceicfs that was in theWoild, theycall'd 
her Camatha, of Montilla ; Ihe was fn able in her 
Art , that the Circei, and the ^edeas Hiftories 
fptak fo much of, could never come near hci ; ihe 
congeai'd Clouds when Ihe pleas'd ; Ihe darken'd 
ths Sun; and, when the Fancy took her, fhe made 
the Sky feiene, when it was moft obfcuic, and co- 
ver'd with the blackeft Clouds ; ihe tranfpoited Men 
in an Inftant, into the faitheii Countries; Ihe had 
a (houfand little good Remedies for Maids and 
young Widows, who had Gallantries, made to be 
ieen in a Bafon full of Water, cr in a Lookirg- 
Glafs, the Perfons theydefiid to fee, tho' rhey were 
dead nt living, ''tw^is one of the Jeaft Things Ihe 
could do ; Ihe had the Name of converting Men 
into Beafts, and be feiv'd fix Years by a JiesroHj 
in Form of anAfs: 1 own that is difficult to com- 
prehend; and 'tis for this Reafon that many Peo- 
ple believe, that what is faid of ancient Magicians, 
that made fuch Metamoiphofts , ought not to be 
taken for granted. They fay, that as thefe famous 
Witches were veiy handfome, but not very chaft, 
they had ihe Force to make Men loofe their Wit, 
and make Biutts of themfelves, in fome Sort, in 
making thcmfelves Slaves to Pleafure. All this is 
fait 
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ta\t and good, I agree; but Experience makes the 
Contrary appear in ihee ■ foi, ceitain it is, that 
thnu art a Mm, tho' tliou appeaietl now undei the 
Form ot a Dog. All that can be fatd is, that pei« 
haps, thefe Tranfcrmations are only Appeafances. 
Be it as it will, as they cannot be but the EffeA 
ef the moft fubilc Magicj I will tell thee to ay 
great Regret, 'tis rtn Ait that we never knew; ihjr 
Mother and I, altho' the celebiated Caoiacha bieQ 
us up, roc Tor want of Wit, I aOTure thee; for we 
want it not; but bccaufe Ihc would never fufFei us 
to be as Jong as {be, to have always fome Advan- 
tage, and fome Superiority over us. Thy Mother^ 
my Child] was call'd, the M§ntieUe, and (he was 
the mofi famous, next to Camacha. I daie even 
to Tay, that by Report, of the Courage Ihe had, 
lo make a Legion of Spirits enter into a Qrcte, 
and cnclofe hcrfelf with them, file carty'd it, per- 
haps above her Miftrefs, For me, I call myfejf (he 
Ctrgnicarez ; 1 xvas always lefs hardy than llie ; I 
contented myfelf to conjure the middle Region o{ 
the Air; the only Thing that 1 outdid my Mothei 
and Camacha was. in the Preparation of Unguents, 
wherewith we anoint ourfelves ; hut they are Things 
iclignifies little to know. I wiH tell thee then, iny 
Child, to come by little and liitlcj to what thou muR 
know; I will tell rhee, that as 1 its, a long Time 
lince, my Life flies away, I h^ve entirely abandon'd 
the Trade of a Witchgician ; but I could not a- 
baiidon the Trade of a Soreerefs, that has Charms 
mu^h more puiflant ; thy Mother did che fame ; 
ihe letir'd from many Vices ; Ihe did a gieat many 
good Deeds; in tlie mean Time, ihe died a Sor- 
eerefs, the pool Woman died with ■Grief; ani in 
lehting 
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rdating to thee her Adventure, 1 fliall teach thee, 
at the fame Time, a tiilloiy, that will !et chee fee 
how little Account may be made oF the Amities of 
this World; thy Mother was with Child, Ihe nam'd 
CamMcha for her Gollip; Camacha alio ferv'd het 
for a Midwife ; thy Mother, in fine, lay in of 
two Boys, and this unhappy Woman that leceiv'd 
'on, let hei fee, thewing them to her, that fhe hy in 
of two little Dogs : I was picfent at this unhappy 
and lad Spe^cle. *Tis a Misfortune, and a Mistoi- 
rune of the greateft that can happen to a Woman 
(Camacha began to fay) but Sifter Mor.UeUe (Ilie 
taid further, at the fame Time) I am thy Friend^ 
we will hide the Labom. 1 was no lefs furpriz'd 
than thy Mother ; I endeavour'd to comfort hci the 
bell ihat was poffible, without knowing, however, 
the one or the other : It we may believe oui own 
Eyes J CatttMchM withdrew , and carry'd away the 
little Dogs, without informing us what became of 
'em ; for who could imagine Ihe could have any In- 
teicft in it ; Camacha dy'd at iafi ; but before Ihe 
died, Oie fent to call thy Mother, and then own'd 
to her (he had metamoiphos'd thefe Children into 
Dogs, for a certain Prejudice (he had concciv'd a- 
gainll her. I do not difcover this (faid Camacha) 
to redouble thy Griefj 'tis mv Mciher ; Mmti- 
eSe, to (hew thee Enchantments laft not for ever, 
thy twoSons, in (ine, (hall reaifume their lirfi Form ; 
but it (hall not be till then, that by a pHifTint Hand, 
the Pioud (hall be abafii'd, and ihe Humble (hall 
be rais'd. Thy Mother writ this Prophecy; and 
for me, I engrav'd it in my Memory, to impart it 
to you, when Occifion fervd ; the Thing whs very 
difGcil ; but i know now, aD comes in the Time 'tis 
T waited 
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waited for) the only Thine I- could do, was to caH 
by thy Mothei's Name, aS the Dogs thai I Ixw; 
this Expedient fuceeeded ; and, 1 coropiehended, 
as foon as I faw thee, when thou heM'St up thy 
Head to behold me, that thou wcrt one ot the un- 
happy Children of Montielle : I take gjeai Plea* 
fure, mv Child, to teach thee the Hiftory of thy 
Bitth, fiiice, ar the fame Time, I give thee Hopes 
of leafluming thy veritable Form : 1 fliauld be gkd 
it were as eafy to leafltime it, as it was to the Afs 
of ApuUiUi, who cat noihnig hut Rofes; but thoo 
wilt have moie Difficulty to furmount , if thou . 
giveil Attention to the Prophecy \ for, in fine, that 
depends on the ASiors of another, and in no wife 
Oil thy own Diligence ; that which thou h^ft to 
do in this Rencounter , is to recommend thyfelf 
to God in thine Heart, and hope this Fiedi^ioa 
wiH be accomplifh'd ; Yes; it will, I am certain of 
it ; and that which moderates the Joy, I take in it 
is, that [ am too near my End to fee it ; I would, 
as to the reft, I would (faid file tiirther) alk more 
than once, of our Mailer, in what Time, precifely, 
I ihould he a Prey to Death; for, peihaps, I may 
not die fo foon as I im^tgiiie; but after 1 had con- 
lider'd it well, I thought it a Thing veiy inutil. 
Thefe Anfweis are always ambiguous; and if they 
fiy one Truth, 'tis invelop'd in 2 thoufand Lies, 
To tell thee what I believe, the Devil, as able as 
they make him, knows nothing of what is to comCj 
fctit by Conjeflure; in the mean Time, he enchants 
fo (liongly, thofc that give themfelve? to him, that 
whatfoevcT Trumpeiits he makes, they cannot a- 
bmdon him ; wc even go fometimes very far to 
feelc him J we allemfale about him in greaC Num- 
bers, 
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tifts in the open Country, and there he flicws us fuch 
honible Things, that I arh antam'd to relate 'em; 
(biine believe 'tis only in a Dieam that we are pre- 
fent at thefe Noaornal Allemblies, that are com- 
monly call'd the Sabat; others maintain, that we 
are really thfefe iii Perfon ; and I believe thcfe two 
Opinions are certain ; the Devtl tranrports us fome- 
tirties ; and very often he docs nothing but fill ooi 
IrtiaginationS with a thoufand Fantoms, which we 
talw for Realities. The Inquifitor, who have of- 
ten in their Hands Sorcerers or Sorcerefics, and there- 
of have great Experiences, are almoft all of this 
Opinion ; but ihac which I could never difccrij, 
the Thing itfelf To diffidi ; be that as it will) 1 
confefs, that we commit abominable '•ins ; for, I 
knnw very well, that God is offended, as well by 
evil Thoughts, as by evil Aflions; 1 have Horror 
of the Condition I am in, and I fiiould be glad 
to come out of it ; 'tis for that Reafdn that I atn 
in this Horpital, where 1 ferve the Poor and Sick; 
but my Endeavours hitherto have been impuifrain.; 
I pray to God 'tis true , but 'tis always in Publick, 
and to be feeti ; I never pray in Private ; and by 
the Motions that proceed from my Heart, howcvcrj 
"tis better I were an Hypoaite than an open Sin- 
ner ; for 1 hutt only mvfeif. To talk ag»in of thy 
Mother; three Days before (he di^d, we were to- 
gether in a Rreat Valley of the Pjrenean Maun- 
taini; (He declared to me, file would never torgive 
Ciiihfchti ; and Ihe died in that Condition, wnat^ 
ffevei I could leprefent to her thereupon. 

I can well comprehend, my poor .Sti^io, thou ait ^ 
amizM, to hear all thefe Things; fo many Words 
this Hnhappy Woman pmnoiinc'dj fiieakiiig of tiiij

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Memiellg, tliac Die wAuU petfuadc rat (he wis tay 

Mother; fo miny Woids that came oat of ' 
Mouth were fu many bloody Sircuics that 
ihio' my Heart ; ic wanted but litde 1 had toie t 
to Pieces; and if I Jid it not, 'twas becaufc t' 
eSiedively I perireiv'd, Ihe had a Kintfuefs &>r i 
and thai 1 tmae Refie£lion, (hat God might, 
Time, give her the Grate to repent; it was i 
to ie at that Moment that Gad would do ti 
great Miracle. She tolJ me, Ae ms leloJvd i 
go the time Night to Salmt ; ihjt Ihc would i 
form heifelf of het Maf^et what nny Dcfiiny woul 
he- and that (he went to join them for this ^fym 
fe&. If I could haxe fpoke, I wooid kive aftM J 
hei. I ajiure thee, what, ^v«ie thefe Oir-HntiKs Qic a 
made pfe of; for I had a gieat defire to know; i' 1 
feems, Ihe had f>3me Piefeniiment of uhat I de&i'd. i 
ihefe Ooinnnents (fhc began lo fiy) are coot- j 
pounded of the Juice pf mifiy PhtuSj eitreamly 
^old ; us r.ot the Blood of Children that we flifle, 
as the Vulgar believes. Would'fl thou knotv, per- 
haps what Pleafuic, oi what Eiofit, the Devil can 
have to oblige us to kill Innocents, who bci;ig ^^Pf J 
tis'd, and never haying <i(]:ie yet Good or Evil, g«a 
0raic to Heaven? For, in looitj 'tis -a Pur.itbmentJ 
to hiui, when he isconviiic'd, a Soul goes to Fatat 
dife: I have nothing to anfwei thee, but onl]^ 
that he docs it under tws Views; the tiif), (o d»M 
it c-D; thnfc.that gave 'em Birth', and make 'e^V 
aiurpui ajiainli Go.i ; the fecondj to accuilom our*! 
Ielvc5 to Cruelty and Djibaricy. I will tell tliei^ 1 
in (he me.m Time, AltMtiel, that GcJ permits thefe 
horrible Murders to te lommitttd hy us for thf J 
Sinsof Meo; tor, without his Feimiilioiij the D«i 
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vil cannot cnifii a Wornij or an Ant. This ia fa 
veritable, that, one Day, defuing him inyfelf, to 
deltroy a Vineyard of one of my Enemies, he told 
me, very well, he could not touch To much as one 
Leaf, bccatife God would not have it Co. By which, 
thou may'il know, when thou ail a Man, that aH 
the Misfortunes that happen to Men, fuddain Death, 
Shipwrecks, Contagions, Evils, the Fall ot Em- 
phes, all caus'd by the Permiflion of God, all-puif- 
fant. The only Thing that comes fiom Man, is 
Sin; far from God his being the Author; he So- 
veieignly detefts ir. Thou wilt be furpriz'd (con- 
tinued the old Woman) that knowing all thefe 
Things I lepcnt not- I own, thou ought'ft to be ; 
fend that which redoubles thy Surprize is, that I am 
pcrfwaded, moreover, that God is more ready to 
pardon Sins, than to permit 'era ; but know, my 
derr Montkl^ that 'tis very difficil to repent, after 
one is in an Habitude of Evil; more efpeaally, 
when the Evil, whereof one is become a Slave, 
conHlts in Pleafures, feiifual and carnal ; the Soul 
is no longer Miflrefs of the Body, from the Tinw 
this Habitude is form'd ; the Ftelh entices as it 
pleafei; and 'tis for this Rcafon, that of all Sins, 
Voluptuoufnefs is the mod fatal; 'tis for this Rea- 
fon the Devil chufts it, to attract ns to himfelf, 
and divert us in ic, that we miy not ercape him. 
After thefe Words (aiid many ot);ers 1 will pafs 
in Silence) Cigni^carMx arofe, took her Lamp, and 
went intf> another Chamber, much lefs than tliat 
■where wc ivcre; I follow d Iter, combited with a 
thouGnd Thoughts, very difterer't, and all full of 
what I had heard, an.I that I hop'd to fee; ihe 
ijlllen'd the Lamp to the Wall, threw off her CeiF, 
fliip'd 
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fiiip'd to hei Smock, and taking a Glafs, that 
was in a Corner, file puc hcc Hand in and anoinfed 
her FceE, and thence up to hei Head, muttering 
between hei Teeth certain Words , I undcTftana 
not i bu: whicli feem'd horrible. During the Time 
flie anointed herfelf, ftie faid ta ma, That whe- 
ther her Body reniain'd fenfelefs in the Chamber, 
or if fhe difuppear'd, I fhould not be afraid, and 
that I {liould wait till the Morning, becaufe I Histild 
learn News, what wdujd happen to me, before I

is dead then; fee how Penitence has disfigui'd her j 
others kit hei Pulfe, and feeing that {he bieathd, 
thought flic was wrapt up in an Extafy ; there were 
thofe who came to the E^oint, and ciy'd out, the 
was 2 Sorcerefs , that the was anointed to go to 
Sabati for certainly, faid they, the Saints are ne- 
ver tianfpoited with luch Ravings ; would God pei-> 
rait they (hould be fecii in a PoAuie fo indecent, 
and fo much offends ModeOy ? There were fome 
that (luck Pins in her Flelli ; but all xvas not ca- 
pable of waking het ; and Ihe did not begin to 
move till towards feven o'Clock in the Morning ; 
and to feel the Pricks and my Bittngs , fhe was 
much furpriz'd and confounded (as thou may'ft be- 
lieve) and that Ihe doubted not but it was I that 
had diagg'd het to this Place; (he leap"d upon mc 
like a Fuiy, and taking me about the Neck with 
her Hands, Ihe wanted but little of Diangting me; 
telling me, I was a Rafcal, and ungrateful, and 
that Ihe would be reveng'd of my Bafenefs and hor- 
tiUe Ingratitude. I, who faw myfcif in Danger 
of perifhing, between the Claws of this Mejara, 
I made an Attempt to difengage myfelt^ and tak- 
ing her, at the fame Time, by the Jong Skin that 
hung at het Body, I put her, at k-aft, in as great 
Feat as lie had put me. Cagnicarezy who faw 
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heilelf in bad Hands, cry'd out for Help, faying^ 
Dclivei me from the Teeth of the Evil Spirit. Moft 
of 'cm thought, effeflively, I was one oF thofc De* 
viis that delight in tormenting the Saints* fooic 
run foi Hnly Water ; ethers made a thoufand Signs 
of the Crofs, without daring to feizc me ; and 
fome cry'd out to have me exorriz'd ; never was fo 
much Terrnt feeji, nor To much Difoidei ; ihc Wo- 
man always fent forth hideous Ciies^ and grinded 
her Teeth. My Mafier, who run at the Noife , 
was in Defpair, when he came to think I was a 
Spirit, come out ot Hell; otheis laugh'd at Exoi- 
cizms, liad Recouife to three 01 four Cudgels, where- 
with they CK ore is d me, in a Manner very difegree- 
able; the Play difpJeas'd me ; for thefe People laid 
on fo hard, that I let go my Hold ; I fled at two 
ieaps into the Street, ajid gain'd Ground, follow'd 
by abundance of Children, who cry'd, I was mad, 
and that I was a Devil, iji the Shape of a Dog. 
That which confirm'd raoft of the Inhabitants in 
this Town in this laft Thouphc, that I got with 
that Swifinefs out of the Hands of thofe that pur- 
fued me, that they thought 1 vanifh'd, and of Ne- 
ceffity I muft be a Spirit, They were not all in 
the Wrong ; I made more than twelve Leagues in 
lefs than fijc Hours, and I came to the Frontiers 
ai Granada, where 1 found a Company of Gyffiei; 
there I reFiefli'd myfdf a little, bccaufe there were 
feme of thofe Gypfies that knew me, and joy- 
fully recciv'd me, and (hat hid me in a Corner, 
for fcai 1 (hou'd run away, and to undrcfs in Sight 
of thofe that might feek me. I ftay'd twenty Days 
wiih them ; and, during that Time, I learn'd a great 
many of their Culloms, which are veiy fingular, 
as theu may'n know. Scip. 



Scfp- I would willingly know them ; but facfbi* 
thou rpeakefl, 1 will tell ihce, that tile Story Jf 
MmtieSe mortifies me. 

Ber. It moiciSes me too ; and I dedihe to thee.

Btr. Th(ju knoweft the great Number of Gyf- 
yfri there arc m. Spain; the Numbei of em is in- 
endibk; they are difpers'd thio' all the Kingdom} 
in ;the mean Time, they know one another- they 
Iraffick ni^ether, and their Commerce conlifts in the 
Tipck of Things they hare flolen ; fo that thofe^ 
to -whom they belong, aie in ImpuiiTance to re- 
claim them, becaufe thcy'are tranfpotted, and fold 
in Vlaces citrcamly diltant from thote where the 
ThcA Was made ; they have a Chief, to whom they 
imdcr more Obedience than tnaKing; they treat 
him as Earl, and give him the Name of an illudri- 
©in Familv ; not that he Jefcends from this Family^ 
Hiar, is of the moft ancient of Eflrema^urai bnc 
becaufe the Page of a Gentleman that bote this 
Nartie was the firft of thcfe pretended Earls. This 
Pag^ ,leS in Love with a Female Cypfie^ that was 
an aamiiible Beaoly; the Gypfie would never an* 
fwei his Love, but on Condition he would many 
her ; the Page did ir,«and became fo agreeable to 
the other Gypfies^ that they chofe him to govern 
them, and fwore. Obedience to him. Thole that 
hive fucceeded to this firft Chief, arc" call'd by the 
U fame 
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fame Name, and beat the fame Title ; they give 
him the fame Oaihs : and the Gjpfiet, in what 
Place foever they aiC, fend him^ in Token of Ho- 
mage, whatfcevei is moft liih, and the mofl Mag- 
nlfic amoiigd their Thefts, ihey have made. Asfoj 
the S\ie-G)fftei , they are all Midwives , for they 
lie in all aloricj oidinaiily, and ivalh theii Chif- 
drenj as foon as they are bornj in cold Water ; 
they accuftom iliem, afterwards, to fuffer Hardfhipj 
and the Injuries of the Air. So thou fee'ft that all 
G.-pfiis are rofcuft Runners and Leapets, capable 
of fupponing all foits of Incommodities. All their 
Ability extends no further than tt> know how ta 
Steal, and to know how to difrobe cleverly; 'tis for 
that- the Moment they are together, they talk of 
nothing but Tricks they have done, that the xcfl 
may improve by their Craft, I will impart to thee 
one of their Diveifions, founded on a Cheat, pica- 
fant enough, that one of them, one Day, put on 
X Countryman ; the Gyp^e had an Afs without a 
Tail, but he found a Way to put on one, that 
feem'd natural , he took this Afs to a Market, 2nd 
fold him to this Cciuiiiiyman; the Gypfie had no 
foonei iccciv d the Money, but he faid to the Coun- 
tryman, that he had another Afs, very Kke that 
he !jad fold him, and alfo younger and more vigo- 
rous, .iiid that he fliould have a belter Pennyworth 
than the ether, by two Ducats. The Countryman 
anfwer'd him, he Ihould go fetch him, that they 
ihould not differ; and that, in the mean Time, he 
would take to his Hoiifc tha»which he had bought ; 
he went, the Gyp/le toUow'd him a great Way off, 
and found Means to fleal from him tliat he had 
foJd him; the fiift Thing he did, was (o lake a-- 
way 
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way the Sham-Tail, and change his Stall; afiei 
which, without ioofing Time, he went to call the 
Countryman ; he found him, before he was awiie 
of the Theft, fo he bought twice tlie fame Afs; as 
foon as the Bargain was made, he let uin'dHome 
with the Gy^/iif, to pay him his Money, and he was 
much Aiipiiz'd (as thou may'ft imagine) to fee chat 
his Afs was Itolc away ; he fufpefted piefenily 'twas 
the Gyffie that had play'd him this Trick ; and he 
told him roundly, he would pay him nothing, fince 
he had fold him the fame Afs that he bad Dole; 
but the Gypfit having prov'd, by good Witneffes, 
and a Bailiff of the Court, that the hiD Afs that 
he had fold htm had a Tail, and fo ic cnujd not 
be the feme, (ince the laft had none, fo the Country- 
man was condemn'd. I could give thee a thou- 
fand other Stories of this Nature; but this (hall 
fufficcj to let thee fee what is the Chirailcr of 
thefc i^eople. 

\ was with them twenty Days, as I have told 
thee; but as I did not like this Way o£ living, I 
left them at Granad.i, without faying any Thing, 
and went into a Moor's Garden the fame Day, 
that fecm'd a Pleafure to me to retire inro ; I Raid 
near a Month with him, and 1 can fay, I never 
made wotfe Chcar ; this Moar^ the fame wiili all 
the reft ot 'em, was avaricious, not to be eiprefs'dj 
he WIS rich, becaufe maft of rhe Moon ate fo j 
but he took little Care to make ufc of his Money - 
he fell Sick, and Jiv'd only upon Trifles. Judge 
you if I couIJ live well ; however, I was contenr, 
becaufe tlie Life I led was Tranquility; and that 
I had no Defign to grow old in bis Coinpany ; hU 
Garden vizi a plcaCmt Phce, where all forts of

People had Leave to walk ; fome even walk'd at 
all Hiiuis; and 1 took Notice theie wat one who

'twas a young Man, whom I took foi a, Scholar, fbz 
his Haitit was {-rize, that foJijieTly was black, and 
the Thread appear'd (o plain, it would make Thieves 
Tun away J I never faw Motions like his,- he gave 
fiom Tin;e to Time, great Strfitks to his Forfhead, 
wiih liis Hand, flamp'd with his Feet, fcratch'd his 
Head, bit his Nails, bow'd his Head to the Ground, 
and then, on a fuddaiii, nis'd it up to the Sky { 
{bmeCimes he fell into Dilha£)ion, fo profourd, that 
he mov'd neither Hand nor Foot, not fo much as 
bis Eye lids; and one would have laid, he lav'd 
in an Eitafy: I came once near him without per- 
ceiving me, I heard him mutter fome Words be- 
tween his Teeth, and a Mnment after, he came 
out with a great Cry, faying. Ah ! This Bout, I 
may fcy, I never made a btttei Stanza in all my 
Life; prefently taking a Book, he had hid upon 
one of the Chait^ with an Ink-hotnj he vrit fome 
tines ; I perceiv'd then rwo .Things ; the firft, that 
he was a Poet, and the fecond, that he was pleas'd 
with the Verfes he brought fciih. 

Whilft ihefe Thines were a doing, I faw come 
in ar«»ther yotirg Man, handfom, and well drefs'd, 
who gave himfelf Airs, and who read a Paper 
every noiv anJ then, ruminating on what he had 
read; at one Icayns any Thing by Heart; he went 
flrait to the Aibour, and addiefling himfelf to the 
Poet, Very (?ood (he began to f^-y) Have you fiiiiih'd 
your fiift Afl ? The Foet anfwei'dj ajid in the hap- 
pieft 
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yteft Mannei iii the WoilJ. Miy I know bow i 
(icply'd the voung Man, jufl cnme in.) Hcxe 'tiSf 
(faid the Poefj fisiling) The Prp^, in whofe Mouth 
I put admiiai.ie Veiles, will appear habited ponti- 
fically, in Company of twelcc Cirdinali in Habits 
of Violet Yau aie luipriz'd (lai.l he again) at 
the Colouf of the Habits of tbeit Emiiiencies ; but 
at the Time theAftion I (cpiefcnt pafs'd, 'twas in 
Crimfon ones j when Cardinals never wear Red ; 
this Contrivance will do me more t oiiour thaa 
yon are awue of; for the Audience '.vill fee, that 
I know not only h'w to veifity, but that I have 
read the Reman Cercmonia!. Th;it's not amifc 
(xeply'd the young Mm) but how would you have 
it (faiJ he again) that the Aftois, who are to a£l 
your Piece, fliould get twelve Violet Habits for 
twelve Cardinals ? They may take 'em whcie they 
pleafe (reply'd the Poet) that's not my Bufinefs ; 
but I know there will want fo many, tho' one Feich'tl 
'em Irom Home. Should one, to comply with the 
Avarice of Comedians, be depriv'd of a Speflacie- 
the moft pompous, and the moft charming that 
ever was ? for, in fliort, can one tna^in any thing 
qreater, or any thing more worthy of a Dramatic 
Poem, than to make appear in a Scene a Sovereign 
Pontiff, and twelve Coidinals, with iheir Mininers 
and Footmen ? I faw then, that the young Man 
was a Comedian ; but as lie did not like fo many 
Eminencies, he advis'd'him to letrench fomc of 'em, 
that he might not make the Reptefertation of the 
Cojnedy impraaicible ; the Poet would not hearken 
TO it , but told him, 'twis very lucky he had nOt 
put in the whole Conclave; that he was upon the 
Point to have done ir, to follow the Story, Step 

by 
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by Step ; md that he had not Follow'd his Irft 
Motion, was by Poetic Licence, that thofe of the 
FfoFelfion would pardon him in. The Aflor be- 
gan to laugh and withdrew. 

Thou imagineft, without Doubt, that the Poet 
was angry ; not at all ; he compoj'd fome Veifes 
betides, as if nothing had happen'd ; arcei which, 
lie took out of his Pocket forae Cmms of dead, 
and about twenty diy Raifins, that he eat. All that 
I got by this Meal, was fome Ciuns he could not 
««, they were fo haid ; the Meal being ended, we 
went, he and I, to a Fountain, to difalterate our 
Thitft. 

Thou fee'ft by this, my dear ScipiP, that a Poet'i 
Trade is not the beft in the World, with Regard 
to the Eafe, and the Commodities of Lite; tfieit 
Mifery is great, generally fpeaking ; but mine was 
much more, fince I was fcrc'd to live on that which 
the Pooieft of Poets threw away. What Flui of 
Rfffleilions, if 'tis lawful for js to make "em? One 
is never fo unhappy, but one finds fome more un- 
happy than ones felf. 

The Poet, at lafl, finilTi'd the Compofition of 
his Comedy; after that Time, he never appear'd 
more in the Garden ; and I went into the Town, 
to look out a new Mjfter, weary with making 
Pcnnaiice fo long ; I had not made few Steps in 
the-Stieet I enter'd, but 1 perceiv'd my Poet, who 
came oot of the MonaOeiy of St. Jerome, the Mo- 
ment he faw me, he came to me, I, on my fide, 
run iliait to him ; he never made me fo many Ca- 
reffes as at that Inftant; be rook two or three 
pieces of Bread out of his Pocket, which he gave 
rue, which 1 eat with a good Stomach j 1 follow'd 
hint 
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him, and having gone a pretty Way, we came to 
the Direfloi of a Company of Comedians, to whom 
the poet gave one of his Pieces ; 'twas the Day 
they were to make their firft Repetition ; we rt^em 
to one of the Comedian's Hcufes , where was a 
great deal of Company aflembled ; the Aflois be* 
gan but the firfi Aft, and 'twas hardly ended, but all 
the Company difappear'd ; the Piece was generally 
hifs'd ; all the Audience went out, one aftei ano- 
thei ; fo we were left aloiiCj the Direflorj the 
Poet and T. I own, 1 underftand but little of 
Veries ; but I was of the Opinion of the Com- 
pany; I tound the Piece abominable j the Come- 
dians were enrag'd ; they went to the Pcet in a 
Rage» and if the Prompter had not intenitpted, 
they would have taken and can'd him. I admir*d 
at the cold fi]ood of ibis poor Auihoi. Since my Co- 
medy does not pleafe you (he tegan toVay) give 
it me again ; People of better Tal^e will like it 
well enough ; he took it, and withdrew. I duill 
fiot follow him ; foi to tell thee the Truth, I was 
at much alham'd as he ; I (laid with the A£IoiEj 
who omitted notbiirg to retain me with ihem, fte- 
ing I might be fetviceable to 'em ; in efFefl, I feiVd 
'em fomething in the Imermedes ; for 1 not only 
amus'd the Ignorant in the Intervals, but I brou^t 
to Reafon thofe that would get up upon the The- 
atre, or infult the A£tors. "Tis true, I every now 
and then met with hard Blows, and that was it 
which put me out of Conceit of this ExeKife ; 
the mod terrible that I receiv'd was in ibis Town^ 
where I foUow'd the Troop; I had to do with a 
Brute, that gave me fuch a Rap on the Legs, that 
it wanted bat Utile- of leaving me dead on the 
Place 
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Place, yet I had neither huit oi bit him ; (bi tluc 
Day they had put nie on a little Muzzle ; 1 only 
msde Shew to bite him, to make him come off 
the Stige, where he w,u got up in fpight ot me, 
and againA the Will of my Malleis ; fant he im- 
deifiood not Railery. I bid farwell to the Come- 
diaijs fome Days aficT, who, on the othei tide, were 
not the People I wanted ; for, there's not a more 
tetrihle Life than that which they lead; 1 was 
troubled, however, atter 1 had icir them ; three 
OI foui Days pafs'd , without knowing where td 
lay my Head. 1 faw thee, one Night, with that 

fod Man Mahudez, canying the Lantern, and 
own to thee, that feeing thee in lb Holy an 
Occupation, I envy'd, pieftntly, thy Happiiiefs j 
I went to thee, if thou lemembereft it ; I went 
gravely by his Side, I pleas'd the Holy Man, who 
jtofi not ft Minute to chufe me for thy Companion, 
and faiough^me with thee into this Hofpiia), What 
happen'd to me in this Houfe, is not fo fiaall 2 
Matter, but it requites Time to lelate it ; but I 
will confine myfelf to a Difcoujfe, that pafs'd one 
Day between foui fuk Men, that were in four dif- 
ferent Beds, plac'd near one another. Pardon me, 
1 pray thee, my dear SctpiOj what 1 have to iay 
will pleafc thee, and 1 wilUbc fhort. 

Sap. 1 pardon thee, fcut be flioit tho', as thoD 
haft piomis'd ; for, I pcicetTe the Day is approach- 
ing, 

Ber. In one of thefc foui Beds, that are at th« 
End of the Infirmary, there was a Chymift • in 
the fecrnd, a Poet ; in the r)e«, a Mathematician ; 
«id, in the laft, a News-monger, 

^cif. I remember to have fccn 'on. 

Ber, 
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Ber. The firft of the Patients that fpoke was 
the Poet. I was under one of the Beds to take ' 
the Air, for it began to fce hct, fo 1 heard all the 
Dialogue. 1 never heard fucli lively Complainrsj 
nor accompanied with fo many Sighs, and fo many 
Exclamations. Whence comes it (faid the Mathe- 
matician to him) that you complain fo fcitteily ? 
I complain of Fortune (rcply'd the Poet) they have 
Reafon to {ay (he is blind ; flie is ceitalnly with 
refpeft to me ; thofe that fay, that thofe who have 
Merit aic Maftersj are deceiv'd ; Fortune reigns o- 
vei all ; and if fometimes (he tenders Things charm- 
ing the raoft obfcure, (he renders aifo, very ohcn^ 
obfcure Things the moft charming, I have had 
fad Experience. Who wonld not comphin? Who 
would not groan at a Defliny like mine, you (hall 
judge ? I hive obferv'd, with the utinoft Eradlitudc, 
all that Htrace prefciibes in his Poetic Art. Tlii« 
able Mailer gives (or a Rule to all the Childien 
of Pitrnajfui^ to all the Babes of fhxbm, never to 
bring to Light a Work in lix Years atier 'tis fi- 
nilh'd, I have done more; 1 have comi>fls'd onCj 
wherein I have labour'd thefe twenty Years ; the 
Subjeft is great, the Invention new, the Epifodcs 
ate admirable ^ all the Vcifes incomparable and 
marvellous ; tis an Heroic Poem, that furpalTes all 
ihofe we have hiihetto (een ; 'tis a Maller-pici^^e, 
that obfcures the Uiadi and the nA-neidi, and yet 
O Times !0 Manners! I couldnever yet finda Prince 
to dedicate it to,- i mean, a Prince, a Friend to 
the Mufes', able ,and liberal both together; fot 
that's it we look after. 1 undeifland you, (faid tJie 
Chymift then.) BiTt tell me, I pray, what is the 
Subje£t of this fine Poein. Tis (rcply'd the Poet) 
X a )^i>g 
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, a long and ample Sufplement to the Lite oF King 
Arthur, compos'd by Archbiihop 7urpifi; there are 
antedate Additions, that Uluftr^te the Life of thn 
great Priiice, who reign'd in Great Britain; and 
ali the Adventures he had with the Witch of the 
Ifle of Avabn^ whither he was carry'd, after the 
Battle with the Sons of Lotkus, King of the Arffj, 
wherein he was dangeroufly woanded. You com- 
prehend veiy well, that befidn the Util eontain'd 
in this Piece, yoa cannot &il to meet with the 
DeJeiJhbIc, which is the double End a Writer ought 
to piopofe. I could have continued the Story in 
Ptofe, but I love rather to make it in the Lan- 
guaee of the Gods. Profe is cold and infipid j in 
a Wordj improper to relate marvellous Accidents: 
Bcfidcs, fore^ is fublimc, that can take Freedoms 
that were ridiculous in an Orator; in a VVoidj it 
belongs only to Pofey to fay Things nobly, I uti- 
detftand nothing of this way of writing freply'd 
the Chymift) and fo I am no ]udge of the Mi«- 
fbitune you complain of; however, I believe it to 
be gteat ; for 1 am not follicitous to give Credit to 
your other Poets, that you are, for the moft Part, 
vifionaiy; but what I have to fay to you (faid he 
again, giving a great Sigh) that if any one has 
Right to complain of Fortune, that if anyone has 
Realbn to fay, that there is no liberal Prince in 
the World, and undeiftands his true Intereft, "tis 
I aloiie; I could be as riih as Crafm, and mafce 
Gold and Silver as common as Stones, as Solomon 
did in Time part, who had not the Secret that 1 
liaye ; and, yet I am as poor, I will not fay as 
yon, thit are a Poet of the firft Rank, but the 
moft mifcrable Ballad-maker. Of nothing» comes 
nothing ;

nothing; 'tis one of the fiiCl Chymical Piincipah 
to mak« Gold. Gold muD be had, and when one 
wanted only Furnaces and InftiuraentSj that no 
body fees but he that works at the great Work, 
is obliged to be at the Charge of it : Now, hitherto, 
I nevM found either Potentate or Private Man, 
who would Rirque a very moderate Sum to aei 
Millions. Did you ever make any Tryal (faid th? 
Mathematician then) to change other Metals into 
Gold ? I never did yet ; but I know that it may 
be done ; that 'tis not a Chymera, tho' the Igno- 
lant fay it .* I know there is a Powder of Proje- 
aionj that thrown upon fome Qiiantity of MetaJ 
imperfefl, as Lead or Copper, changes it, at the 
fame Time, into one more perfefl, as Gold or Sil- 
ver ; I know, in a Word, that I could in Itfs than 
two Months, find out the Phylofophet's Stone, with 
which one may turn the veryStines into Gold and 
Silver. You have fufficiently exaggerared your Mif- 
fortunes (faid the Mathematician, intenuping him) 
One has a Book to dedicate, and finds no Meca- 
HM ; another could arrive at the higheft Tranfmu- 
tation ChymiHrv can afpire to, hue finds no body 
that has the Futh lo haziid the Charge of the O- 
peration; chofe are your Misfotiunes. But what 
will you fay of mine? 'Tis now two and twenty 
Years that I have been near finding out the C^ua- 
drature «f the Circle; that is lo fay, rhe Detrip- 
lion of a Quidrant, the Superficies whereof weie 
precifely equil to the Superfi«s of a Circle: I 
know not whether you uuderftand me; I tinughc 
a ihoufard Times I liad come to't ; but in the 
Time ilni I began to felicitate snd applaud myfelf, 
I RID further oift than the iiiO Day I began my £~ 
X 2 lements 
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Icments of Geometry. This puts me in mind of 
the Inacceffibilities Travellers think to touchy bet 
come not at 'em. Thus my Torment is like that of 
"tantaliia, that died of Hunger amoiigft Fruitj and 
of Thitft in the midft of Waters; All that 1 have 
to fay to you is, that I run after a Fantom ; I 
have fpent the beft of my Days to think and me- 
ditate, and having employ'd my Wit and my Brain 
in a Searchj that 1 very well fee, I was not capable 
o^ I fee myfelf reduc'd to the utmoft Indigence : 
I fee now, but tno late, that an Art is nothing 
when one cannot live upon the Exercife of it ; and 
that this Difcoveiy, that certainly is nor impoffiblc, 
Ihould be the Employ of wife Men, to whom For- 
tune has been lavidi ot her Goods, or entertain'd 
fcy the i^reat Ones. 

The fourth fick Man, that hitherto had kept Si- 
lence, broke it at laft. lam of your Opinion (he 
began to fay, addrcfiing to the Mathematician) a 
Trade that gives not Bread, is the mofl miferable 
of all Trades ; and I blefs Heaven, that has nei- 
ther made me Poet, nor Geometrician, nor Chymifl. 
Dont you be angry (he went on, in looking at 'em, 
one after another) they are three Froftilions that 
fcem to be invented for nothing elfe but to ftarve 
thofe that apply thcmfelves to 'cm ; they fpent the 
Flower of their Youth in compofing Sonnets and 
Romances; to fearch fix'd Points or Longitudes;

not with me Ihc was tn the Kitchen, cmplny'd in 
nuking Sauces ^nd Ragous, and all fofts 0? Pafiry; 
I never made better Cheer ; my Shirts, my Neck- 
ctoaths, and my HanJkcichiefs offended the Sight; 
I fmeJt iKJthing but of Iits and Orange-watei; 
"Twas good Times , as you fee j but thefe Days 
pafs'd upon Wing, the fame that Yeirs p^fs, that 
arc tinder the Jurifdiaion of Time ; and my Defli- 
nywasas dlffeicnt of that I tcckoii'd upon.

Tis fo pJcafuit an 
Ailvcntuic, 10 find a Man in my Bed, that u if- 
fitatcd ai I faw, I cannot fixbesr laughing) boll 
lure no Icfi Wiotw ibin E/iefama (Aid ue, put- 
ting on a feiinis Lnok' to have left her Mifttcfit 
c^ my t >r-ufc. I will endeavour, anotbei Time, to 
hnow People better. Re not angry, Madam ((he 
(»id to hei) I humblf beleech you ; what you fee is 
a Myfttry, wiih itothing of Ciiminal in it; i will 
undeceive you, the Mi^mem ^ou will hcailten to 
me; and, I am perfwaded, that fir from blaming 
my Coji'Ju^, vou will give me yooi Approbation. 

VVhilft this Scene fais'd, I hid taken bold of 
my Cloatbs, and tho' I could fay, ny Wife, which 
was but a Comedy, 1 wai a Sptflator, as you may 
well compreheiid, that made there a very bad Fi- 
gure. I could not iinaglite what ro think of fo 
lir<gulai an Adveittuie, In the Time that I was 
^akeii up With a thoufand Imaginations, all diffei- 
em, EStfania time to take me, (he led me by the 
Hand into' aimthei Chamber, wheie the told me, 
(hat this Lady was one of het vood Friends ; that 
bet Dclisn was to cheat Den Lope ^ with whom 
fhe d*flr'd to mirty ; and that the Supeichery, flie 
pretended tn make u(e of, was to make him be- 
Jievc, that out H-ufc, and all out Moveables, were 
hers.

Line (^ Natuie, as I may fay. All comes from 
DifpoHlion ot" Subjefts. There aic none but 
ckofe, wbofe Prejudice bitnds 'crt, oi that will not 
miiiz ulc of the Light of theii Reafon, that can 
diflent oi quellion it. Love nevei pioduces bad 
EfFefls but by Accident -, and fince this PalGon ' 
is like others, that a£l feldeni entirely puce, of 
which one may be convinc'd, by fo little Attention 
as may be made to the CiicumAances of this Hi- 
flory. 

Thefe five IHes, tituated under the Eguino9iaI, 
that our Modern Hiflatians have call'd Molucceei^ 
sue not fo barbarous as arc imagin'd; the Woifhip 
they give falfc Divinities, brought this Name up- 
on 'eiu ; but that does not hinder their Produflion 
of illuiirioiis Perfons, whofe heroic A<5lions acquire 
'era no lefs Gloiy, than that to be the only Coun- 
try ill the World where this admirable Bird it 
hatch'd, who, fbi never touching the Earth, and 
by living and dying in the Air, dcfcrves the Name 
of the Bird of BaradiU. 

The two principal Kings of thefe Ides are, the 
Kine of Tidar, and the King of Ternate. The 
Fable that fets forth, that the Children of Leim 
were born of an Egg, that Jupiter made transfcrm'd 
into a Swan ; this Fable, I fiy, that was tbrmcrly 
receiv'd in Gr-tce, not only as veritable Hirtoiy, 
but as a Thing facied, has reach'd the M'hoioet ; ' 
they account it an Holy Thing ; whereof, 'tis cii- 
minai to doubt, that their Kings are iffueJ from 
Eggs , that were found upon a Fiery Mountain , 
that is in thefe Ifles, fomewhat like our Mount 
'na. One of their Kings, whofe bright Aftions 
we Ciedlc to this Tale, has fo imf rintra this Be- 
lief 
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lief in tfa* Minds of the People that inhatitt thele 
Ides, that they believe, that thefe Kings aie of the 
Race of Gods ; and that they ought to be alvravs 
leadjr to Javifti theii Blood and their Li&, for the 
Service of their Sovcfeigns, unlris they will irrittte 
the ccelellial PuifTances. Thefe two Ifles are fepai- 
atcd only by a Jittle Channel. The Neighbourhood 
foon ilii'd up Dtflentions between the two Kings, 
and, at lafl, Wats, that have been almoft immoi- 
tal, becaute thefe Fnnces tight not as we do; in 
fotming great Armies ; in being Mafters of the Field ; 
and, in befieging Towns; by this Means, to put a 
Bridle on People, fubducated. Their Manner of 
making War, is to place little Ambufcades, where 
the Wealteft have no Difficulty to ovoid Peiil bjr 
Fliglit, which is not lliameFul among them, pio- 
vided it be lepaii'd by (ome A£lion ot Diftinflion 
and glorious. The Kings of Ttior and T«Mte, 
were £b animated one again!! the other, that they 
left their implacable l^attcd for an Heritage to 
their Children; and this herediiaty Hatred 1alle«t 
'till the Arrival of the Fortugeze, who tw fooner 
appear'd apon their Coaft but they presently made 
Conqiwfls ; fo that the two Kings form'd a Defign 
. to attrack them to 'em, to make themfclvcs tne 
more formidable ; he of Tidor was the moft dili- 
gent ; he fent Embaffatiors to the ftrtuguzt ; he 
receiv'd them in his Country; he permitted them 
to build Fortiefles, and become MaRers of his Ports, 
He of "Ternate^ who was in Defpair to fee him- 
felf prevented, made an Offer of cieatei Advan- 
toges : But thCy foon perceiv'd, both the ane and 
the other, the Fault they had done, to have intro- 
duc'd amor^ft 'cm Peopicj who ptefently thought , 
of J 
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of cflabbfliUig a lytanic Domination ; they made 
np then, theit paiticukt Quancls, and leagu'd thcm- 
tdves at laft, againll th<ir common Enemy. Sul- 
lam Bahu^ King oP Ternats, was the Author of 
chis League, and he, who animated all the Iflan- 
ders to the Defence of thcii Country. 

Afi« the Death of Bahu, Zaidt, who fuccceded 
hlra, inriced the King of Tit^r to his Co;ona- 
tion, ilndei Pretence of continuing their Alliance. 
This Fiince came undei ihe publick Faith; but 
Zaide caus'd him to be cruelly aflaflinated, and all 
thofe that came with him, to prefeive the Amity 
«[ the CbiMeft, who began to be difliuHed by him. 
Afiei this tafc Aflion, he fell upon the Lands ot 
lidtr : But the Brother of the King, who had fo 
tragical an Endj having been fuccour'd by the Per- 
tuguexe, repuh'd him vigoroully, and picferv'd, to 
his Biotheis Children a Kingdom, that the perfi- 
dious Zai^ thought to poQefs. Mole, [he Son of 
the King, fo bafely betray'd, was no fooner of an , 
Age tic to bear Arms, but he undcctook, with an ^ 
incredible Ardour, to evcnge the Death of his Fa- 
ther : But as Fortune not alivays accompanies Vir- 
tue, as flie not always dectaies tor juft Wars, this 
young Prince was made a Prifonct bv his Enemy, 
in a Naval Battle, when he went before the Suc- 
cour the Portw£uezff fent him from InHti. Zardt 
over-run all the Ifle of liiior, with the young King 
Prifoner, thinking that this Speftarle would oblige , 
this Prince's Subj£i£ls to revolt ; but gaining nothing ■ 
Upon the Fidelity of thefe People, he letuin'd to 
lernate, laden more with Spoils than Glory. All 
Zarde's Subjefls run to the Sea Side, to Cec this 
vi£lorious Prince ; tlje Men of War appcar'd flift ; '■ 
there 
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there was never fo amazing a Sight ; they had 
phc'd on the Mafts and the Yards of their Shipg, 
the Headi of thofe flain in the Battle, and other 
Ships were loaden with Heaps of Members of thofe 
Miferablcs,- for, they aie the Trophies of Arms 
ihcfe Pcfple ufe to ereft, to ferve for a Pomp to 
their Triumphs. The unfbitun»te King of lidor 
appear'i loaden with Chains upon the Deck of the 
Un Ship ; this illuArious Captive was Tranquillcj 
tho' he was fufficiently pcifwaded, he was to expeCt 
iioihirg fiom his cmel Enemy but Death, or 2 
perpetual Prtfon. He fiid cfren to himfdt, he 
made it no Myflery to thofe that guarded him; but 
at a Time he ioaft hop'd for it. The Charms of 
Jiis Siftei had bound the Heart of a Portugueze, 
who broke his Chains, and gloiioufly leftoi'd him 
his Liberty) and his Ciowii. 

Mole had an only Sifler, call'd Quixaire, in Fa- 
vour of whom) Nature feem'd to be exhauflcd, fo 
great Charms were never feen ; aH that Heaven 
cftuld dirpence to a Mortal of Graces it had Ja- 
vifli'd on thh Princcfs. There was nothing of Me- 
diocre ill het) in regard to her Body or Tier Wit; 
file was, in a WoiiJ, a Princcfs accompliih'd ; fo 
flie was thi; Admiration ani the Occaiion of Vows 
of all the Kings her Neighbours, He of Bachian^ 
he of Siiit/i, and ZaiAe himfelf, the cruel Enemy 
of the Family, wcic fo totally fmitren, that they 
fiftcn offei'd her their Crowns. She had alfo en- 
flim'd the mofi eminent of their Subjcfls, and fome 
Fnrein;ncr^, that were not Princes, and not daring 
for that Reafon, t" hope to make her lenfible, had 
the Wifdom to fiifle their Padioiis, and place no 
Confidence tut on Trees and Fountains. The Prin- 
cefs, 
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ccfs, who wanted not Penetration, perceiv'd thore 
that lov'd her; Ihe read in their Eyes what pafs"d 
in their He^ts ; and,( altho' Ihc felt nothing for 
any one, was very tar from iriitating a Palllon, 
ivhicli flie very well (aw they were not Makers of, 
and willing to engage 'era in hei Inrerefls, by ihis 
new Bond, (he gave by \\ti obliging Looks, of that 
fort of Hopes, and nothing oblige thofe that ex- 
pefl 'em ; and for fear not to animate thofe, whom 
Love has enflam'd, but yet, Ouizaire muft love; 
her Heart was not a Rock, to be eternally infen- 
fible. It was the Day they celebrate the Feaft of 
St. J$hn^ that the Ice of her hardjied Heart began 
to melt. As it ivas fuch another Day that the ftr- 
tugiiexe entet'd the AitJuccoei, and had laid tlie 
Foundations of the Tyranny , that the Spaniard^ 
afterwards eiVablifh'd ; 'twas the Coflom of the Por- 
tugueze to celebrate that Eipeditioii, to make a 
Review of all their Forces, in the Ifle of Tiiler. 
Say Dial, that had then the Command of the For- 
ti'gtiexe Forces, was of one of the moft illufirious 
Families of Ptrtugal; he was a young Warrior, 
very handfomc, and had the Gallantry of a verita- 
ble Merit j there was never 3, Man that had fo 
manv Qualities, to mike himfelt belov'd by the 
Fair Sex; he put, by break of Day, his Men in good 
Older, and willing to declare to the Eyes of there 
People the Grandeur and Magnificence of hi^ Coun- 
try; he omitted nothing to corrpafs his tnds i-i 
that Behalf; for hirafclf, he took Habits and Arms 
of an extraordinary Beauty and Riches; his Air 
and good Mien needed no fctting off; and, 'twas 
plainly feen he iiad in View to make appear on 
(his Occafion, that he was no Jefs rcconiendabie by 
C c him- 
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liimfelfj as by the Dignity he was rommiflioii'd by 
his Sovereign. Qtaxaire had a -Mind to Tee this 
Review ; and, as on her Side, to make appear 
a Nation, that infinitclv put beneatii iifejf all 
ther People of the Eaith, diat the Meluccoes w 
inferior in nothing" to the Portugueze, flie omitted 
nothing about her that mi^hl augment her Charms. 
Dias appear'd at the Head of his Offirers ami his 
Soldiers, with fo much Spkndnr, that the Piin- 
cefs was at a Stand; Die even felt, that the Portu- 
gusze attrafled her with fomewhar more than Ad- 
miration ; file felt, in a Wordj that fhe could not 
foibcar giving all her Tendernefs to a Foreigner, 
ih^t was of the Number that ador'd lierj for llie 
had known a thoufaiid Times, tip' ilie never durft 
iltfcover it to him, and declare her Fire, and her 
Pafliin, than in an indircfl Manner ; that which 
Dial's Merit, that which his Pains, and his Affi- 
tiuitics, could not do, fiom the Time that he was 
ill ItAor, the Luiire wherewith he appear'd, on 
ihis Kcview, brought about; Love took Poflef- 
lion of Qtdjpiaire's Heart, and it was even with 
thit Violence, that Die was not Miftrefs enough lo 
diflembie it one Moment ; only. (he accus'd herfelf 
of Cruelty anJ Ingratitude ; the reproach'd herfelf 
a thoufand Times to have fo long relifted, and with- 
out keeping any Meafures; flie lefolv'ti, flie her- 
felf to declare to Dias the Empire he had upon 
her Heart. If this Rcfolution was piompt , the 
Execution was nn lefs ; fhe made Shew the next 
Day to go make a Vifit to one of her Aunts, call'd 
Otiixane, where the Forti'gueze General wa? jodg'd ; 
fhe took her Meafures fo well, that fhe found him 
alone with her Aunt, and contiiying the Converfa- 
tion 
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tion upon a*Subjc6l fhe had always affcfted to dif- 
courfe upon, always with the utmoft Circumfpcflioiu 
She told him, without much ado, that there ap- 
peared in him fo many Qualities, and a Merit fo 
extraordinary, that flie was forc'd to own to him, 
he was the only Man that could render Jier fenfi- 
ble. This Beginning, which D'lMi did not much 
regard, was accorapany'd with a thoufand Tran- 
fports ; and Ihe promised him, that flie was fo much 
his, that fee had foim'd a Defign to abandon licr Reli- 
gion to follow his. Yes, Dias (faid the amorous Prin- 
cefs to him) I prefer you before many great Kings, 
that court me, with an extraordinary Application. 
In the mean Time, abufe not *my Weaknefs • I give 
you an Heart you will eternally poflefs ; but before 
1 can give it you in Public, cxa6l nothin;; from 
me, that may ftain my Reputation, and rentier me 
unworthy of my Birth, that dillinguilhcs me from 
other Princefles of the Earth, fmce I draw my O- 
riginal from the Gods, Di^w, after that Time, was 
very often with Quixa'tre'^ but that Princefs be- 
haved herfelf with fo much Management, and fo 
much Prudence, that few of her SubjeAs perceived 
the Defign fee had form'd in her Mind, with le- 
fpeft to this" Foreigner. Thefe Beginnings were 
happy, but the Confequences were fatal 

Whilft that Dias and Quixaire tafted a thou- 
fauvl innocent Pleafures ; whilft they concerted to- 
gether the Meafures they were to take, to taflc the 
moft perfca,and the moftfoHd, the News of Moles 
Defeat, and his Imprilonment, was fprcad all over 
Tidfr, Quixaire was in Defpair ; fee lovM her 
Brother dearly; and the Reputation this Prince 
h^d acquir'd in fome Aflions, had made her always 

Cc 2 . htlpe 
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hope that he would revenge the Death oF their Fa- 
ther. Thcfe Hopes were entirely vanifh'd ; Quix- 
aire did nothing but weep; Ihe ab.mdon'd hcrfelf 
to Grief; thofe that go about to coiifolate, fower 
the Misfortune. One cannot reprefent the Affli- 
f\'i.or\, and the Mortification of this Princefs. Dias 
ixw her not that Day. As foon as the News of the 
Defeit nf ths King of Ttdor was diipers'd about, he 
held a Council ot War, thit took up all that Day ; 
in the othei lide, he believ'd not that he ought pre- 
femly to go and oppofe Tears, that were tuft ; he 
thought to let pafs the Torrent, to make her hearken 
to_the FropoCtioiis he had to make her, to endea- 
vour to dtaw her out of the Erabarafs ihe found 
herfelf in, on this Rencounter; he faw her not or- 
dinarily, but with Qiiixaw^ to have a lawful Pre- 
tence to fee her in the Royal Palace. He call'd 
the next Morning together his piincipal Officers ; 
he propos'd to 'em, there was an abfulure Neceffity 
to ofiir al] his Vorces to the Piiiicefs, and tiV con- 
ceit with her, Means the moft prompt, and tlie 
moft efliL-acious, not only to fecnre the Kingdom 
to her Brother, biit tn draw ihis Prince out of the 
Hands of his cruel Conqueror; He prelently ad- 
vertis'd Quixaire of his Dtfign, Qaixaire aiifwer'dj 
fhc waited For.hirei; Ihe nam'd the Hour, and then 
brought about her all Ihe Ladies of;tbe Court, of 
Diflinflion, to receive with the more Magnificence 
ihe poflibly. cooJi , this g:nernus Foreigner, that 
offer'd to fucc'^ur her, in a Conjiinflure io fad; that 
WIS n.ir her only View, Dr.nwciit tn the Palace, 
WL'h hisTiairij he is introduc'd into the Piinrefs's 
Chamber, ivho w.is employ'd in drying up herTears, 
the M.itks whereof " appear'd on her Bieaftj and 
h.'t 
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r Face ; but as the Sun appears much more keau- 
h\ aher a long Rain, 'twas the fame in this Prin- 
(efs's Hycs. Dial never found her fo charmine- 
•and he was fo ftun'd, that he knew not pierently 
where to begin, what he had to fay to iier. He 
began to fpeak at laft, and after having teftity'd 
the Difpleafure the Delliny of the King her Bro- 
ther had caus'd him, he offer'd her his Swnrd, and 
his Life, 'till the Officers that came with him made 
her the fame Pioteflations, and the fame Oflers. , 
The Princefs thank'd them all, in a Minner the 
moft obliging in the World; and to give Occafion 
to her Lover, to entertain him iii particular, ihc 
went to the Officers, made a little Conveifation 
with theiij and having commended them, complc- 
mentaJIy, one alter the other, on the Generoiitv, 
and Valour of their Nation, and on their pctfo- 
nal Qualities, (he left them with the Ladies, that 
were with her, ajid titrnd, in liiia, to V'nfi; they 
drew a little on onefiJe; and xht' Portuguese viete 
not long in Difjouife. He faid. If it would pleafe 
the ijiHiuies, that I could redeem with my Blood, , 
the Teaa jou have Ihed, tliere were no Happinefs 
like mine;liut thefe Tears which I could not drjr 
up; thefe Tears your Face is bath'd with, flill make , 
me perceive, that I am the uiaft unFortumte ^Man 
in the World; tor, in ihott, they convince tne, 
that you have no Confidence iti me. You doubt, 
Quixaire \ you [doubt, Alas ! either of my Fidelity, 
Or my Courage ; you would not have abandon'd 
ynurfelf to your Grief, with fa much Excefs, if you 
hid depended upon't never fo little. In the mean 
Time, be conviiic'd, I will humble y.'ur Enemy, it' 
all the Forces of China fiiould join to defend him, 
Iwill 
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I will deliver the King of Tidor, There's nothing 
impoffible to Love. If my Life weie not fo deai 
rn you, as you have fignify'd u thoufand Times, 1 
would have come to Blows with this barbarous 
Prince, that has made you fhed fo many Tears ; 
but fiiice you are willing 1 fliould prcfcrve it, and, 
befides that, I cannot difpofe of thcfe Officers, and 
my Forces, without the Fcrtniflion of the Viceroy 
of India, I'll wait for this Peimifiioii that will not 
hn rcfus'd- me, to the hnd, I may aft, in the mean 
Time, with Regard to my Love, and with Regard 
to my Duty ; in the mesn Time, there aie no Ofa- 
flacles that I fhouli not be ready to lutmount. 
He was j;oing to fay more, when all the Company 
drew near; they prefcntly chang'd Converfation, 
wherein the I'tincefs mixt very iniieniouiU the An- 
I'wcr ilie had piepard toi Dj.«, affuring him, That 
fincc'he offer'd her his Succour, flic had nothing 
more to fear. 1 (hould wtout; your Merit, and the 
Rcputacioii ynur Anns has gain'd you, if I look'd 
not as a Tliina certain, the Delivery of the Kii'g 
mv Htothcr. Wait for the Viceroy's Orders ; the 
Night that ufes to give us ihe bed Council, betaufe 
our Minds are not diverted by the Diverfity of 
Objects, that our Eyes prefent to us in the Day- 
time, acls with mote l.ibercy m Silence and Dark- 
Iief*. The Ni'^ht, I fay, mide the Princefs take 
a Rcfolution, tiiat at the fame Time, that flatter'd 
her Love, made hei hope, ihe ihouid be fully re 
vPnq'd of the King of lernate. Tliere were two 
Things that iiindcrd Qiiixaire's Marriage with Diati 
one was, [he Diverfity of Religion ; the other, a 
law inviokble in tiie jW^/hccsej, that forbids their 
piinccflcs marijing with Str^irgets. She thought 
the . 
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the Conjunflure favourabJe to abolifli thcfe (Junoms, 
and prevailing on the Conflet nation the People 
weie in, Ihe foim'd a 'Defign, to publifh through- 
out the Kingdom, That he that ftiould delivci her 
Biethei, out of the Hands of the King of Innate, 
Ihould have het in Maniage, ot what Religion, oF 
what Quality, 01 of what Country he wcic T'is 
not difScuit to fee what the Views weic ot this po- 
litic Piincefs. She doubted not , that tvcn thofe 
that were the moft imeicftcd, to fee the Laws of 
the Kingdom obleiv'd, admir'd hei DiUBteref^ec.- 
nefs, and that it was not Diai that ihould ddiver 
the King of Tidor, the other Kings of thefe Ifles 
fecming to her too weals, even to dare undertake 
it. The Delign ihe had piojeifled was executed the 
Day following ; Ihe call'd toe.cther the principal 
Men of the IIlc, and attei a long Difcouife, that 
tended to the Misfortunes that h^d happen'd to 
her Brother, to put an End to "cm, ihe cunningly 
varnilh'd over the Refolution fhc had taken, in- 
linuatingj at the fame Time, 'twas only an Expe- 
dient that the ptopos'd to 'em, which (he delJi'd 
might be examin'd. The Expedient relilh'd ; 'twas 
applauded ; in a Word, the Refolution was folemn- 
Jy publiih'd, and the Noife of this Publication was 
quiLkiy fpread thro' all the neighbour Ifles. 

One cannot exptcfi the Joy conceiv'd at this 
News, by the King of i'iawi, and the King cf B<7- 
chian, who both lov'd the Piincefs paflionatcly. He 
of Siam ivas young, he was haodfome, and had 
already given Maiks of Courage. For him ot Ba- 
ebiafij he poffeFsd immcnfc Riches ; he could raife 
gieat Armies; theie were few Princes more puiUant 
than he. T hefe two Kings, who burnt at the fame 
Fiie 
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Fire, conceiv'J, piefently, great Hopes they then 
got, that Heaven had permitted the MiiifnituDes of 
Aiele, to facilitate to them a Conqueft they had 
try'd at inutilly 'till then ; nothing feem'd diffi- 
ril to 'em ; and reckoning already on the entire 
Defeat of the King of 'terr.ate- They fent Em- 
ballsdors to Quixaire , who ariiv'd at Ttdor the 
fame Day. Thefe two Minfters had Oidcis to tell 
the PjincefS) on the Part of the Kings that lent 
'em, that thefe Princes were extreamly feiifrble oE 
the Misfortunes of the King hei Brother, and) that 
when by a Generofiiy, thatj perhaps, never had Ex- 
ample J fhe would permit thofe that ihould de- 
liver this illullrious Prince, a Recompence that the 
Gods only could merit ; they woirld not forbear to 
take Arms ; they would go and aflemble all their 
Forces; and that thev even dar'd promife, that the 
Princefs ihould quickly fee at large, the King of 
lidor and his Enemy Joaden with Irons. This 
was pretty neai what the two Embafladors faidj one 
after another. 

The Embaffidors were hardly withdrawn, but 
there came one from the King of Temate, Qmx- 
u/rc would not fee thera ; but thofe of tins Prin- 
cefs's Council having reprefented to her, Embaifa- 
dors (hoiild never be feni away, without knowing 
what they had to fay, and what Propofitions they 
had to make. They were admitted to Audience, 
where ibcy publickiy expos'd iheii OrderSj and the 
Views of their Embafly. The King oi:' Terftate, 
(faid thefe Embalfadors) is one of the moft puiffaiit 
Princes of thefe Illes, you ate not ignorant, illaflii- 
ous princefs; thefe Conquefts, and thefe Viflories, 
have arqwir'd him the Title ot Great and Invin- 
cible ; 
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cible ; buc they sre Titles he puts tindei his Feet ; 
and the only one he glories in, is that of being 
youi Slave. That which the joint Forces of the 
whole Woild together could not do, you hive done 
in one Mement, in offering yourfelF For Recompense 
to him that ihould procure the Liberty of the King 
your Brother. Zaidsy ivho always ador'd you, blef- 
fcs the Battle that made him tiiiimph over Mole^ 
finee 'tis that happy Triumph that permits him to 
af^Mrc to the Happinefs of enjoying you. We come 
to oflei you the Liberty of the King of Jiilsr, in- 
comparable Princefs j andj at the fame Time, the 
Crown ot lernate. If (bis Crown were itor efti- 
mable for itfelf, tJic eminent Qualities of Zaide 
eqtal him to the Empire of the whole Univerfc. 
Speak, divine Princefs; order, difpofe of all; ha- 
ften the Joy of the Subjefls of the King your Bro- 
ther; leilore a Calm to your Kingdom; and di£> 
dain not a SceptiCj the gieateft Queens of the 
harth would think ihemfelves honour'd to beat. 
WhiJft ihefc Embaflidors ipoke, it appeai'd by 
Quixaire's Air, that Ihff hearkend with Impatience 
to the Hlogies given to the King of Ternate ; and 
that ihc was irritated at his Offers. I know not, 
(anf*er'd the Princefs, fiercely) what are the Sen- 
liiJients Zaide has foi me; But 1 know veiy well, 
and even defire he may be inform'd, that 1 fliall 
cterraiUy be his implacable Enemy; I defiie to live 
nr longer than 10 revenge myfelt of his Pcrfi^ 
with Splendor : For, in Ihort, can he imagine 1 can 
«Bei forget with whit Bafenefs he took away the 
Life of a Prince, that gave me Day-lJghr ? 1 fhill 
halve Jiv'd long enough if the Gods revenge m*; 
and they aie too juft to let Zdide go long unpo- 
D d nilh'd 
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nifh'd. Rifle fliall not groan long in Iiorj. Thi( 
which the Kirt! ci lematt fays, T hit ;ill the Rw- 
c«s of tl'c Univufir united cruld rot do, my weak 
Hands ftnll do, he may be convinc'd. But be if 
as it will (fiiiJ (lie turtlicr, with a feverc Ail) li 
you love ynur Lift, f^ik, no niofc of y^ide^ the 
woifl, and mpft onu-onhv that ever ivore a Crown. 
The Embafradcr! viihdicw all confoundrJ, siid all 
futpiiz'd, at H.uixnire't Courage. Zflit]f waited 
with Impatience the Ptincefs's Anfti'ft; and he was 
fo mvch cni3j;"d, when he knew with what Difdain 
his Offers had heen lejeflcd, that he did not know 
where he was metamorphos'd; in a Mnmrnt his 
Love chang'J intci Fury, anj thought of rothiiiti 
hut Revenge ; aii(J as he could not cjcicize his Rc- 
veni;e on this I'jincefs, he loaded with Irons the 
King ot Tiijor ; and he foircunded the Piifnn with 
1o many Guards, where he hsd ordtr'd him to be 
fliur uf>, that the Dehvcry of this' unfortunate Mo- 
na'-'i ficmd n! rdl'irety imf-^HiMe. 

While ihe Kini; of Si/mi, nnd he of Bmeliati, 
made icady fny VVir; while the wifcft ofTgrnalt 
appiehending, that the Btauiy tit Quixaire mieht 
he as fital as that was, in old Times, of Hiun, 
to the niofl preat, and the mofl flcutiJhing King- 
dom fiF j^firr ; while ihofc of Tutor feard they 
fhcuM in v.iin attempt the Dilivciy of their King, 
one 11 ; pit Man, without other Fortes ihsn thofe 
of his ( niirace, and his Love, undertook, and camo 
hnppily to his Ends. 

Theic was a yrurg Lord in the C!ourt of 7iAr, 
fslld Cuehiz Schttta^ he was a neat Kinfman of 
the Kiiic, and in all ilic precedent Wars, he had 
made appear a Valour, and an li.trcfidiiy, incon- 
ceivable 
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ceivible ; he had been bied up in the Royal T'abce ; 
and, from his tender Infancy, had been paffionate- 
iy in Love with Quixaire. As lively as hii Lo?e 
was, he had nevci difcover'd to her, whether he 
thought it inuiil to declare it, or that his Paflifin 
was as refpeaful, as 'twas (Irong and vinlent; he 
gave not fo much as any Motion, in Appearance, 
when Quixaire mide Pioclamaiion, fhe would mai- 
ly him that deliver'd the King hei Brother, of what 
Quality foevei hewcte of. In the mean Time, fuQ 
of Hope, and depending on his Intrepidity, he was 
fully lefolv'd tt) attempt a Conqiieft, to which he 
would never have dar'd to afpirc, and that tlieVio- 
Jence of his Love made him regard as very eaTy, 
The Rcfolution was no fooner tiken, but be made 
himfelf ready to execute; and as his Defign was 
to ufe fomc Stratagem, to facilitate his Enterptiz?, 
he had na need of great Preparatives ; he only arm d 
a. little Boat) he 'Cmbark'd in it, with Eve Soldiers, 
wh^fe Fi Iclity and Valour he was well aflbi'd ot ; 
and he went off with fo favomablc' a Wind, thit 
h; reacli'd the Itle by Break of Day , be hid his 
Hoat upon the Sci Side, and taolc his Meifures 
fo well, that he artiv'd at lernate on «,Matkec- 
diy; it wjs there where the King of tidnr was 
ftraidy imprifon'd ; he mix'd ivith the Merchants, 
and being enter'd with fome little Combuflibles, 
into an Inn, he fet it on fire, whilD one ol his 
Men fir'd another Houfe, at the Town's End. The 
Muter ot" the Houfes of this Country was very ti- 
vourable to his Enterpiize ; for, 'tivis all VVoodJ 
and had nntiiine to defend them againfl ihc Iii- 
jiiries of the Weather ihin Palm-Leaves, which 
tlwy bind tojAther to cover them. A gciitle Wind 
Dd 2 blew 
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blew from the Sea, by Means whereoP^ the whole 
Town was in Flames in a Moment. All the Peo- 
ple run to repulfe the Violenc?e of the Fire, and 
nevfi greater Difoidcrs weie ever feen. Salams 
lakii^ hold oF the Confufion the Inhabitants of 
the Town were in, goes to Ms Boat, and beat a 
falfe Alarm, wiih four or five Dinms, he had pro- 
vided foi his Defign, and having by Force of Oars 
pufh'd his little Boat on the Side of the Town, 
where was the King of Tirfar's Prifon ; he came 
to't without being pcrceiv'd by any one ; he landed 
with three of his Men, and came fo opportunely to 
the Gates of the Piifon, that he kund the Guards 
gone off, becaufe they lun, fomc to the Fire, and 
others to the Place where they heard the Alarm 
beat ; they prefently fotc'd open the Gates, and 
found Mole bowed under his Chains, who waited 
fjr nothing Jets than to be deliver'd at that Mo- 
ment ; he Knew not whether he awak'd or lleep'd ; 
and all that he could fay in this Surprize was, to 
demand of Salania, if TiJar was altogether defo- 
hted ? I will anfwer you to that another Time, 
(Salataa told him.) The oAly Thing that you have 
to do at prefcnf, is to follow me. 'Tis not a Time 
to talk of inmil Things. The Prince, who could 
comprehend his good Fortune, made fomc Difficul- , 
ty of going out of Piifon ; but Salatia apprehend- 
ing the idifi-arriage of his Defign, was in De- 
fpair ; he 'could not forbear menacing' of him; he 
even Taid very hyd Words ro him, and taking, at 
the fame Time, his Chains in one Hand, and his 
Scimiter in the other, he laid flat all thofe who 
went about to oppofc his retreat in the Hoitfe, 
^e was met in the Streets by Soldieis, who came 
back 
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back fwiTl 'the Fiie. Thefc Soldiers had a Mind to 
flop him ; birt having with his Swonl chaig'd thio''- 
this Company, fccoiided only fay his three Men, 
he had Means to recover his Boat, after hiving 
made all ihofe fall on hi» right and left Handj that 
dar'd to cefift him. 'Twas thus that Fortune de- 
clai'd herfclf for the hardeft Enterprize ever pro- 
jeaed fay Love. T hey weie no foonei got into tha 
Boat, but an four toofe the Oats, and towii^g hard 
by mere Force, they arriv'd at lidor before thofe of 
Ternate, who foUow'd them very near, could come 
up. They were but juft come, but the Noife of this 
Marvel was fpread throughout the Itlo; they all 
run in Heaps; nothing was heard but Acclamati- 
ons-every where, and Cries of Rejovcing ; one could 
hardly walk the Stro^ts for the Crowd of People ; 
every one had a Mind to fee the unfortunate and 
happy Monarch, that Sahnia had newly dcliver'd. 
They could not forbear purfuing the Libentor; the 
Iflanders call'd him th<:ir Saviour, and their Father, 
the Shield and Sword of Tidor. If Salamas Tri- 
umph had not the Magnificence of thofe cf the Ro- 
mans, one may fay, at ItJaft, it had foinething more 
grand ; for, in fine, in I'lace of the Chains of the 
Captive Kings that the Emperors caus'd to be car- 
ry'd in Triumph, Salama made Shew of thofe of 
his King, that his Valour alone, that his Intre- 
- pidity alone, had knOcJc'd otf. Salama, with Pro- 
fence of Mind, had the F'rccaution to carry in his 
Boat, 2 Suit of Cloaths, of the richeft and moR 
Supeibe, to add to his Tiiungjh, all thst was ca- 
pable to make the Heart of the Princers fenCble. 
The Moment he faw himft-lf out of Danger, and 
that they drew near to "Jidir, he put on this Ha- 
bit

aO covet'd whh Feithcri, cbu lepiefeiited the Bird 
of the Suti ; the Habit was at the Roman Fafhion, 
bot almDft hiJ undet a Cioik, ty'd to his Sboul- 
der, with a Scaif, led, yellow, and blue ; the Sd- 
mitcr, wherewith he open'd his PaS^ge in the 
Streets of Ternate, hung at a Galiien Chain, on 
the Middle whereof, hung 2 Medil, whereon was the 
Pfincefs's Piflute, holding Nets, whetcin Ihe took 
an Infinity of Hearts; he cirry'd one of thefe up- 
on his SJmitei, ani the other held the Chains of 
the King, who had not jret put them off. It was 
with this Equipage, Foil ow'd by an innumerable Ciowd 
of People, Salama came to the Royal Palace, wheie 
Qu'm^lre wattel fit him at the Gtte. As foon as 
he came near the PtlDcefs he fell on his Knee. Ma- 
dam (laid he) behold the King youi Btother, whom 
you have taken out of Piifon at Ternate ; his De- 
livery is the Work of yiiut Hands ; for, that which 
I have done, was no mote than to rcndet me wor- 
thy of the RecomfJence you have aiinex'd to it. 
Love his taken Pity on rfK^rains that I fuflfer fo 
long Time ; Pains, withontjprfhbr, the more cruel, 
thit it WIS n^c p^imirtej me to ditovet them ; 
and, I date fay, ;his God has dnne me {ullice, in 
chcx)!ing me to break the lions of the King of Ti- 
4ar, fince rhe Pallian I have alwiys had for you 
in all my Lite, his been as vi jlent, as it has been 
icfpeflfui. Quixn'tre he.iiken'd to Salami C>mc- 
tvhac coldly ; all the Ajifiver (he made him was, 
Thiy would f tlk of t .trff: Thiii::;s in due Time. Af- 
ter whi.h, (he embracd her Bvocher, and having 
taken off his Chtins , ITia coiiJu^eJ him to hij 
Th(j;ie, giving fa mmy Tokens of a fcign'd Joy, 
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as Die lefented veiitaWe Giief in hci. Hcait. TJ6e 
Ccienioiiirs oF that Day wcie no fcor^er ovsr but 
the Fiinccfs withdiew irto her Apaiiijieiitj where 
file made thfin linow ftie J ad a Mind to he alone ; 
hei Wcmen withdrew; and, 'twas iher Ihe aban- 
don'd hcrfelf to Sighs, and ]et f?Jl a Toirent of 
Teats, thai Oie was tbic'd to retain all the Day, To 
thefc Sighs and Teais, Aicceedtd bitter Complaints, 
O ! Gods (flie faid} to what End do you refcive this 
unfoitunaic Piirccft ? 1 Iiave fatigu'd you Voly 
Divinities, by my Vov,s, and by myPrayds; I have 
oftei'd you a thoufand Saciifices to obtain the Re- 
turn of the King my Biothei; ycu have granted 
my Kcqixlt; fbui, Alas! but, 'tis on a Condition 
fo bard, that I would foorer choqje Death, than 
confent with my Life to acrrmpliili it. let Mele 
go again into Slaveiy, ar.d his Enemy pcflcfs his 
Kingdom ; and that my Days may be the irofl ujr- 
fortunatc, to which a Piincefs could \e condemn'd 
to, provided 1 am not fcfc'd to oltf your haid 
Laws: But, I do iH, great Gods^iio arcufe yo», 
you nevci do any tjiing unjuft;-! cisHt only to 
accufe myfilf; Yet; 'lis mxfeJf that hath drawn 
all thefe Evils upon roe ; 'tis I niyfejf that hath 
drawn on me all my Misfonunes. O ! Viat ! ihc 
baftft of all Men (Ihe went on) I piove this D^y 
foi my Punilliment ; that all Men aie vain and di^- 
ceittul ; and, that thefe cf thy haughty Nation 3ie 
infinitely mote than others.

This Repofe refloi'd het 
Charms, and at the Time Ihe began to awake, Ibe 
faw the King ccme into bci Chamber; fliewas o- 
fclig'd 
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■itfcgd ttWE Day, and the two following^ t» Jcon- 
^flkain hetHf in a Manner the m6H ciael in ihe 
''World ; fb(, in (hon, 'twas lU Fefliuals, Diyei- 
tifements, and pubhck Rtjoycings. Salama^ in 
the mean Time, forgot nochirg to make the Prin- 
Cefs agree to the Rccompence ihe had prninis'd to 
him, that ihonlJ dcliAr^r h«r Brother, the King ; 
all the Coiiit favoufd him. Quixarre, who thonght 
t.% gain Time, alledg'd litble Excafes; but flic faw 
hericlf lb pttTsy, that fhe rcfolv'd to feeDiiW; and 
to Tfc him the foondfl that (he Thing wai poffible. 
Qvixane) her Aunt, gave het the Opportunity; Ihe 
went to her the fourth Day aftei, where fha found 
'OrtMwith one of his Nephew?, to whom ftte dif- 
cover'd hisiLovt^ for wanting a Ccmfidenc, he made 
"»» bad Chbii!(f, and natnially could not addicts 
- better. &tiiean«, and Rofa Tshtira (it was his Ne- 
■phew's Nafne}- withdrew afide. Ouf»eire and D;** 
'iiifeM a long Time alonej wirhouPtalking ; hut, at 
•4ifl, thePttriMfs, after fortie Sighs file lent forth, 
;*nd were the BDrc-iurmct ot fcer Coiuptwnts, broke 
Siknce. ' If dlli the World knew you, ViM^ as I 
know yua, Elt ptcfeiit (faid Quixaire^ with an Air 
fhat Ihcw'd ftcT Difiiiin) if were in vain for you 
fio tiflfce a'firag of your T5raVcry ; I have try'd; 
ihe is but a Fantafm ; an^ that yod polTefs but a 
Shadow of that veritable Valour which ought to be 
-fhe Lot if Meii of Wsr : (he Peril that there was 
-Bfl deliver the King cf TiAor made yfiu afraid ; and 
ijbu'would rather lentiunw a Glory, that would have 
^ftilrfaliz'a yout Name; tlian ■cxpofe youifelf to 
■tHe Rifqoes you would have lun in this Enterprize ; 
'-a^d yntt choofc' rather to renOunre the Poflcffion of 
-^ Pfinrrfs, -who had the Wcaknefs to give you 
u^iLj her 
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her Heart: Bat, I Rin deceiv'd, Biat^ and I dn yoa 
wrong) in that Refpeft; yoo have fac'd Death too 
often ; yoB haveexpos'd your Life in too many Ren- 
counters to doubt your Courage. No ; Dias^ I doubt 
it not; but, 'tis the Excefs of my Griefj 'tis my 
Defpair, that have forc'd out thefe Words; I can- 
not complain bat of your Coldnefs j I cantiot cora- 
f lain but of your Indiffitrence ; you Inv'd rae not 
enough to atrempt the Delivery of my Brother ; ' 
the Recompence ihat was piomis'd to him that 
knock'd off his Irons, feem'd a fmall Thing to yoo 
to go andexpofe your Days. In the mean Time, I 
fiatter'd myfelf that I could foften you ; and you 
have flatter'd me yourlelf ; But, all your Tranfports, 
all your Pioteftations, all your Oaths, ferv'd not 
now but to confirm me, that you arc the moft un- 

fratcfai, and the moft unfaithful of all Men. Alas 1 
iraagin'd in mylelf (faiJ the Princefs, delirioufly) t 
that your Heart was fo enflam'dj that it would out- 
fiiine the Fires of your famous t^tna, when by z 
Prodigy, an impetuous South Wind drove all the i 
Flames beyond the Ocean ; but, I fee myfelf very 
much out in my Thought ; your Heart to me is all 
Ice ; and, 1 know, very well, th;>.t you have taken 
Plea'bre to deceive a Piincefs, fo unfortunate ta 
have granted you all her Love. Diatt at thefe laft 
Words, could not forbear inteiiupting Quixaire. | 
If I would defend myfelfj uiijoft Princefs (fjid he, 
putting a Knee to the Ground) I would befeech • 
you to remember the GHer I made you, to execute 
blindly your Orders, witliouc waiting thofc of my 1 
Sovereign, and the Commandment you made mc, i 
in the fame Time, to wait his Orders, and the i, 
Forces^ "yvas prudent lo aflcmblej before I went to 
£ <: en^ge , 
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cngige vniii a formiduble Enemy. I could add to 
ihaf, that tc had been very difficil to forefec, and 
ihat Fo-iune would favour the moft timeraiious 
Enerpiize has ?ver been heard fpeak of, and [hat 
could not tut entci into the Mind of the moD au- 
dacious oE al] Men; but I will not juftify myfelf 
at all; I am culpable, fince I have the Onhappi- 
ncfs to difpliafe you j and, 1 fee very well, 1 am 
jinr worthy any more to fee Day ; pieice then, I'rin- 
cefs , pierce then this Heart , that has difpJeas'd 
you (Diai faid to her again, piefeming hex hij 
Swnrd) If you difJain to do it, I will pieice it 
with my own i lands, 11 thefe Hands (faid he fur- 
ther) h<ve nnt been ha'dy enough to daie to fhed 
the Blood of yoi7 Enemies, ihey will now to ftied 
my own, and deftrov a Life that is odiais to me, 
lincc I have the Misfoitune to be hated. He be- 
gan already to turn the Point of his Sword agiinft 
his Ereaft: tut Quixaire lielJ hack his Hand. No, 
Vias ff id fiie to him) your Life is ne^-elTaty for 
me ; 'lis 1 Qt your Death that I afk. She rais'd 
him at the fimc Time, and taking him by the 
Hand, made him fir down by hei. I aflc your Par- 
don fihe faiJ, prefently to him) I am a Utile too 
forgetFii] : but 'tis to my Gnet you iruft attribute 
it t", and n-t to an unfortunate Prinafs, who is 
not unfortunate hut tecaufe Ihe loves )Oii. After 
a thnufind Ex-ufes rif this Nature, that fhew'd all 
the Vchrmeiice of her Love, flie made him a Re- 
cital of the Putfiiiis that Salama made, to oblige 
her to execute ihe Promife, to c' oolc for her Spouie 
him who IhculJ deliver the King her Brother. This 
I'lincF, and all t^(e Court (fiid Ihc fuither) intereft 
theii:f<.Ivc5 foi him with the utmoll Imcoitunity. 
• There 
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_fierc is nothing they can fet on Foot to conclude 
a Maiiiage, to which, f will never confeiit. There 
is none but you (ihe (aid Tuithcr, looking on him 
with Ejcs, that llicw'd a Ibit pf Defpait) tlwc is 
none but fou, Dim^ that can delivei mo tioni To 
ctuel a Hurfuic ; (here is none but you that lus \n- 
tereft in it : there is none but ■ ou, in a Word, 
that 1 wiit for Lite or Deaih. Dins, in tliefe Tran- 
fport! of his joyi proini.'d her all ; but v\ tlic mean 
Time, he was not fo prompt to ex<coic tiij Fro- 
mifc, when he came to make Refleflion, he could 
not lid himlelf of Salama, without committing the 
moft bafc ot all Crimes, whether he did ic by iim* 
felf, 01 whether he did it by ajiothei ; when lie 
came to confider, that he could not but draw the 
Hatred, and the Contempt of the Kirig of Tider, 
but to expofe his own Naiion to ihe A.veiiion of 
a ["eople, that 'twas the Interell of his Mailer to 
manage, besides drawing on himfelf a jufl Punilh- 
ment ; that he could not do it wiihoDt difhonoui- 
ing himfelt and his whole Life , to foul himfelf 
with an ASion fo unworthy, as that of Salama 
was great and worthy of Admiration ; he faw then, 
he had given too much Way to his Love, and the 
Acknowledgment he was oblig'd to have fiom the 
Amity of Qu'ixatre ; he lepented of his precipitate 
Fiomife, and indetermin'd, if he fhould hearken 
lather to the Voice of his Paffion, than that of las 
Duty ; he afk'd Time of himrelf, and was, in that 
Rcfpeifl, at a Stand, that made the Prin^^efs loofe 
Hope. Salama^ in the mean Time, llepc not, he 
forgot nothing to compafs his Ends, and hid fu 
far fucceeJed, that Quixaire could no longer de- 
fend heifelf fiom accepting his OScr.

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Itwete difScil to ddctitw the Gindttion tliiide^ 
folate Piincefs wis in ; he had concealed hct Grief, 
in fome Minnei 'till ihea, but (he was no longu 
her own Mifliefs ; the only Couric Ibe had to take 
was, to avoid Daylight and Company, and that 
was it Ihc took ; the feign'd hcrfejf incommoded 
for Tome Days ; (he lemain'd (hue up in her A- 
partmenr, and if, during that Time, me was fcen 
fomttimes in Public, 'twas only to convince the 
whole Court by a vedtable Sadnefs, that was painted 
in her Pji.e, tliti her Retreat was not aS^dcd. 

In the mean Time, Dim hid little Regard to 
put in Ptaflice to eSefltiate whit he hid piomis'd 
ro Qujuaire^ who was in mortal i nquietiides. One 
Day that the King had eitrcamly prefs'd this fad 
and afHifled Piinocfs fo ftr, that be faid to her 
roundly, that he %vouid oblige hex to do that by 
Force that Ihe refus'd to do witn a good Will. That 
Day, Quixaire not knowing now what Way to 
fake, torend off a Stroak (he look on as the great* 
e(t Miafotiune that could ever happen to her ; that 
Day, I fai', (he went out with fome of her Maids, 
to take a Walk ; her Delign w^b to meet Diat, 
to difcover to him the Extremity to which (he faw 
herfelf reduc'd, and to load him with Reproaches. 
Fortune, that hnd contiiv'd Dim's Ruin, permit- 
ted not Quixaire to meet him; but, the Princefi 
mct'with teintra^ the Spaniard's Nephew, who wat 
in the Plot, as 1 hwe (ate); (he call'd him the Mo- 
ment fhe faw him, and afk'd him where DiM was. 
¥-finer^i anfwei'd, he was gone to walk to a For- 
treO, that was at the End of the Ifland, to give 
Order for fime Works ; and he added, at the fime 
TimC| if (he thought him capable of doing her 
any 
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any Seivict) he Ihould be ns leadf to ds it ai 
his Uncle could. Alas 1 (Quixaira fatii to him) 
>is no s«at KUtter } howtver, I thank you for 
your Offei, you have very much ofaligd me. This 
Anfwei made Peinera very bold, to pieftjme to let 
her fee he was of the Nambct of thofe that adoi'd 
her, He was t young Mm, not unhandfome, who 
was brave and enteifiiizing, but, who was fill'd 
with Vanity and Fiefiimpiion , and had ai many 
bad Qualities, as Dim hid ofGeneiofity, and Great* 
nefs of Soul. He lov'd Quixaire to ExtTcmity, 
(ho' he had never declar'd it to her, and nothing 
would have feem'd difficil in him that Quixnrn 
would have employe! him in, if (he had order'd 
him the moft honibic oF alt Ciimes. One would 
be foipriz'd, 1 aflure myfeif, that that Princtfs could 
charm Spamards', tor, I doubt noc but one would 
imagine, that Quixaire being bom in the Milut^ 
cpes-t that are difedly under the Equinoftiil Line, 
was an Bthiapian '^z\ity^ little capable, byConf&- 
quence, of ctiatminE; Europeans. Thofe that were 
ef rhis Mind ate deceiv'd. I own, that thofe that 
inhabit thefe Iflaiids are black, becaufe they are ex- 
pos'd continually to the Heat of the San, whidi 
they take no Care to avoid ; but ihey are net bom 
with this Colour. I believe, [heteupon, thofe thit 
have defciib'd thcfc Countries, do aflore as, that 
there are Women who aw veiy wlwc, and that 
they are fb always, when they take I'ac nocefliqr 
Precautions to pre&tve their lluc. Their f^ir i« 
of the fame Colour with the Gild ihit it twoi^^ 
eot of thefe Countries; theylwift fome Part, when 
they ftick Flowers and Palm, and let the left hang 
down, which feis them off very oiuA; tfeey itevi 
mag- 
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BMd&xadr, tfaesi HAk ii of tbe ftffimt 
ot&anif enndh'd witli }n>ds, and grac 
bees of Peathf wludi die Coaatxj mncb i 
in. This Dij^reffion wu occefit*, to nake , . . 
chit the Beunr oF ihti Pnnnls was not B<:ati^ ia 
Ida, thu her Chanm wne rot, and fh«y wae e- 
ven to on Fancy, thu agfcei not with a Beauty 
puf ely ^mirican. 

Quixaire, fo very hmd'ome as (he wis, 'tuns oo 
larptizing [hing, thu Pstmn-a, feeing bci ottcn, was 
taken uith hei Oiarnn; he danl not difcover the 
fite thac burnt in his Hem. I ha^e Slid alicady, 
he unigin'd anJ with Reafon, he ihould have di[- 
COvcr'd K inatiilT ; the Piincefs mu(t love DtM Si- 
lence uas the only Si;!e he could ake, and he took 
it too, 'till then; but leeing Quixaire initited a- 
(ainft DiiM, he made Ufe of ihe Occafion, which 
cetiainly was tavnurable ; he thought fhc would 
hearken &t Oifdain to a Declaration, that would 
have offended on any other Rencounter ; and to 
come the mote fccurcly to Km Hnds , he ^aus'd a 
Piflure of Di/u to be mide, chit gave & great a 
Blow to the Heart ot this blind Princefs, that Ihe 
ftlt that veiy Moment, that this Lovex, worthy of 
a better Defliny, was become unworthy ot" her AF- 
tfldioitj and hei Tcndernefs. Yoo miy imagine, 
divine Ptioccfs (faid the bafe Peinera to her, fmil- 
ing) dut Dim lou'd you veritably. I ivas fuffici- 
cntly convine'd of the cotitrarv. You lie it now 
with yo»t oivn Eyes. Yes; I knew, adorable QuiX' 
fcrtf, (knew he lov"d yog not ; but tvho durft (fiid 
he fuithct) ever diEibufe you? I have a thoufand 
iimCi detefted his Ingratitude ^ and Iiis Peifidy. 
I hkv& gioan'd a iliouf'ind limes al youi Cicduli* 

, fii ty: 
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ty : But is it not true, that if I had taken the Li- 
berty to havt touch'd Ufon't befoie you were con- 
vinc'd J that he betray'd you , jou would have 
taken me tnyfelf tor ungtateful and peitidious ? I 
call to Witncls the Gods, whom I adote, that I 
abhor Bafenefs,- that I have chang'd into veritable 
Hatred, the Afftflion which Blood oblia'd me to 
have for him. Yes ; I call the immoital Gods tt> 
Wirnefs, that eveiy Time that I faw myfelf obJig'd 
to cany you the Feign'd MTuianccs c/t his t-idcJity, 
I would have chofeu Death foonet than have been 
the Indiument of ft) Muck a Treachery ; but, I 
fliould have pui ilh'd rayfelf, fince 1 Ihould have 
been depriv'd, for cveij of feeing your fair Eyes. 
What then can you expc3 from a Man, that lo 
many Benefits you h^ve heap'd upon him, could 
not attendiize of a Man^ that after fo much Love 
you have (hew'd him, could not be conflant to you ? 
I know very well wh.it he will anfwer; if you make 
him new Approaches, he will alledge his Religion ; 
he will allcu'ee you his Confcience ; he will alledge 
the Managements he ought to have for his Mafter. 
Ah .' Princefs (rry'd out the peifidious Feivera) 'tis 
to Jove feebly, when one can hearken to othei Laws 
thsn thofe of Love. For me, be perfwaded, the 
Moment that I ador'd you, 1 facrific'd to you kxh 
my Religion and my King ; and if it weie only to 
gain fomc Place in your Heart, I (liould think of 
nothing but faciificing to you Solama, but to (a- 
rrifice to yoil D'tat. This lion, that I weai by my 
Side, (hould quickly ftnd their bafe Souls to People 
the Kingdom of Darknefa. The Defpair the Princefj 
was in J made her hearken to Peinera tranquilly, 
"Tis true, Ihe accepted not the Offei he made hex* 
but 
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fcut Hie did not fbibid him wifiiing his paricide Hands 
in the Blond of anhappy Dim. 'hinera continu'd 
fcr fome Days to eiKcirain hei with fuch DifcOM- 
fes ; Quiitaire nevei anrwer'd pofitivcly ; but ft»- 
nera^ who cle^ily faw on his Side, that tlie ftin- 
cefi was conviiicd, that Ow lov'd hei not ; and 
concluded of the o^her, that he could not tiW to 
love her, when Diai and Satama were rcmov'd 
out of ifte Way. Feinera^ the unnatural feinera^ 
form'd a bafe Refolution to malTacTe 'em both with 
his own Hands. 

While Diaii Nephew took Mcafures to execute 
the ho!riHe Projeft, he had meditated in his Heart, 
Safama di.i all he coald to difcover, what might 
be the Caiifc of the Piincefs's Inquietudes ; he Toon 
perccLv'd fhe had an Affeaion tor Dim, and ihcie 
wanted no more to convince him, that Dtat was 
the only Obftacle that oppos'd Jiis Happiners. He 
Was not difcomag'd, however ; and as he had Au- 
thority, in fome Manner, to tate the Liberty that 
a common Lover diirft not lake, he rcfolv'd one 
Night to go into OuixaJre'z Apartment ; he gain'd 
one of her Maids that ferv'd her, to hide him in 
the Palace, ajid, one Night, when he well knew 
file was alone, he wetic boldly ii)to her Chamber, 
and fell on his Knees. Qutxaire was extreamly 
alarm'd, (he ciy'd out, Ilie fhcdTeais, (he reproach'd 
him for hisTememv; fhe put herfelf in a Poftuie 
to defend hctfclf) thinking that Saiawa would ule 
fome \^oIcuce, Stlivia rcmain'd unmovUMe and 
in Silence; but afict that the Princefs had done 
talking and cr-mplaimnp, he began to fpe^k. I own 
(faid fie, with a rubmiffii-e Air) illuflnous Prin.-efs, 
that itiy EnterptilK is mdifciectj but be not alarm'd, 
■ ■ Ifliall 
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I fhall not fail oF Rerpefl. Hearken one Moment 
to a Wretch, and punifti him afterwards: If that 
which he has faid give you Oifence , he will fub- 
mit 10 the Stroak or his Deftiny, without murmur- 
ing, how rigorous foever it be, You know it, Quix' 
aire, you do not avoid the Light but to avoid 
me; your Retreat is an affefled Retreat, and only 
with Defign to avoid me ; that you avoid fincc, foi 
fome Time, all the World. The Gods (he went 
oil) the Gods themfelves , who know what you 
have promis'd them, will approve oF my Temerity ; 
'tis they th^t have infpir'd it to me, and even con- 
ftnt to the innocent Frolic I have us'd, to make 
you remember, what, without Doubt, you have 
forgot, that I am the happy Man, but, at the fame 
Time, the unfortunate Salama, who, by their Af- 
fiftance, and the Force of my Love, deliver'd the 
King your Brother. I ih:ill fiy no more; I am 
ready, prtfently, to baniih myfelf for ever, from 
your Piefence, if you require this Sai!rifii:e. Pro- 
nounce the Sentence, adorable Princefg; I will o- 
bey; I will never prefenc mjfelf in my Life before 
your Ejc! ; 1 will go feek Death, the Gods will hoc 
refiifc it me, too happy in dying, to make you hap- 
py; f'^T, I cannot now be ignorant, that nothing 
iMt my Death can cAm in your Heart, the frighi- 
fol Tempeft that difturVd it. SahtHit made an 
End of thefe Words, when he burft forth inro z 
Torrent of Tears , and he was going to relieve 
himfelf by going out of the Chnmbcr, when Quix- 
aite drawing near to the Mace, where he was ftill 
Upon his Knees, ihe took him up herfclf. Salama 
fnid llie to him, imbracing him, and caufing feme 
Tears on her fide to fall, Snlawa, you have van- 
F £ quilh'd 
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quifh'd mc, I can no longer refift your Su&inilHon:;, 
and your Love: I acknowledge, in fiioitj that I 
could not without the Jaft Ingratitudes , rehifc 
you an Heart, and an Hand, whereof you have 
lender'd yoDrfelf fo woithy : This Heart, and this 
Hand, are yours; you may leave me without this 
AfTurance. Then when the Sons oT Priam went out 
, of the Poits of Greece, gloiious of the Conqucft 
of tl^eereatell Beauty there was in the World, felt 
not a (ny fuitable to that which Salavia felt ; 'tis 
■not dlffiLil to conceive how great his ]oj was. Let 
us leave this happy Lover lor a Moment. 

Puintra, who could know nothing of what pafs'dj 
dirpos'd all Things to let the Princefs fte nothing 
was difficil when any thing was to be done to pleafe 
her ; he alTefled, duiing fome Days, not to fee 
licr at all, becaufe he would not prefent himfelf to 
Iicr, but in giving her certain Pioofsj that his O- 
bcdiencc, and his Love, had no Limits: His Pio- 
jcifl was difficil, nor was it lefs dangerous; bur, 
he topk fo good Meafurcs, that whofoever he was, 
]je could not fufpefl hirn, for an Aftion the moft 
deteflaile that a Man could be capable of com- 
mirriiig. The fid Day he had chofen, to execute his 
Hack Paracide, he weiit to a Fortrefs, that was at 
the other End of the Ifland, and that was but 
two Leagues diflant fioni the Town ; he (laid there 
all [he Day, and as tranquille as ever he was, 
without feeling the Icafl Remoife ; he diverted him- 
felt with the Ofticers "til! Nght ; the Hour to execute 
his infamous PliJt drew near ; he feign'd a little 
Indifpofition ; he letir'd into his Chamber, and went 
to Bed ; the Lacqueys that undicfs'd him withdrew ; 
he aicfe a few Moments after, and going out by a 
P^iiein, 
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Poflein, whereof he had the Keyj he went ftiait 
to the Town, whither he came a little before Mid- 
night. D/(m's Houfe had fulfe Doors, it was nut 
difticil For him to go in; he hid himfclf in a 
JittJe Clolct, and when he thought they were all 
proFoijnd]y aflecp, he went into Dias's Chamber, 
drew near his Bed , and finding him biiry'd in 
Sleep, he gave him Blow upon Blow, two or thiee 
Times, with a Dagger in his Breaft ; thus ended 
the Days of this Man, (o worthy of a bertei Defti- 
ry. The bafe Peinera, contrary to his Intemion, 
lendei'd him a very good Office, tbi he would not 
have furviv'd one \fomcnt the Happinefs of Sala- 
ma, who, at laft, was to be the Spoufe of Ouixi^ire. 
DJM died without making the leaft Noife. Peimra 
withdrew as foon as be had feen the EfFeft of his 
Blow, and coming to the Fortrefs, he went to Bed 
again, without being perceiv'd by any one. The 
News of the tragical Death of Dias was quickly 
Ipread about ; 'twas known in the Fortrcfs the 
next Day, betimes in the Morning ; Ptinera fecm'd 
to be in Defpair; he lifcs, and runs to theTown ; 
he weeps on his Uncle's Corpfe ; he fweais, he 
would omit nothing to difcover the Affaflins ; he 
caus'd all the Domellicks to be aricfted; he put 
fome upon the Rack; he menaces Heaven and Earth; 
he is all iiiflam'd with Fary : Peinera did, in a 
Word, all that Refentment and Revenge could in- 
Jpire, or any veritable GtieF. 

Three or four Days pafs'd, that Peinera went 
not to the Palace; he had refolv'd not to go 'till 
he had done as much to Salama as he had to D'las- 
but having met wiih Difliculties he little thought 
of, he thought he had no longer to wait, to go 
F f 3 ajid 
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and acquaint the Ptincefs in what Manner he had 
taken [o execute this baibatous Trage<iy; he had 
a Mind to affure her, at the fame Time, that he 
would ionn delivci her from, Salattia ■ but, jufl as 
he was going into O^tixairei Apaitmenr, Salatna 
and he met ; leinera thought he ought not let flip 
an O cafion that feem'd fo favourable to him, to 
free himfelf oF a fecond Rival, that had not given 
him Icfs Jealoufy than what Diai had given him; he 
ptefently took his Sivotd in Hand, and thought to give 
hitn a Blow, auainft whicli it were in vain to par- 
ry : but Salama, who had fome Inkling of Peine- 
ra's Defign, flood fo well upon his Guaid, that he 
was in a Poflure oF Detence, as foon as the Spani- 
ard was ready to attack him ; the Skiimifh was 
Ihort and vigorous; Salama receiv'd two oi three 
Blows, that oidygiated his Skin, but he made To 
Furious a Pafsat him, that he laid him dead at his Feet, 
All the Court run to the Place wheic this Skit- 
miOi was made, and whilft fome fled, or ciyd our, 
as ihey were more or lefs affrighted, or^ interefied 
in thia Affair, Sahwa Vitnt into ^tfiKaire's Cham- 
ber, who undcrftood, with a great deal of Joy, the 
Death of Feinera^ more than when (he hcdjd that 
of Cis/j, whofc Foitime flie lamented in het Heart, 
as ungrateful as flie believ'd him. Salama^ by the 
Princefs's Order, letir'd into a Foitrefs he was Go- 
vernr>r of; fome Days after, in the View of the 
King, and the People, he (olemnly cfpous'd the 
Ptincefs; and Mole dying afteiwards, Salawa viis 
ekaed King of lidor. 

By the Tafie and Humour 1 know you of, you 

Retell the bafe Peinera ; you lament the unfortu- . 

nale 
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nate Diat ; and, you are overjoy'd that Salama has 
been happy: But, I am convinc'd, AlciJiana, you 
are not altogether pleas'd with Qitixaire^ there is, 
in cfFefl, fomething in this Princefs, that plf^afes 
not over-much; It feems, that having the Perfe- 
aions attributed to her, fhe abandoned herfelf fo 
much to Love and Revenge , and by the divers 
Motions Ihe made at every Turn , ftic fliewed a 
Weaknefsj that fuits not with an Hetoii.e : Let us 
agree, however, Alr-idiana, fhe was in a terrible 
Situation, loving fo ftrongly as flie lov'd, and think- 
ing herfelf, at the fame Time defpis'd ; there is no 
Heroine on thefe Occafinns, that holds, but waips 
fometimes at lead. For Salama, there is no body, 
I afllire myfelf, but thinks him worthy of his Hap- 
pinefs; and, if it had not cort Dias hts Life, he 
would appear with a gieat deal of Satis fa fJioii up- 
on the Throne of Tidir, and in the Arms of the 
Princefs ; allow it him, divine Alcidi.uia. Salama 
merited, without Doubt, that Quixaire IhouJd re- 
compence both his great AiHon, and his Conftan- 
cy ; but allow, befides, there aie Lovers of Sa/a- 
ma's tharafter , th« arc more unhappy than ihis 
Iflander. 

You know there Equals 3re to Salama, 
In Love and Bravery, and all that's gay, 
Who go without the Rccompcnce he had, 
Whofc Fortune wou'd have made them all foglad-

J H E R E liv'd in the famous City of 
\ Burgoi, not long fince/two Knights, that 
I were very rich, the one call'd Don Diego 
5 Carriage, and the rthei. Den Juan de 
Aveniania. Don Diego bad one Son, 
Von Juan had another j we will call them by their 
Fathcis Namei. Car- 
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Carr-ia^ was hut tbideeii Ym«> ol^ w1m»-Jm 
had a gieat Defirc to lamUe, to that Degree, that 
he ftiip'J his Fathei's Hcufe, and went to travel 
the Woijd; he was lb pleas'd wilh the Freedom 
of Life he cTijoy'd, that he took Pleaforc in the 
Incom modules and MiferieE fiich an unwonhy Lite 
brings along witli ic; hard'iicii to all forts of Fati- 
gues ; infeiiJibJc of CoJd or Heal; impenetrable to 
Giicf; and became fo able in the Trade he had 
undertaken to proFefsj that he could have inHiu5ied 
fche rainous Cuznian of Alfarache. One may fayj 
however, that Carr'wffe had not entirely forgotten 
what he was; he diftinguifh'd himfelf by a Getie- 
lofity ) that rcnder'd him lefpeflable to his Com- 
rades. He was above all ejftreamly fobeij and when 
he could not excufe himfelF from Company, where 
he miifl drink, he knew iiow to take fo juR a Mein, 
that he never ioft his Rcatbn. To fpeak all, in 
one Word, the VVoiId faw in Carriajfe, what, per-

of Towns and Cliurches, that itin hilf naked up- 
on tlitir Crutches, whiftling, witlxiut Fear, either 
of tlie Heats of the D' g-Days, or the Frofts of 
the coMeft Winters , as if you were al! Vifagc, 
wicked Embrio's, that fecm to have nothing of 
Man; yau arc fo coumcrfeir, and ont of Shape, 
that yw] are a Difgrace iQ Nature, Cnioip-backs^ 
thac 
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that rathe* carry than walk, with that Part oF the 
Body that remains to youj Cut-puifes in the Mar- 
ket-Place oi Madrid; Pannier- makers of SeviSe% 
in a Word, all the innumerable Company of ihofcj 
compiiz'd under ihe Name of Beggars, prcfume ne- 
ver to brag, to have been, or are, if they have not 
pafs'dtwo Carriers in this Famous feche; 'tis there 
as in the Center, Tdlenefs encounters with Labour ; 
Want with abundance ; Slavery with Liberty ; 'tis 
there the Kn is to be learnt, of not finking under 
AfHifliona, how grievous foever they may be ; where 
Troubles are not felt ; where Fatigue has Attra- 
aions ; and, where the Difagreements of Servitude 
are drown'd in the Sweetnefs of Libeitinage ; 'tis 
there where Vice has nothing that is ihameful; 
where Lyirg and lU-behaviouc are Signs of Wit ; 
where Theu is toletated and encourag'd ; 'tis there 
where Gaming and Dancing , where idle Songs, 
Murmurings , and abundance of other Divcrtife- 
ments, one cannot defcribe , begin regularly every 
Evening, 'till the Sun precipitates into the bittet 
Waves of the Ocean ; and, generally all Days con- 
fecrated to Saints, or that threaten fome Tenipeft : 
Never was Life fo happy as to live without Ambi-, 
tion, and without Glory, when Virtue is trodden 
under Foot, and, that which Men call Honour: 
This Life, in the mean Time, all fweet and volup- 
tuous, (as I have reprefented it) does not want its 
Bitternefles, (as 1 have fufficiently infinuatcd . But

ncveithelefs, more than once, that Guards and Strol- 
lers, Boats and Lading, have teen Prize to the In- 
fidels: And that thofe that lay at Zahara^ which is 
the Place of this Peche, at Night, have fceen cany'd 
next Moining to7ff(Miin, 

Thefe Fears were not capable oF dirgufling Car' 
riaffe. He was three Years in this School, where 
among other Qualities he acquii'd, he became fo 
able a Gamfter, that in the End oF that Time, he 
found himfclf worth fcven or eight hundred Rials 
he had gotten at Play.

He went away on Foot, and came ■ 
to VclUdelid , where he l^aid about Fi^ecn Days 
to recruit , and make feme little Equipage : He 
made two Suii3 very handfome: He took a Scrvantj 
and beginning his Journey veiy well mounted, a 
few Days after he came :to his Father, that nevei 
lefented a more lively Joy than that he had to fee 
his Son, whom he held a long Time for loil. 

Carriage > who certainly had Wit , cnteitain'd 
prefcnily £>cn Diego Carriage his Father with his 
Travels. He toJd him, that not to be difcover'd, 
he had taken the Name of UrJial; he related to 
him a thoufand fuiprizing Adventures ; he told 
hint what had happen'd to him, wherein he was 
not conccrn'd ; but they were made upofFiflions fo ) 
agreeable, fo circumdanciated, and fpoke with fb ' 
great an Air of Stncetity, that Don Diego would , 
liave believ'd him if he had not been his Father: 
He talk'd to him of a thoufand diHeient Places 
where he had never been ; but he took Care not 
to (ay one Word ol Zabam^ altho' it w^s that which 
occur'd moil to his Mind, and where his Heart was 
entirely engag'd, efpecially when he fiw the Time 
draw near he had promis'd to go to his Friends a- 
^in. Hunting his Father delighted in, and often 
made it his Diverfton ; but was none to him ; he was 
weary of Fertivals, Promenades, Speflacles, in all 
parts of Pleafure ; nothing feem'd comparable to the 
Sweetnefs of the Life he had met. Burgoi had no- 
thing could pleafe him; nothing that could make 
him forget, but for one Moment , thofe charm- 
ing Cheats, that had enchanted him, and whom 
he regarded as the only Good that coi:IJ make hini 
veritably happy. 'Tis thus a Man fuffers himfelf 
G g 2 to 
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to be feduc'd, that he becomes his own CuUy, and 
taking the Shadow fbt the Body ^ he mm not only 
aFtet l-ancies, but after Fancies the moft hideous, 
Tbomgs of AvenHania^ Son of Don Juan de A- 
"aeniania, who had been to vifit Carriage feveial 
Times, vifiied him again ; in the mean Time, he 
meditated in his Heait to efcape the fecond Time 
ftom his Father's Houfc, and took the right Mea- 
fufes to make his Dcfign fucceed. He found him 
fad and penlive. What is tlie Matter, Carriaffe i 
(faid youiij; Avendama to him] I find thee extteara- 
ly melancholy ; we arc Friends ftom our Infancy ; 
we conceal'd nothing ftom one another formerly, 
row 'tis nothing fo- Is it an Abfence of many 
Years has fo chang'd thee , tfiat thou haft never 
'tin now, made a Miftery of thy Troubles? For, I 
.perceive clearly, thou haft feme that devout thee. 
I was nevei inconftant. Carrifffi anfwer'd himj 
And never any one made me the like Roproach, 
What I have lov'd once, I love always; and to 
give thee a double Pioof, I will open to you my 
whole Heart. He then difcovei'd his Dclign to 
himj and made him fo handfome a Piflure ot the 
feche of Zabara^ that Avmdania was enchanted 
with it. Far from blaming the Refolutinn thou 
haft taken, I exhort thee to execute it {Aiiendania 
anfwer'd him.) That which pleafcs, is always that 
which m^kes the veritable Happincfs: But this is 
not all, I will accompany thee whirheifoever thou 
goeft, and go and enjoy for a While thofe fwcet 
Fleafurcs, whereof thou haft given me fo agiceabie 
an Idea. Carr'mffey who expeflcd not that, had as 
much Joy as Surpiixe. They embiac'd ; they made 
a thoufand Rccip rocal Fiomifes ; and ttom that 
Time 
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Time foiwatd, they took Caie to provide as mudi 
Money ai was poffible. Avendmiia wai to return 
within two Months to SalamMnea, wheie he had 
begun his Study. Carriage let his Father know 
he h^d a MinJ to go thithei with his Ftiend. 1 
am yet (faid he to him) of a. veritable Age to leata 
Languages, and the Sciences, and I will make fy 
good Ufe of my Time, as will facisFy you. The 
Delign pleas'd Den Diegt^ he was even extraoidi- 
narily pleas'd ; he talk'd of it piefently to Don 
%tan de AvenAama^ who gave him Joy. The two 
Fathers refolv'd. in fine, that theii Soni fliould go 
to Salamanca^ and that they Ihould ftudy there 
tojether. 

The Time for their Departure being come, they 
were provided with the Money they wanted , and 
a tjovernor, who had more of the Honeft Man than 
the Prudent and Covetous. They xeceiv'd their 
Parents Blefling ; they promis'd Mountains and 
Wonders , and took their Journey on two good 
Mules, with two Servaats^ and the Governor, who 
had let liis Beard grow to have the more Majefty, 
and infpire the more Rcfpcfl.

He durft noe any longer 
contend, ia tefuftng them ; hot it wa>, however^ 
with a great deal « Regret and Rcpngnance. He 
had a Mind to lave the ExpeiKc of this Vifir, and 
go and Ijre in a V'iUagc, from whence he might ai- 
rive in two Dayi at Sslamanai', but if be had 
his Views, hii Popilj bid thdis, which they de- 
fign'd to crecirte the &me Day, which they had 
provided fnt already, in leizing of fout hundred 
Ciovrni of ^old he lud in hli Pottmantua. 

Ai foon ai Carriaffe and Aaeniama had obtain'd 
VtVfK to go fee thi& Fountain, fo famous foi tta

The Side voe have taken, which 
ii fa werthy of ferj*ns of Quality , and the long 
journey ■we are to take, it a legiliwate Excufe^ that 
we hope thit Tault voUl be pardon'd. Our Deparm 
ture it nam ; but our Jieturn when Ced pleafes • 
wbtm we praj to take ycu to hit TruteBion. from the 
Teuntain of Argalles.

htn Pedro Alanw (that was the Gov«noi*s Name) 
was mightily fuipiiz'd at the leading of this Let- 
ter; the firft Thing he didj was to look for the 
Poitmantua, he found it empty; Carriage and A- 
vendama had told no Lye; his Diforder was not 
fmall, he took a thoufand chimeiic Kefolutions ; 
tut, aFiet all, they feem'd impraflicablc, and net 
knowing what Saint he fhould apply himfel£ 
to, he tetuin'd to Burgei, where he was not over- 
well leceived ; 'tis not diSicil ta comprehend it ; 
For, 
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For, Otrriaffe uxi AaiadamM, tbey poifiKd tfanr 
Way; and hiving aa in tlieu loiaaev a UnJc 
Inn, thcjr ftop'd tfacre to taSc aad le&efii them- 
t^ira. Tbejr woe not alone io this PWe ; tbi^ 
went aiide to talk tognba; bat tlut liiiideicd 
than not fiaai comreffing nidi two Setraats, tcij J 
fhaip, thu CUBE out with a tbooland little Take 
lot Lsu^ng ; one ome &oai T*'(<(*k tbc otbci was 
nuig thiiber. 'Tit Tine to pnt, and maJic the 
kfl «f oar Way (laid the nifl» tntning to bin 
riui was going to liUii) 'tis now Day "till Niglit 
esmes, and tbe faeft oE l^iiends inaft pait at hft: 
Sac bcfoic we pait> 1 have a Word of Adrice £u 
thte. Go not to die Inn whete thoa doll rommoo- 
ly lodge ; if thou wilt a^ieeably feed thine Eya^ 
-to lodge at SevUiam'a Hode, wbe^e thou wik fte 
Jie handromell Maid^ peihapi, that is in tbe Wotltl ; 
I IhaQ nnt driw hei Piftaie, I have no Eipteffioos 
flrODg enrmgh nci quick enough. All ttut 1 fliall 
fay to convince thee ij, that (be Mayor's Son dies 
foi Love of her, and does a thou&nd Fooleries 
to make hei love hira. The Mailer whom Ifcve, 
who is a Gentleman well- made, is no lefs a Fool 
than the Mayor's Son; he is lefolved, after a lit- 
tle Journey he is to take, to go and enraoip two 
or ihiee Morths at lolaio in tbe fame Inn, for 
nothing elfe but the Pleafure to fee this Girl ; die 
other Views he has 1 know nnthing of; bat I 
am very much afraid, he will not find what he 
loofes, for fhe's teiribly fierce. I pinch "d her once, 
and all that I gor, was a Blow, the fined I tvex 
had in my Life; never was any thing colder or 
more difdaiiiful ; 'tis a Rofe ftuck round with 
jThoms; he is an tuppy Man that aui pluck It 

without ^ 
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without pricking his Fingers ; I leave the Conqueft 
therefore to him that wiU undertake it ; for I fee ivcl! 
enough, I fhould loofe tut ray Steps and my Pains; 
'tis a Bit h>r an Arch-Deacon, or an Earl; I Ihall 
trouble myfelF no faither about her. Tlic two Ser- 
vants parted ; Carritijfe and Avendania began theit 
Journey ; half an Hour after the) difcours'd of di- 
vers Things, and the Servant) of whom fuch Won- 
ders were told, was not forgot: They Ihew'd both 
of 'em a Defire to fee her, paiticulaily Aoendimia, 
who telt already fomething for her, fo great an Im- 
preflion had the Piihire of her Beauty made upon 
his Mind. They came at lafl to Toledo. Carr'taj[e^ 
who had been before in this City, went ftraic to 
SeviUarii Houfe ; but, as it was the moft famous 
Imi of the City, where none lefidedj but People 
with great Equipages, they durft not at firft att 
for Lodging there. Let us go look for a Lodging 
fomewherc elfc (faid Carriaffe) wc are weary, ana

I 
look for two Gentlemen of Surget , who go to 
Seville^ who lye, or arc to lyt here ; I belong 
to ci;e of thofe Gentlemen, and 1 am to wait for 
'em at your Houfe. It was leply'd, that he mi^ht 
wait there. Otdci then (faid Autniania) that 
they make ready 3 Chamber for one of my Com- 
rades and for me. It fhall be done (laid the 
Landlord of the Houfe tken) and in that InDant, 
tmniiig 1 
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turning to the Girl, gave her his Orders ; after 
which ihe withdrew, and Avevdania went to Cat' 
riaffe. Kc made Recital, in a Manner fo confbs'dj 
that Carriaffe faw plainly what his Friend had 
upon Wing ; he would not however let him know 
it, not 'quarrel with him 'till he had HiH feen the 
Objcfl ot this growng Flame , that feem'd to him 
lb extraordinary; they went into the Inn; and 
Arguillij, who was a Woman of foity five Years 
of Age, Chamberlain of the Beds and Furniture 
of the Chambers, ftiew'd 'em into a little Chamber, 
that pleai'd 'em. TJiey call'd for Supper, ArguiUia 
anfwer'd 'em, they diefs'd no Meat for any one in

(reply'd Carriajfe) I have taken you at the Hop, 
and you ihall not efcape me, my poor Friend : I 
know now, Toledo has more of your Mean than 
our Journey. I own it (fait) Avtndania^ interrupting 
him) I can as foon depart ftom Cenfianda as I 
can fiom myfelf; Love is like Fire, neither the 
One nor the other can he hid. The Refolution 
is good, without doubt (reply 'd Cirriajjd) and wor- 
thy o? Don Juan de Avsniiania's Son, yomig, rich, 
and well made as he is, and one of the moft il- 
Juftrious Families of Ca(lik. My Refolution is 
very nair as noble as thine (faid Avsndama) for, 
in fine, to do thee juHjcc, my good Friend; Art 
not thou the Son of Don Diego Carriaffs, Knight 
of the Order ci Alcantara i Ajt not thou his cl- 
dcft Son ? Is it not thou that ought to fHcceed to 
his Dignities, and his great Eflates ? In the mean 
time, ^^as thy Inclinatiin any Thing that anfwers 
to what thou art, and what tliou ought'ft toba in 
Time? Thou ait in Love as I am, and oF whom ? 
Of the Psche of Zahara. One Inclination is as 
^ood as the other. Thou beatcft me with the 
fame Weapons I have beat thee with, my dear 
Avenddnia (anfwer'd Carriage.) I have nothing to 
reply to thee : Let us flop there, and go to Bed j 
perhaps, To-motroiv, we fliall tc wifer {Uid Avsn~ 
dania, ficiling) When thou haft feen Confitmcia 
(faid he, further) I am certain then, thou wilt uTe 
ether Language. 1 fee plainly (faid Carriaffe) 
vlteie all this m\\ end, and in what, {Avendani* 
inter- 
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interrupted) 'Tis aufwei'd Carriaffi!, that I Ihall 
go to my Pechcy and there will Hay with Qmftan- 
cia. I (hall not be To happy (cry'd out Avendama, 
£|hing.) Nor I (laid Carriage again) fi com- 
plaifant, and fo much my own Enemy, ro renounce 
for thee an Happinefs fo folid , and fo leal , as 
thine is chimeiical and imaginary. 

They came to the Inn, where the Conveirttion 
continued, within a liitie on the fame Tone. At 
iaft they went to Bed, and Fell allecp ; but they 
hardly repos'd one Hour but they were wak'iicd with 
a Symphony of divers Iniiiumciits, they heard in 
the Street. They fate upon the Bed, and hcuken- 
ing a little : I will lay a Wage: 'tis Day (faid Car~ 
riaffe) and that there is a Feftival in feme Church 
of the Neighbourhood.

"Twas unnecelTaiy to tell Carrlaffe and Avenda- 
niaj thtt this Mufic twas for Cmflantia. The 
Woids of this Air were clear, there was no room 
to make the lead Doubt. Avendania was mov'd; 
be was in Inquielude: We will fay better, he was 
tormented with a Orange Jealoufy : He knew no 
more now where he was : That ivhich redoubled 
his Difordcr was, that he knew not the Concuirenc 
tlut came to ciofs the Conquell he had a Mind to 
make ; but he was foon inform 'd. Is it poflible ? 
(faid one, all ot a fuddain (one of thofe that were 
at the Grates of the Balcony) Is it poffible th« 
the Mayor's Son fliould fo forget himfelf, as to a- 
mufe hiinfeif to give Serenades to a Servant? I 
own that this Girl is well fhap'dj and, perhaps, tlie 
prettiefl that is any where to be feen ; but in fine, 
ihe' is a Servant, and he courts her too pubiicly. 
That which I find to fay more (faid another) is, 
that he puts himfelf to inutil Charges, aivJ makes 
Motions to no Purpofc. The Gitl anfwers not in 
any Manner his Love ; flie would never fo much as 
lieaikcn to him; and at the Time wc are talking, 
ihe is iii Bed, very traiiquille, in her Miftrcfs's 
Chamber, where flie can hesr nothing that is done 
in the Street. She is virtuous, all thofe that know 
tier agEce: and as Che had Prudence alfo in a great 
Mea- 
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Meafuie, Oie knows veiy well the Rilque Ihe fiiould 
lUH) if the fhculd ainufe heifelf to open hei Ears 
to Fktteiies, hei Beauty mielit produce ; foi that 
Reafon ihe is infenfible, at leaft, to avoid Occa- 
lior.s, wheiein Ihe might he oblig'd to hearken to 
Couitfhip, 

AvenAania began to take Hcait at thefe Words. 
They hcaik'ned to the iLft of the Serenade ; they 
went on to elevate Confiancia up to the Skies: But 
Ctn/iantia tioubl'd heifelE very little about it; fhe 
flept profoundly. At laft the Muficians withdrew. 
Carriaffe and Avendania went to Bed again, to 
wait for Day, Day came, and 'Cenftuncia appeai'd 
a thoufknd Times moie beautiful than the Morn- 
ing ; Her Drefs was a Gown of a little green Sta- 
mel, with b Petticoat of the fame Stul^', the Lin- 
ing of a Colour a little lefs lovdy, fuited it very 
well , her Neckcloth was cmbtoider'd with black 
Silk, flie had Pendants in her Ears, that look'd 
like two Pearh, tut yet were but Glafs, and her 
Hair J which was an admirafela Flascn, was ty'd 
with a Kibband.

When flie went out 
of her Miiiiefs's Chamber , the firft Objeas that 
piefented themfelves to her Eyesj were Carriaffe 
and Avendania ; file prefertly turn'd away her Head, 
and proftrating herfe't helore an Image, that was 
in a Nick of the Wall, fhe withdrew, to go to call 
Arguillia, who was not up yet. 

Without diiTembliiig, Carriaffe was charm'd with

A Moment after, Argutllia came outj with two 
other young Women of Galhma^ that were alfb 
Servants in the fame Houfe. At the Tme Time, 
Servants from all Sides, lun about to afk tor Oats 
of the Landlord, who, when he gave it 'em, made 
a. thoufand Imprecations againft his Maids, that 
were the Caufe (faid he) that one of the beft Do- 
mellics hi the Woild had left him. Avendama^ 
who from the Top of the Stair-cafe perceiv'd the 
Landlord's Difotder. cndcavour'd to make ufe of 
this Occafion , to offer him his Service, Never 
trouble yourfelf about it (faid he to him) you may 
recover what you have loft, only give me your Book 
of Accounts, I will difchargc that Funflioii whiJc 
I am here, and I warrant you, I fliall pleafe you 
very well, i will take you at your Word (anfwer'tl 
the Landlord) and I take the Offer very kindly ; 
foi, as I cannot be every where, I have a thoii- 
faiid, and a thoufand Affairs that call me afide e- 
very Moment. Come down then, my Friend, and 
enter upon the Charge, you muft only have a Care 
they do not cheat you ; for thou haft to do with 
People, over whom you mart carry a good Foot, 
and a good Eye, who make little Confciencc of 
taking a Bufbel of Oats, and even nvo more than 
is wanted, and ileal the Straw too. Avendania 
came down to the Landloid, who gave him his Book 
of Accounts; and t' is new OEconomift took fo 
well to his Bufinefs, in the Diftribution he began 
to make, that the Landlord cry'd out, Would to 
God thv Maftcr come no more, and that thou were 
at Liberty to dwell with me. Thou might'ft well 
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£iy thou wouM'd loofe nothing by the Change; ,toi 
upon the Word of an honefl Man, the Lad that 
kit me, came hiihei about cieht Months agonc, 
lean, poor, lowfey, and all in R^ggs. I wifh thou 
' had'd feen him. He went away big and fst, and 
with two good Suits ot Cloaths. Thou takefl ,me 
light (f^id he) there cannot choofe but to be great 
Profit for Servants in the Houfc, befides their' Wa- 
ges, there come fuch Abundance of Lwds and grflat 
Men, every Day from all I'arts. If I live with 
you (rcply'd Avsndama) I ihall not regar^l Gain 
lb much J I fhould be content wi(h a Tiiall Matter, 
for the Pleafure of living in this City, which, as 
chey fay, is the belt of all Spain. It is fo (faid 
the Landlord) but that is not all ; I want a young 
Lad to fetch Water fiom the River. I had one 
ciiiee Days a^one, who with a famous Afs that I 
have, fupply'd my Houfc. I wanted fo little, when 
he was here, as I might if in the middle oE the 
Sea ; and thou may'lt well think, that Scivanis 
would rather cany their Mailers to an Inn where 
Water is £o plenty, from Morning to Night, than 
go to another, where they are oblig'd to go fetch 
it themfelves from the Rivei. 

Carriajje^ who heark'ned to this Dialogue, be- 
gan to fay to himfelf, Here i^ an OfEce waits for 
me, I may have it if I will ; very well, we except 
the Employ. Upon this, he sddielTes to the Land< 
lord, and told him, he had found what he look'd 
for; Let the Afs come {U'v\ he to him) and you 
will fee you will be no Icfs pleas'd with me than 
with (iiy Comrade. I will anfwcr for him O"'"- 
TUpting Avendtmia) L9pe the Afiurian, 'dial's hia 
Namej tis he that you want; look iro fuitheri Fir 
'' < li another. 
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another, ArguilBa, who from a little Alley, where 
file was, heard thefe Words, and goiiiR to jtven- 
daniay hid to him, Who are you, my Friend, that 
take upon you lo pafs your Word for another who 
wants it yourfelf ? And my Mafter is very good, by 
my Faith, to lend an Ear to your Songs. Ho]d thy 
Peace, Argu'rllia (faitl the Landlord) do not thou 
meddle with our Bargain; I aflc not thy Advice; 
I caution 'em both ; and what I have to recom- 
mend to thee, and the lefk of the Maids, that you 
have nothing to do with them; for 1 locfe all my 
Men by youi Means. By my Faith, ihty are fine 
Priggs to have any thing to do with (anfwci'd jlr- 
gutlha) I wifii thev would but once look me in 
the Face, they fliould not try it again. Sleep found 
on that Side : one muft have a great Mind to quar- 
rel, to quarrel wiiii fuch Animals ( we are not for 
their Turn. She had, however, other Thoughts. 

In Eftefl, (he was no Jboner afTur'd thai the Land- 
lord had enteitain'd both, but Ihc form'd a Delign 
to make the Afiurian Jove her, whole Mien pleas'd 
her extreamly. She thought , that by Means o^ 
making Steps, Ihe fhould, at lafl, obtnin her Ends, 
which was only to begin, that nothing in the World 
was more eafy. Another ot the Maids, call'd Gal- 
iiega, that lay with her, form'd the fame Delign 
upon Avrndania, who caus'd himfelf to be calld 
Ihomat Pedro. They made ConSdence from the 
fame Day of the Refolution they h^d taken, and 
concerted prefently together all Meafurcs necelTaiy, 
to cirry on with them a fecret Commerce; but ihcy 
miftoofc their Reckoning. 

To come back to Carriaffe. As foon as he was 

tiii'd, he begin to enter upon his Funflion ; hb 

mounted 
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mounted upon his Afs, and lun to the Rivei ; but 
this SiH Day was mark'd foi an Adventure, not 
veiy agreeable to him, Ilt-luck would hive it, that 
in a little Alley he met another Watei Carrier , 
who came loaden^ and was mounted upon a ml- 
feiable Afs, who either for old Age, or Wcarinefs, 
could hardly draw his Legs after him ; as his was 
vigorous^ and for his Part, perhaps he thought of 
nothing but the Lady Peche of Zahara, the two 
Animals juftled, and the Shock was fo rude, that 
the Weakeft being oblig'd to give Way to the 
Strongeil, the Afs that was laden was thrown down 
all of a fuddaln, with the Portet that was upon 
her, and all the Girts broke to Pieces. The Wa- 
ter Carrier this Misfortune fell upon, was no (bon- 
er got off again but he fcil upon Afluriano like d 
Fury, and laid him on betore he had Time to look 
to himfelf. Laps., the Afiurian, who had a great 
Heart, and fiw how it was, dilmounted from his 
Afs, as Joon as he was a little come to himfelf, 
and being his Turn to be aiigiy, he fell prefentJy 
upon the Water Carrier, and took him by the 
Throat with both his Hands, and after two or three 
Shikings, he threw him on the Ground. Twai 
nothing 'till then, but unhappily for both^ the Wa- 
ter Carrier ftruck his Head againft a Stone, a ter- 
rible Blow, when he was thrown down by Afluri- 
anOj that there has hardly been <een fu:h a Wound 
as that was. Every body thought he would never 
recover. The other Water Caniers that went to 
the River, or came back again, feeing tlicir Com- 
rade upon the Paving, and ihat he fwam in his 
Blood, cry'd out Murder, and feiz'd \ipnn Afturiana^ 
whom they handled fo , that his -Life was in as 
I i 2 much 
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much Danger as that of him that was wounded. 
Upon thefe Scuffles, and the Noife that was fpread, 
thdt a Water Carrier had been kiH'd, three Bajliifs 
came to the FielJ oF Battle, and without other 
Form of Procers, they feizM upon /Ijiuriano and 
his Afs. They (et the wounded Man upon bis 
crofs-ways, and carry'd all to Prifon, One may 
HcIl iitiaoine all the People run to fee this Spefla- 
cJe: SevtUan^ and Thomat fedro, did as others ; 
but they were mightily furpriz'd when they lawi^^u- 
riano, whom two Bayliflrs held by the Arms, and 
his Face all bloody. The Landlord caft his Eye» 
every wherej to fee if he could find his Afs, and 
faiv it at laft, in tlic Hands of anotliei BaylifF. He 
prefently unjejftood what pafs'd \ittvitzn Afiutiana 
and the other Water Carrier, at which he was 
troubled, becaufe Afiuriano had the Air of a good 
Servant ; but he was much mote concern'd that his 
Afi was cn5agd in this Affair. 

Avendania fr>11ow'd his Comrade, but it was !m- 
poflJhle to fpe.ik with him. Carritiffe wa^fnadc 
a do:e Prifoncr, and the wounded put in a little 
Chamber, where the Surgeons thought fit. They 
found that the Wound was mortal; they fpoke it 
publicly as thev went out. For the Afles, the Bay- 
lifts took "em home, after having fciz'd on fcven 
or eight Rials, they Found upon Carriage. *Twas 
happy he had no more, Avendania kept the Tiea- 
lure. 

Avsndania went back to the Inn, much out of 
Humour, and difordcr'd, to make an exaft Report 
to Sevi/lan of the Condition he had left his Ci>ni- 
rade in; the Danger the wounded toas' in; and the 
Fate of the Afs. Here's a fad Adventure (faid he) 
and 
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and iot xn encieafe of Misfoitune, I ]U(l now met 
a Gentleman of Surgof^ who intoim'd me, mv Ma-> 
flei would not pafs this Way ; for to piake the 
tiiOTe Hafle, and co gain two FiftoJes, he went over 
in the Boat of At£ca \ thai he would lie this Night 
at OrguT^ and ftay for me at Seville. In the mean 
Time, this- Gentleman has given me twelve Croivna 
of his gofxl Will, that I put into your Hands^ that 
you. may endeavour to take Afiuria«o out of Pri- 
fon.. 1 have no Need of this Money^ for I fhall 
not go to Seville j and, I believe, I may on this 
Occaiion^ without wronging my Confcience, difo- 
bey my MaDer. Be that as it ivill, I fhall never 
have, the Heart to leave my Friend in Prifon, and 
the Dsnger he is in for his Life, I am well alTur'd 
my Maftei will allow me this Tianfgielllon ; far he 
always recommends I to his Domeflicks, to love and 
ferve . one another : And as on tbe other Side, he is 
very lender; and T can reaken upon't, as a Thing 
certain, that the Momait he knows ABuriam'i Fate, 
he will open his Puife to make and End of the 
Bufincfs, if the Thing fcc not abfolutely impcflible. 
The Landlord was very well pleafed with the 
Money be rer:eived, and at the Words of IhoniaM 
Pedro, Be not alarm'd (faid he to Iiim) my deai 
Thomas, there's a Remedy for all Things ; and we 
are not fo bare of Friends, but we have one or o- 
iher that will bell ir himfelf on this Rencounter: 
I have not loft all Hope to fee again yet Aflu- 
riano, and my poor Afs, found and faFe. There's 
a Nun^ a Kinfwoman of the Mayor's, that c?n, 
make him do ivhatfoevci fhe pleafes; and I doubt 
not of having Accefs to this good Lady. Do you 
teu loej Ibomati A Laundrcfs that waflics fbt 
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one of our NeighbouiSj has a Daughter extreamlf 
belov'tl by a Monk, I need not tell you his Name, 
and [his Monk is aniiuimate Fiiend of the Nun'a 
Confeflbr. My Wife (hall fpeak to the Neigh-' 
bour ; the Neighbour fliall fpeak to the Laundrefs;*- 
the Laundrefs to her Daughter j the Daughter to'' 
the Monk; the Monk to the Nun's Confeflbr ji 
and the Nui?s Confeflbi to the Mayor; there the' 
Bufincfs is done : Yes; I promife thee, we will' 
(ave AfiurianOi it he had killed all the Water- ' 
Caitieis of loledoi nor will we loofe our Afs, pro- ' 
vided] ihowever, that thy Matter be as kind and 
as Jibeial as thoii fjy'ft; for many People mud 
hive their Fingers greatefl on thefe Rencounters, 
il he would not have his Sollicitations fruitlefs; 
I believe thou ait not ignorant of that. Ihnn** 
had much ado to tbrbeai laughing, to hear this 
GibberiDi. altho' he had no great Caufe to be mer- 
ry ; howcveij he ihank'd Sevilian, and protnis'd 
him to forget ncthing proper to acquaint hisMa- 
flcr with, to obtain fome Rciief. 

ArguiJliaj wlio had feen Afluriano in the Bay- 
liff's Hands, was no lefs affliiled at this Adven- 
ture than Thomas ?ddro ; She was ready to dye 
with Grief; fhe run prefently to the Prifon all in i 
Tcaia, under Pntence of carrying him hrs Dinner;^ 
but (he was not fufter'd to fpeak with him. Mur-*' 
dercts are not to be feen (fsid the Keeper) you'll ' 
have time enough to fee him when he is hang'd in ' 
the Maiket-place. This was all the Confolation 
file received fiom t! is barbarous layler, who, in the 
mean time, was a bad Prophet. The wounded Man ■ 
was out of Danger fifreen Days after ; and the twen- ' 
tietb, the Chirurgeoiis declat'd, he was entirely ^A 
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cured. Jhotttas^ who knew very well the Mayoi 
and BaylifFs mufl be faiisty'd , and the wounded 
Man indempnified, was no fooner advertiz'd what 
the Chiiurgeons faid, but he told SeviUan^ that 
his Maflei had anrwefd a Lettci that had been 
wiitten to him j and at the fame time, lemittcd 
him fifty Ciowns in Gold ; and that he might not 
hold him any longer in Sufpence, took out of his 
Eofom the Money, and gave it him with a Lei- 
ter, pietended to be wdtten by his Maltei: As it 
was indifEerent to SeviUan , whether the Letter 
was true oi Ealfe, he would not lead it, nor fo 
much as look on it ; and teceiving very joyFully 
the 6fcy Crowns, he told him, after he had told 
it three or four Times, and well examined ir. If 
we have no need, my Friend, for Solicitors, or 
Sol kit redes, we Ihall fee again, be aOuied, thy 
dear ^/ur7«n0 ; and I, my dear, aflc'd. Whether (to 
make fliort) the wounded Man was fatisfy'd with 
fix Ducats ? And Afluriano and the Afs were con- 
demn'd in ten and the Charges; whereufon they 
were fet at Lit-etty. 

Seven or eight Days before Afiuriano went out 
oE Piifon, he was permitted to fee Jhomai Pedr-o, 
and Sevil/an's Maid -Servants, who cariy'd him his 
Viau lis. Arguillia, who took Care of that Mat- 
ter every Day, had declar'd her Heart to him; 
and had made fuch undecent Steps to him, that he 
rcfolv'd to free liimfelf from the Solicitations oE 
this Woman, to leave Sevi/lan's Service : In the 
mean lime, being unwilling to leave lokda, 'till 
he had feen the Su.-ccfs of jtver.dama's Courtlhip, 
he formed a Dcfign to buy an Afs, and continue 
tfag T rade of a Watcr-Catrier, that he might not 
^^ pafs 
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pals hi a' Vagabond, and be driven out of- the 
City. I will walk thus (faid he to- Autniania) 
from Morning 'till Night, without any Contradi- 
ction; I will diftribuce my Water to whom I 
think 6t, and I will examine, at my Leitbie and 
my E«fe, where arc the uglie^ Women. Say ra- 
ther (reply'd Ihiniai Pedro) whcic aie the hand- 
fomefi ; for, certainly, 'tis the bell City ot all Spainy 
■where are the bell (hap'd, and the 'moft Polite. I 
will, only to convince thee, put thee in Mind of 
Con^ancijy who is a Miracle ot Beauty, fof't and 
tiii. Ihomai (faid Afturiana) do not exalt too 
much this Servant. She is no Servant freply'd TAo- 
viai) hct Butincfs is to watch the Maid-Seivants 
of the Inn, to take C<ire of the Linnen and the 
Plate, and to give Orders to the Domellicks. They 
cat! her howevct (reply'd Afluriane') nothing but 
the IJIuflrious Chambermaid ; and thou can'ft not 
be ignorant what that Word fignifies. I am not 
Ignorant of it (reply'd IhamM) it fignifies a Ser- 
vant, tJiat puts hei Hands to every Thing, that does 
even the loweft Offices. But believe me, Ihe has 
HO other Employ, however, but that T was fpeaking 
oh I believe it (faid Afturiano) but to talk no 
more of that, tell me my dear ihomasy how goes 
thy Affairs with her ? They cannot go woife (an- 
fwered themas) I could never come tu fpeak with 
ber yet ; but that ivhich confoJates me is, that flic 
fpeaks to no Man, not fo much as to the Mayor's 
Son, who courts her puWickly ; who gives her Mi;- 
iic almofl every Night j ^nd who has declar'dhim- 
ftlf fo highly, that he calls her by her Name in 
his Songs and Romances; but this cnmrorts me not : 
Howc7n, if the' Msyot'e Son cannot obtain her Fa- 
-' - vour 
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rour now, yet he may at lall have the Happinefi 
to obtain it. What wilt thou do then with this Por- 
cia} this Minerva y this Penelope, that difchiiges fo 
tvoilhy an Employment in Sevillan'a Houfe (faid 
Afluriano Cniling }) Vince thou lovell hei withouc 
HopC) mock on as much as thou wilt (reply'd Tho- 
m*s) bm 1 know very well I am in love with an 
accomplifli'd Perfonj who makes herfelf no lefs ad- 
mii'd fci her Virtue, than (he is diHinguifli'd for 
her Charms. I know flie ferves in this Inn, but 
at the fame time, I know Ihe deferves to be ferv'd 
by the greatell Monarchs in the World : In a word, 
I love her ; for don t think I love her, to gratify 
an indecent Paflion, O Flatonick Love ! cry'd Affu' 
riana, an illufliious Servant full of Cbaims, enough 
to bind the gieateA Kings in Chains ! Oh happy 
Age ! that letrafls the Golden Age, where the f^me 
Hand that holds the Scepter, crowns a Shepherdefa 
with Garlands ! Oh my dear Filh, that fpent this 
Spring without feeing me; when IhalM enjoy you? 
For in Ihort, we have all out Intrigues. Afiunava 
faid, Jhomaiy thou mockeft me too openly. Go 
to thyFilh, I ihill not be againft it, and leive me 
here, where thou ihalt find me at thy Return: *Ti» 
fit every one Ihould Follow his Inclin^^tion : Let 
us divide the Money that leoiains, and let us part 

?ood Friends. Art thou in EarncA , my good 
liend ? (faid Afiuriayjo) Thou doft not fee I make 
rayfeif meiiy. No ; Tbanias, I will not leave thee: 
And I renounce for the Love of thee, this Year, 
all the Delights of Zahara. I have but one Fa- 
vour to alk thee ; do not take it amifs, if I exer- 
cize the Refolution I have taken, to (tiyno longcs 
in this Houfe. I am willing to avoid the Petfc- 
K k cution* 
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CBtiofls of Ai'guiUie^ who, w thou fcneweftj hxa 
got' it in her Head to be in Jowe with msj and 
whoj thou knowcftj has not the good Fortune to 
ht accepted. Never was Cieatorej perhaps, more 
ugly, and mote difguRful, without fpeahing oi hei 
Ways, which are h^iribic She has hardly ever a 
Tooth in hei Head but what is counterfeit. She 
has falfe Hair ; and' to appear the nxjie wijnckled, 
or Icfs fmooih, (he iays on fuch a deal ol: Paint 
on her Face, that ihe is i tine Pi.a«ire in PUifler. 
There is nothing moic irue ( aiifwer'd IhotKai ) 
but thou muft know, that Galliega is no handfomer, 
ajid that Ihe pcrrecutes me as much at ieaft, a* 
Arguillm pcrfecutes thee. In the Condition that 
I am in (faid amorous 7howat) I oaght to fbffcr 
all, my dear Afiuriano ; for thee 'tis atherwife. Lie 
ro-Night with me, and buy an Afs to-Moirrow. 
Thou tnaift go whltheifoever thou pleafefl, 1 will not 
oppofe it in the lead. 

There was this Night a Ball before the Irai- 
Dooi; the Dancers and Dancerefles were the Men 
and titc Maidsj and fome Girls of' the Neighbour- 
hood. Many Perfons were there in Mafks, rather 
to fee Cofiftancia than the Ball; but file appear'd 
not. Afiurtano play'd on the Guitar, and he came 
off fo well, that all the Company were chajm'df 
In the mean Time, in the Height of the Dancing, 
when others were wild to dance, one of the Maflcs 
without difcoveiing himfelf faid , he defir'd him 
to give off. As he would not do it at firft, ano- 
ther Maflt began to quaiiel with him the German 
Way; fo that .^M»-i«Mfl, as rugged as he was, had 
the Wifdom to give Way. Ii> Effeft, thefe Maflts 
wert coifideiable Perfons. The Men began to Mu- 
*-;-• " - tiny, 
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iiny, and] pethaf s, even to come to EIohis with 
tbele unknovvj), if the Landlord had not incei- 
pos'd ; and tbe WiLCch going the Jlound, nothing 
liagicai happen d; and a Moment < after, was hear 'd 
an adA^iabie Voice j 'tvns one of thefe Miiks, that 
£ite down. on a Stone, oppaCte to the Dooij who 
-fiifig tbe^e Woi-ds :

■iVhere lies this Beauty hiJ, this Star that fhines, 
PreCig'ng me fuch ToiniEiitSj and Divines

Aiife thou fecond Sun of our Horizon ; 
Rife from the Bottom of the Sea ; advize on 
Confiantia, how thy faithful Servant dies 
Thy Cruelty to ihun. I ftyaiile; 
Suffer fais Tears to vanquilh thy hard Heart, 
And let the God of Love peiibrm his Part. 
Leare this unworthy Slavery, that confuines 
The biightefl of thy Days, and ne'er aSumcs 
The Charms of Love. Leave thy Feivety 
To thofej who for thy Beauty pine and die. 
Let Hftien's Bond unite thee taCl to me ; 
Myiliaod and Faith aoR conlUnt thine Iball be. 

The Muli:ian was applauded, only one of the 
ifen cry'd out a thoufand Fooleries upon him. Tm- 
J^ (faid he) heic afie pleafant Songs thou hall fung 
U} Con/iancia- tfety pleafant Sonnets; 'ris happy 
■for hei ihe is afleep, and never heard thy Language. 
Is it for a Servant to talk of the Hmjzon and Fir- 
mament } 'lis f£^b German, fit foi Gills, that 
K k 2 read 
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lead Romance of Knight Errantry. Foi h« Part, 1 
ftie reads nnthing but Piayer- Bopks. Beftow, my J 
Fiiend, thy Romancesj and thy Rhimes, upon feme ' 
other. 'Tis a Jargon Ihe takes no Dclignt in, no 
moie than the mtfeiableil Servant the Landlord 
ever had. Befides, thou muft know, if thnu doft 
not know it, that Ihe cares neither for thee, noi 
for thofe that employ thee, no more than for tre", 
S^r Jehn. As much a Seivanc as Ihe is, flie ims- 
giiies, that the gieaieft of all Men are beneath hci :^ 
So much fhe ^il^ains 'cm all. I think, (he believ&l 
herfeJf defcended from feme Indian King, or, at 
Jeaft, frtme Knight Errant. As to myfelfj that have 
addrefsd her fevcral Times with Sonnets, that coft 
me fome Money, and had nothing hack again but 
Slights for Recompence. I leave her to hcrfel^ 
and think him a Fool that troubles himself about 
her. She will be a Hagg in Time ; the will grow 
old, and her Beauty with it; and the Time will 
come, that very ftr from calling her Sun, file will 
not be call'd fo much as a Moon , we fhall fee 
few Years hence ; Time is a good Mafter, that will 
giw me a good Account. Every one Jaugh'd at the 
amorous Rage of the Servant, and withdrew. 

Afiurmno and Ihtma* went to Bed, as all the 
lert did ; but they hardly began to fliut their Eyes 
but they hear'd fcr^tching at the Chamber Door; 
'twas ArpaWta and Galtiegay who fiid, in a Jow 
VoiSc, Open to us, for ive die with Cold. 'Tia 
very iiot, tho" (anfwer'd jiffuritne^ very angry) we 
are in the Dog-Days, Leave your Rsilleriea Afiu- 
riano {ttpXy'A GaUiega) and open to as quickly; 
we come hither with a good Meaning. By mv Faith, 
(Ti? Ladies the Servants, you will do well to be 
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^ gone { we will have none of youi Company this 

Night; go warm yourfelves fomewhere elfcj and 

leave us to lleep. As A^uriane fpoke fomewhat 

hard, and mixt his Words with fome Menaces, they 

went off in Diforder. All that ArgwUia did be- 

^ fore flie went to Bed, was to put her Belly to a 

f Hole of the Grate, and fay, By my Faith, Honey 

I is not fit for the Mouth of an Afs. We are now 

' lid of the Perfccucions of there Creatures very cheap 

] (fiiid Afluriano turning to IhoniM.) But doft fee 

(faid he) I would not ftay one Day longer in this 

Houfe for all the Gold of feru^ or if thou would'Q 

I make me King ot China. Let us try to lleep again, 

1 and I warrant thee I'll unravel all this, as foon ai 

'tis Day; I have told thee already (anfwer'd "Iho- 

wm) thou art free to do it ; purfue thy Journey, 

if thou mlt, or make thylelf a Water Carrier, as 

thnu had laid thy Defign. I am refolvd to take 

this laft Side (faid Afiuriano) I make a Conference 

of leaving thee, 'till I fee where thy Amours will 

end, and what the IfTue will be. They went to 

fleep again, and as foon as Day appeai'd they arofe. 

Ihamas went to give our his Oats, and Afturiiato 

went out to fee for an Afs to buy. 

In the Time that ^wriizwa was in Prifon, TA«- 
tr.as, after having done his Bufinefii, recii'd com- 
monly to Solitude, where he made amorous Ver- 
fes, and had writ them in the fame Book in which 
he kept an Account of the Oats he diflributcd. 
His Defign was to tranfcribe 'em, and afterwards 
tear the I^af out; but he was fo taken up with 
Conftancja that he had forgot to do it, and by grea- 
ter Imprudencej he left the Book one Day upon 
a Table, where his Mafiet found ir. 

The 
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Tile Landlord, who had a mind to fee how the 
Account of his Oats ilood, Unce occafion piefentted, 
opened the Book and found Ihfmats Veifes. As 
he little thouglii, that his Men amus'j themfclvcs 
to cajole Maid-Setvants, but much lefs CfHfianda, 
he went off much out of Humaai, and went eo 
look for his GirJ, whom he found in liis Wife's 
Chamber. The firft thing he did was to ask her, 
If "Ibomas had evci faid any Foolery to her ; oi hftd 
ftew'd by anyAaion, that he had any Inclination 
fct ber ? Conftancia anfwer'd, bJuftiiflg, That 7ho~ 
wnai had never fpoke to herinhei Life; and that 
Jhe never pcrceiv'd that he had the Icaft Liking 
to her. She had a mind to lay moce, but the Luid- 
iofd faid (interrupting her) I believe you Conftancia^ 
I never catch'd you in a Lye, I am fatisry'd, goon 
in your Eulinefs. In the mean time, Wife (ikid the 
landlord) now C»»fiswia is out of the way, I know 
swt what to lay of this Matter: Here are Vet- 
fe> (fhewing her the Book, writ with Jfjoniai's own 
Hand) which makes mc fufpeft, that there is an 
Eel under a Stone: You muft know he's in love 
with Conftancia. Shew thefe Verfes (laid his Wife) 
I will tell you perhaps what they mean. As you 
make Dialogues very often, I douht not (reply'd the 
-Landlord) but you may explain this here, 1 make 
no more Dialogues than any body elfe .(ai>ftvered- 
his Wife) fomewhat angry ; we have a Tongue to 
talk with; but I would have you to know we arc 
not fo ignorant as you may think, I know veiy 
well, that I can read four or five Prayers in Latin. 
1 know very well too (leply'd the Landloiil) that 
you read them but too well, and that your Uncle 
the Sextooj has told you often, you wotiU do fcet- 
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tci to read 'em in yoni Mothei-Tonguc : Bui let ui 
Hop hert and hearken to the Verfes.

U there nothing here hut this (faid the Landlady ?) 
No ( anfwei'd the Hu&and ) But; what do yon 
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think of (hffe Vcrfcs ? FiiR (faid Ihe) I muft know 
if "Ibotuai made 'em. There is no room to doubt 
(reply'd the Hufband) becaufe the Charaflcr of the 
Account of the Oats, and tli at of the Dialogue is 
the fame, there's no DilTerence. Do you fee HuC- 
band (fjid his Wife again) altho' Omftancia he 
named in thcfc Verfes, one cannot judge by that 
they were made fbi her ; one cannot be however en- 
tirely alTut'd^ how many Conjlavcia's there nre in 
the World befides ouis ; but whether it be for het 
or any one elfe, Time will flicw us, only let us 
fland upnn our Guard, and lee us cutty a quick 
Eye upon the Girl; If Ihotnas he in Love with 
her, it will not flop there, we fliall foon difcovct 
what is in his Mind. Would it not be better (faid 
the Hufiiand) to deliver us from thefc Cares, to 
difcharge him ? You may do it (reply'd the Lard- 
lady) but, as you fay, he is a good Servant, andj 
in the Mnin, is iieceiTary, I would not have him 
difmifsd but for a great Faulr, You arc in the 
light, Wife (faid the Landlord) Time will flicw us 
all things : Do you watch on your Side, and Iwill 
watch on mine. They sgtced upon that effeflively ; 
and tlie Landlord went to replace the Book where 
he found it. 

Ihatnas, who forgot where he had laid the Book, 
look'd for it evety where and found it; at lalt he 
copy'd liis Dialogue, and tore out the Leaf where 
'twas ivrittcn : His Defign was to let Cor.fiaKcia fee 
it, or dcclaie himfelf to her in fome other Way, 
as Occafion fiiould ferve ; but file kept herftlf fo 
well upnn her Guard, that 'twas very difficil for 
tluiwaf to find a Day to difcourfc her one Mo- 
aunt, (he avoided him as flie avoided all othet 
Men i 
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Men ; and when flie appeat'd in any Place alone, 
'twas like a Flafil of Light'ning : At laft, iho" an 
Occafion piefented, Confiancia was tioubled "with 
the Tooth-ach that incommoded her, during feme 
Days ; as this Fhiaion did not leave her, Ihc 
walked from Chamber to Chamber, to endeavour 
to diffipatc it, holding hei Handkerchief to her 
Mouth, and complaining from Time to Time, as (he 
pa&'d thio' a Gallery where Thomas was, and fome 
other Perfons, who fail'd nut to ask her what Grief 
(he complained of. "Tis a Pain (file began to fay) 
that many People make Slight ofj but I am cx- 
treamly ienfible 'tis the Tooth-ach that defolatcs 
me. Have you a Mind to be eafed ? (faid the amo- 
rous Ihsmat) You may if you pleafe, and even in 
3 Moment : I will give you a Prayer in Wiiting, 
that will eale you upon the Spot, and will take a- 
way all your Pain, if yon lead it devoutly once ar 
twice; I have often made the Experiment upon my- 
felf. Give rae then this Prayer (faid Ctnfiancia'} 
Iwill read it, I affure you, with a very good Will. 
It Ihall be then on Condition (faid Iboniai) that 
you let no body fee it, 'tis a Secret I am afraid to 
make publicfc ; bat I am willing to communicate it 
to you, becaufc I am peifwaded you are difcreet. 
1 piomife yoa (faid Cvnfiatcia then) that no body 
fhall fee it; bur give it me ptefently, for I find 
my Pain encreafe. I will go write it (ar.fwer'd 
Thttnai) and in a little time you Riall have it. 
This was the firft Time Confiancia and Ihcr/i's 
talk'd together, altho" twas near a Month they were 
in the fame Houfe, Ihatnat withdrew, and iuHead 
eC writing the Prayer he liad promis'd Confiauia, 
he wiit this Letter.

I hope to be able, very fudJahtly, ta perfwade jow, 
thn I pretend mthitig but -aikat is veritable ; btit 
'tiU then, permit that 1 may fee and tali aitbyou: 
Sefufe me not fo innotent a favour ■ 1 will never 
abufe it) inumparabls Conflancia; make not an 
unhappy Man defpair that adores ycu, 

Conflancia rezd the Letter, and vras vei; dikJi 
furpiiz'd, to 6rid there what fhe found: She went 
GUI 2 little after, fonietbing mov'd, and this Emo- 
tion fecni'd to icdouble hei Chaims ; flic had the 
Papct in hei Hands, which (he tote into many Pie- 
ces. Your Prayci has feincthing of SupciHition 
(Die began to fay, the Moment Ihe peicciv'd 7ho- 
mat.) Such Ptayets as thefe ought not to be uled. 
Ai i gave no Cicdit to iij I thought fit to teat 
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it in yoHi Piefcncc. I Ihall fay no more to youi 
In enJing thefe Words, file went into her Miftrefs'9 
Qumber, and kfc ThomM* very much confounded • 
far, in fhort, in whatfoever Manner he interpreted 
the Aflionj and het Words, he could difcern no- 
thing to flatter his Hopes. In the mean Time, 
that which comforted him was, that Conflancia ap- 
peat'd not irritated. I am no ioiwarder now than 
I was the ficft Day that I came into this Houfe 
(faid the amorOus Ihoutat, to himfelf) But Cen- 
fiancia^ properly fpeaking, has us'd no Rudcnels 
to mc; She tore my Letter 'tis true; fhc has faid, 
file gave no Credit to it; file is withdrawn, with- 
out entering one Moment into Converfation with 
me : But there appear'd in her Eyes neither over- 
mflfh Fiercenefsj nor overmuch Content: Nothing, 
in a Word, to defperate me. Might it be veitlabjc 
(faid ihe) that I might in Time make you fenlible, 
amiable Confiamia > Ah ! No (feid he a Moment 
after) you would have kept my Letter ; you would 
have enier'd into fome little Familiarity with me, 
it you had the leaft Difpofition in the World tr> 
anrwei the Vows of a Lover, who adores you, and 
will adoie yoa all his Life-time. 

Whilft thefe Things pafs'd in Sevillan'a Houfe, 
Afinriano went to the Market with Dcfign to buy 
an Afs; he faw many, but found none for his Turn. 
A Gypfte followed him a long Time, to pcrfwadc 
him fic had one would do his Rufinefs , bur he 
feem'd too little, antJ fomewhat Jean, tho'hc walk'd 
vigoroufly ; on the other Side he diftrurtcd the Chap ; 
In Effeft, it was plain, that this Animal was not 
vigorous, but for the Quick-Silvet that was put in- 
to hit Eais."' He thai found it out bad his Views, 
LI 2 foi 
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be ^oold hazard fome Ducatj. Aflwria.m , lyliQ 
never flood out, and who was a good Gamenei, a- 
giecd to't: They fate then down upon the GraT), 
and the Play went on fo biifk, that Afiuriano^ ii^ 
]efs than an Hour, lod fevcn oi eight Crowns i|f 
Gold he had about him. You have a teirible A(r 
eendant oveime (faidhe) but'tis no Mailei; I hav^ 
no more Money, but I have my Afs j I will play 
him off if you willj he is good and found ; I mui^ 
either loofe him , or recover my poor Crowns of 
Gold. He was taken at his Word ; they agreed to 
j)Iay by Quarters. Afluriamt was no more lucky 
than h^ had been before ; he prcfently loft one 
Quarter of his Als, and then lofl another; In a 
Word) he loft all Fom in a very little Time; and 
he that fold the Afs was he that got him. Doft 
come to me again my dear Afs? (faid he finiling) 
But 1 will be thy Mafter but a very little Time, 
for I will fell thee again to the fiift tliat comes. He 
then made ready to take him. Hold there my Friend 
(faid Afiuriatio) make no HaOe to offer him} the 
Afs is not all thine yet ; 1 know very well I have 
joft foti Quarters, and that thele Quarters belong 
to thee, and thou may'ft take 'em, and carry 'eni 
whither thou plcafeft, but the Tail is mine, I have 
not plaid that. All the Water Caniers began to 
laugh. You may laugh as much as you pleafe (faid 
Afturiatto coldly) but I have not lofl my Afles 
Tail, and he that will have it muD win it. How 
(rcply'd the Water Carrier) Is it not as when one 
ftlh a Sheep? For Example ; Is the Tail to be fc- 
paratcd ? Do it not go witJi one of the hind Quar* 
ters ? I confcfs it (anfwer'd Afiuriano] in lelpcA 
to Sheep in general : but I mainCam that to be 
" ^ -" - ■ falfe 
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EiMe with regard to the Sheep of Bariiary; thcfe 
Sh«p have leaUy five Quartets, and the Tail makes 
(he fifth ; I leave it to thofe that fell 'em, or ra- 
ther I leave it to youifelves. 'Tis very tioe (faii 
he) that when we feil 'em alive all goes together; 
but my Kts was play'd for, he was not fold ; and 
'twas never my Thought to play the Tail : No hody 
can know better than myfelf what my Intention was 
thereupon. Let him give me the Tail then , and 
Cake the four Quarters, every one hts own is not 
too much; and if any one pretends otheiwife, 'tis 
I that he Ihall have to doing with : 1 know very 
well how to difpute what belongs to me. You arc 
a great many (faid he to the Water Cariieis, tvith 
an angiy look) but ivere you all the Water Carriers 
in the World, 1 would have you to know I fear 
you not. I fay more; it you were willing to give 
me an Equivalent for the Tail, I woidd not take 
it : I will have the Tail, and I will have nothing 
elfe: Let *em difmember the Afs prcfemlv. He 
then threw his Hat up into the Aii, and Qiook a 
Dagger , he carry'd under his Coat , and putting 
himfelf in a Podure of a Man that had a Mind to 
fight; he appear'd fo Formidable to all the Water 
Carriers, that not one ot "em durft flir. What 
wilt thou do? (faid one of the Water Carriers, 
turning to him that had won the four Quaitcis of 
the Afs.) Afiiiriano has not altogether Right, but 
alio has not altogether Wrong : It flioidd have 
been explain'd before Play began. Afterward turn- 
ing to 'em both, If I were in your Place (fiid he) 
I fliould chnoft rather to play the Tail againft one 
of the Quarters, than to fight about fo fmall a Mat- 
ter. Flay it oft at little trimera. Fortune will de- 
clai« 
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daie herielf in Favoui of him that has Right on 
his Side. That was what Apuriata demanded j 
tot the other began to be afraid : Tliey ix>th agiced 
to the Expedient] and fate down again to play; they 
(ilay'd one Quaitcr, and Ajinriavo won it ; he foon 
won anothei a little afcei : In a Woid, he leco- 
irei'd his Afs. Nevei was Man io confounded as 
the Waiei Camels who, at the Bottom, was chous'd 
in the Matter. Thou haft recover'd thy Afs (faid 
he to AUuriano) I know not what to do in't ; but 
at the End of the Reckoning, 1 would rathei that 
thou had'll him than that he fhould be dirmein- 
Iiei'd. Let us play now toi Money. I fhall do 
nothing (faid ^^urtuRoJ I am content to have loit 
myCiowns in Gold; I will nevci h:izaid my Afs 
^ain, that I muil get my Biead by. j4/furiano had 
enough to defend himfelf ; they ptels'd him, fo 
hard to play; he play'd fo happily, that he left 
not the Water Cariiei fo much as one half Rial, 
One may well comprehend what was the Rage and 
Defolation of this Wictch, he would not be com- 
forted. My friend (faid jtfluriana to him) do not 
defpair, forbeai thy Lamentations, and thy Com- 
plaints, we do not ufe one another like a lurk^ 
or a Moor ; thou ihalt not be the poorer for hav- 
ing lort all thy Money to me. Then he leAor'd 
him all that he had won, he tccurn'd him even the 
twelve Ducats of the Afs ; and. beiides that, made 
fbme Liberalities to othejs, that he thought had no 
mote than they wanted. After that he went into 
the City, and left the Water Caniers in an Ad- 
miration, very hard to defcribe. He told his Ad- 
venture to Thomas^ that could not forbear laugh- 
ing, altjio' he had not itll the Kcafoii in the World; 
- - for 
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for Ctnpancia was always Infenlible f6t hirh] ind 
he could not di&cin yet how his Amouis would 
end. 

There was no Tavern nor AflemBly oF idit Comi 
pinions wheie they did not talk of the Subtilty^ 
Courage, and Liberality a^ Aftur'tano: But as Peo'- 
pie are always unjuftj as they arc naturally more in- 
clin'd to Evil than that which is good, they made 
little Account of the Gereious Afttoii Afli&iatio 
had done, and only talk'd of the Cheat he made 
ufe of, to receive again the Afs he had loft. This 
new Water Carrier the next Morning began his 
Trade ; but he no fooner appeat'd in the Streets 
hut they pointed at him with iheii Fingers, cry- 
ing outj There's the Water Carrier of the Tail, 
The Children run about him, and foHow'd him, 
crying out the fame thing. He did not Jikc that 
hiuch ; he piefemly thought fit to fay nothing) think- 
ing that Silence was the he!! Courfe he could take, 
to make the Rabble and Children hold their Peace j 
but he was millaken, his Prudence did him no 
ROod; they came on again, fo that his Patience be- 
ing chang'd into Rage, he difmounted from his 
Afs, and laid on the firft he met. Blow after Blow. 
That fcrv'd only to make 'em cry out the louder, 
and bring the People together. They were flip- 
pciy Steps for him, that was naturally hatdeo'd ; fo 
that , as a Man prudent and wife , he withdrew 
quickly into a little Houfe he had taken, to deltvci 
himfelf from the Puifuits of ArguiUta^ and there 
he confin'd himfelf for five or fii Days, never go- 
ing abroad, but when Night came to go and dif- 
courfc with his Friend, whom he always found very 
tnelancholly; loi after he had given hi^ Ltfter to 
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Conffatuia, he could not find any Means to hitch 
pn Conveifation with her one Moment. She is mote 
tetir'd than ever (faid Ihomas to ASuriane) X 
had but one only Occalion to difcouife with her ; 
but (he impos'd me Silence as foon as I began to 
Open ray Mooch to talk to her. Ihomat (faid ihe) 
I am very well, and have no need of your Prayers. 
I own Ihc came out with thefe Words with anAir 
next to laughing, and without fcemirg to mc iny 
Declaration had offended her ; but file would en- 
ter into no Difirourfe with me; and as thou niay'fl 
well think , this Indifference confounded me. \ 
Bity thee (faid A^uriam) but the Evil is not fo 
bad as I thought ; one may well hope of Favour 
fiom a Miltreis, when fhe is not altogether pio- 
vok'd ; and I prophefy all will go \vell. Let us 
talk of ine (faid A^uriano.) He then made him 
a Recital of what happcn'd. to him, the firft Time 
he appear'd in the Streets, mounted upon his Afs. 
This Oot-cry of the Children ( Ibomas began to 
fay ) is ditagreeabie without Doubt, but ftrive not 
:^inil the Stream, ray dear Afturiano, the Coun- 
cil I have t9 give thee thereupon, and on the like 
Occalion I would take myfclf, 'tis, That thou for- 
bear, for fometime, to appear in the Streets with 
thy Afs, and ieave the Trade of a Water Canier. 
By this firll Expedient thou may'il filcHce, and 
make thy Hillory be fotgotten. 1 will folloiv thy 
Advice, my dear Ibomns Canfwer'd A/furiana) I 
ivill ftay at Home fome Days, and if there is nn 
othei Remedy, I will foon make Money of my Afs, 
and renounce tor my whole Life the Trade I had 
a Defign to undeitake, dining which Time, the 
Conn tjiou mikeft to Qm/iancia may terminate, 
M III There- 
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Thereupon ^wridwu went Home, lefolv'd to keep 
ciofe and conceal'd; For (faid he) in ftven or eight 
Daysj fofpe new Adventure may happen, to amufe 
the I-'eopie, and make 'em forget mine. 

I enter now on a Scene that paCs'd in Ssvillan's 
HoufCj fome Days after. It was about eleven o' 
Clock at Night, when of a fuddain, and little look'd 
for, and one had little Reafon to expefl, there came 
in a Company of BaylifFs, with the Mayor at the 
Head of them. The Landlord and all the Inn wai 
alarm'd at this noaurnal Vilit ; for 'tis with Ju- 
flicE, as 'tis with Comets, that never appear but 
it prcfjges f"me great Difaflei; 'tis at lead the 
common Opinion, The Mayor was ihcw'd into 
an Hall, and at the fame Time calld for the Land- 
]o(d, of whom he gravely afk'd, If he was the Ma- 
flcT of the Houfc ? The Landlord anfwer'd him, 
that he was. Whereupon , thi? Mayor caus'd all 
thcfe to go out that were in the Hall, and feeing 
alnnc with Sevillan, he told hinij He muft know 
of him what Servants he had in his Houft. 5e- 
villan anfwer'd him, That he had two Female Ser- 
vants, befides a young Fellow that kept his Oats, 
who gave them out to thofe that lay in the Inn. 
Have you no other Domeftic ? (reply'd the Mayor) 
No, Sir (reply'd the Landlord.) And upon what 
Account (fiid the Mayor then) have you in youi 
Houfc a young Giil, that makes fo much Noift, 
whom they call, the iliuftrious Chambermaid, of 
whom my Son is fo much in Love, that hardly a 
Night paffis bnt he treats her with Miific? 'tis 
true (anfwei'd the Landlord) that this Maid is with 
me ; and tho' (he is my Servant, I may fay, how- 
ever, that Ihe is net. 1 Ud noi undeifland you (faid 
the 
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the Mayoi.) All that I have to fay to you is, that 

you mufl explain yourfelf; fori cannot be fatisfy'd 
with a captious Anfwer. I have tolJ you the Truth, 
(reply'd Sevillan) and if you will grant me a little 
Maracnt of Audience, I will convince you, that 
this Gill is not my Seivanr, altho' flic be. I will 
wait (laid the Mayor) and I will even wait to un- 
deiftand ynu, to fee in what Manner you can ac- 
cord Things fo conttadiaory ; but firft, 'tis iiecef- 
fary that I fee ihis Girl ; and I order you to bring 
her hither. The Landlord prefciitly put his Head 
to the Door and call'd OmffiWcia. 

The HoftdSj who was heaik'ning, and who was 
by this Time very much mov'd, was yet a great 
deal more, when (he underftood, that her Huil'and 
had call'd this Girl. Alas ! (faid Ihe, with a deep 
Sigh, and hei Eyes full of Tears) What Crime can 
Ctnftancia be culpable of, Conllancia that is Vir- 
tue itfelf i Alarm not youifelf, my dear and good 
Miftrefs (faid C'Mflancra, ivithoiit being concern'd) 
we fhall foon know what they would have of me; 
and be peifwaded, if I am accus'd of any tad A- 
ftion, I am, however, very innocent, my Confcience 
reproaches me with nothing that is unworthy of 
my Sex, and the PioteSion you give me. She wait- 
ed not to be calld twice, and taking a Link in 
het Hand, (he went into the Hall, where the Mayor 
was, without feeming overmuch difconirerted. She 
was no fooncr come iuj but the Mayor caus'd the 
Door 10 be fliur, and at the fame Time, taking 
the Link Die cairy'd, he looked upon her very at- 
tentively, and, 3ts a Biufhing aiofe in her Face, Ihe 
appear'd fo pretty, in the Eyes of the Mayor, he 
was fiTrpriz'd ; for he expefled not to fee a Beauty 
Mm 2 fo 
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fo accomplifh'd. After having well confidfr'd hci, 
he tuni'd 10 the Landlord, to whom he fpoke in 
theft Terms. This young Girl ought not to be 
with you ; flic is worthy of a better Fortune ; and 
I blame my Son no more For admiring her; her 
Kcnown (faid he) exalts her Ch^trms; but all thai 
Renown has faid, comes fhort of the Beauty this 
amiable Girl is adorn'd with. Is Ihe your Kinfwo- 
man ? (faid the Mayor to him again.) She is nei- 
ther myKiiifwoman, nor ray Servant (anfwcr'd the 
landlord) and it you have a filtnd to know what 
Ihe isj you will hear fomewhat (faid he to him, 
with a loiv Voice) tiiat will give you Pleafure and 
Admiiacion ail-together; but fiill Ihe inufl with- 
draw; make her go out then; but whatfoever I 
can inlorm you of her, you may afTute her that fhe 
is under my Proteflion, and that I will be to her 
inflead oi a Father, Confiajicia heard thefe Words, 
but made as if fhe heard them not, and went out. 
Whiift file is relating to her Miftiefs what pafs,d 
in the Hallj let us fee what the Landlord faid to 
the Mayor. It is, Sir, about fifteen. Years, this 
Day (faid Sevillan) that there came to me a Lady, 
in a Pilgrim's Habit, attended by fout Mcn'-Ser- 
vanrs on Hoife-back, and two young Ladies and 
a Chambermaid ; the Lady was in a Ho rfe- Litter, 
and her Women in a fort of a Coai h ; bet Equi- 
page was veiy magnific, for there were two or three 
Mules, with Covertures vety rich, loaden with a 
IJed, and all, within a little, that is fit for a Kiichen. 
The Lady feem'd to be about forty Years old, how- 
ever, fhe v/as very bandfome. The Moment flic 
came in, they made her Bed in this Time Hall, 
wherein we now are; and went to Bed at the fame 
Time. . 
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Time. She had certainly greit Need, &i {he was 
not only weary, but lick. 

Her Servants afti'd me prefcntly, who was the 
nod Eimous Phyfician of the City ? I told "em 
who. They went immediately to fetch him, and 
that which he oider'd fiill was, to change the Bed 
into a Chamber, where was lefs Noife, and that 
was executed exaft]y. None of the Men went into 
the Lady's Apartment, only the two Females. The 
Chambermaid that ferv'd her, wc aflcd very often 
(my Wife and I) the Name of this Ln^y? Whence 
Ihe came ? If (he xvere a Widow or Maid ? Why 
Ihc was drefs'd like a Pilgrim ? And all that we 
co»id Icain was, That 'twas a Ferfon of QuaJity 
of oJd Cattle ; that fhe was a Widow, and with- 
out Children ; that ftie was now fallen into a dan- 
gerous Dropfie, and therefore had made a Vow, 
to go in Pilgrimage to our Lady of GuttJa/oupe, 
and to accomplifh her Vows, had taken this fia- 
bit. As to what regards her Name, they faid, they 
had Orders to call her only the R/grim Lady. 

This W33 all we knew then ; but three Days af- 
ter (he called for me and my Wife, by one of her 
Maids, and fpoke to us in thefe Terms. 

Heaven is my Witnefs ! (ftie began to fay in ihed- 
ding 3 Torrent of Tears) Heaven is my Witnefs! 
That, without being Culpable, I find rayfelf the 
mofl unfortunate Pcrfon in the WoiIJ ; I am with 
Child, and I am fo near my Time, that I feel al- 
ready my firtt Pangs; none of my Men know any 
thing of my Misfortunes, my Women only fcnnw 
it, I could not make it a Myftery to them, and I 
am perfwjded bclides, 1 could difcover it to them 
witliout Danger, to avoid thofc who might obfeive 
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me at honjp : I have made a Vow to go to cm 
Lady of Guadeloupe ; and I fee now 'tis het Plea> 
fuie I fhould be brought to Bed here ; 1 look upon 
yoa then as the only Perfons that can give me 
Relict": I throw myfelf into your Aims, and I 
faopC) in fuccouring me, you will pity myDeftiny, 
and that you will never reveal the Secret I tiuft 
you with. In ending; thefe Words, which made 
us Weep, Die took from under the Pillow ot her 
Bed a Green Silk Pucfe ot Gold, and piefented it 
to my Wife, and told her, There is in this Purfe 
two hundred Crowns in Gold, that I give you to 
let ^ou fee, that I am willing, before-hand, to ac- 
knowkoe the Service I am convinc'd you will do 
me. My Wife, who felt herfelt much concern'd, 
took the Purfe without anfwerin^ any thing ; but I 
took the Word, and told her, If there was no Re- 
compence to hope for, whatfoever I could do fliould 
be ro ferve hei, and we fliould fparc for nothing 
to fweeten the Bitterners oF her Mind; and that 
in confiding on us, fhc confided on Pcrfons that 
would, lotfc rather to die a thoufand times, than 
reveal the Scaet Ihe Iiad chirg'd us with. 'Tis 
then ncceflary (faid the Lady) iincc you have a 
Difpofition tr\ fcrve me, that you provide mc a 
Woman to tike Care of the Child that God Ihall 
give me ; but it muft be a Woman very well known 
to you, anl that you take all the nccefiary Pie- 
cautions fhe may never know my Adventutes; 
for a Midwife 1 will have none, my Women ihall 
do the Office, tint will be a Teftimonv at Jeafi, 
that I fliall fee myfelf delivered: I nill accom- 
pjilh my Vow after I have been brought to Bed; 
and K la'j Return , we will tnke all the Pre- 
cautions 
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cautions that can be taken, to give, ACuranceb, 
■that the Child I Ihall leave you fliall nevei be 
any Charge, and to order it, that this Child may 
be known in due time. She faid no moie, flietheie 
ended her Diicourfe ; tut her Jeais ended not. 
My Wife, who was a little lecoveied from- her 
Surplice, eiideavour'd to comfort her ; flic coxfijiii'd 
all the Promifes ftie had made hei, and 1 went 
out to look for a Woman, whom I found fotne 
Hours after, and fuch a-one as I could wifii. The 
good Lady was not very long before ibe felt her 
Pains come on thick; and that fame Night about 
one in the Morning, when all the World was tail 
30eep, the was brought to Bed of the beautifulefl 
Girl that I ever faw in all my Life ; 'lis Ihe, Sir, 
whom you jult now faw. That which wasadmi- 
lable in this Child-bed, that was prompt and hapay 
is , that the Mother retain'd her Shrieks , and the 
.Child hardly cry'd at all in coming into the World, 
wherein we admir'd Providence, that manag'd all 
fo wifely, that there was no body in the Hoiife, 
whoever they were, had the leaft Sufpicion of what 
paffi'd. With fo niuch Silence, (he lay fever) Days 
in Bed, during which her Phylician never fail'd to 
vifit her; not that flic had told him whence hei 
Illnefs proceeded, nor that Ihe took the Remedies 
he ordered her, but by that Means fought to deceive 
her People, as Ihe told me when ihe was out of 
Danger. The eighth Day Ihe arofc, and continued 
her Pilgrimage : She return'd in lefs than a Month, 
Teeming to be very well ; for Ihe had, by little and 
Jittle, left off the Cufhions and other Machines 
flie madeufc of to ftign Ihe was Dropfical. The 
Child was call'd Onflancia at the Font] accotdtcg 
to 
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to the Older I had received, and {be was at Nuife 
in the Country, where flie pafs'd for my Niece, I 
leceivcd piefcntJy of the Lady a Golden Chain I 
have yet, whereof fiie took fix Links, telling me, 
that he, Ihe fliould fend to tetch the Child, ftould 
bring them ; the cut at the fame time, indented, two 
Pieces of Parchment, on which file writ thus j Ima- 
gine you, Sir, two of your Fingers inter] aid one on 
the other, on which fome Writing might be fbrm'd ; 
'Tis eafy to comprehend, that this Writing had fome 
Meaning ivhilft your Fingers were joyned , and 
that it would have none the Moment they were 
feparate. 'Tis the fame with thefe two Lifts, one 
is the Scat of the other, as I may fay, being u- 
niced; one may read fome Words, that have feme 
Signification, inflead of being fcpaiate; one fees no- 
thing but CharatSers that fignify nothing. I have 
one of thefc Parchments, and when they fhall come 
to. ferth Conllamiaj they muft Ihew me the other ; 
'tis the Signal they have agreed upon. 

The Lady (faid Sevillati) was not fatisfied at 
prefent with what the had given my Wife; the 
gave her befidcs five hundred Crowns in Gold, and 
Jhe promifed to take home her ChiJd at the End 
of two Years ; but ftie told us, if by Chance, Ihe 
could not cKccure her Defign within the Time Ihe 
nam'd, flic defir'd tis to bret-d up her Girl as a poor 
Country Giil, never to difcovet her Birth, and to be 
perfwaded (he would not leave hei without a Recom- 
pence. I have important Reafons (faid flie) infe- 
paiating her from- me, for you lo conceal her Name ; 
but you Ihall know in Time, and you fliall never 
have Caufe to icpant the Services' you have done 
nuj-and will do me, in prefeiving faithtnlly ilile 
precious 
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piecious riedge tbat 1 leave with you. Slie em- 
prac'd my Wife all in Tears and ^eiit away, leav- 
ing us full of Admiiation. and Co affeileJ, that w? 
cpuld not forbear , to flirtl Teais in our Tutn ; we 
yrese nevef Sit forty in all our Lives, 

CoxftajK-id was nuts'd two Years in a VillagCj 
whence I brought hei home, and 1 have always kept 
het ever fince with me in the Hatit of a Counliy 
Gill, as Jicr Mojh" ordered me. 'Tis about fifteeft 
Years, as I have already faid, that I hsve %vaited 
jf9r ihem to fetch her away, and I loofe hope oow 
^hey will ever come j but I have chofe my Side, I 
^m refolved to adopt her, arid give her all that I 
am worth, which is confiderable : I (hall tell you 
beiides, Sir, that this Girl has all the Quaiicics de- 
niable in a Perfon one would place in the Number 
.of his Children j Ihe can lead and write ; ihe c3n 
work ill all Soits of Needle-wojk ; file fings adnii- 
rablv; but what Ihe has befides is, that flie has 
Piety and Virtue ; and 1 can fay, Ihe hw none of 
ihefe liitle Failings that young Pcifons ordinaiilji 
have, ^yhom Heaven has adorn'd with fome Beauty. 
DonPedrOf your Son, never fpoke with her in his 
Life, you may be perfwaded : 'Tis very true he gives 
herMuficfoinertmts; but (he never heard if. Seve- 
ral Lords, of the fird Rank, have fojourncd with 
me fevejal Days, with no other Deflgn but to fqe 
her; but none of them could boaft they had evei 
^id one fingle Word to her. There, Sir, is the ve- 
ritable Hiftory of this illuftrious Servant, to whom I 
may give this Name, becaufe 'tis the Name all the 
World gives her: However, fhe is not with me 
upon thjt Account. The Mayor itood furpri::d at 
«be Things he heard; he fiood awhile without liy- 
N n ing 
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ing a Wordj afiw the Laiidloid had done fpeak- 
irg.; but in ftioit, breaking Silence, he wderedhiin 
to go tctch the Cliairi and the Parchment, which 
was executed in a Moment.

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ind he no ways doubted, but one of them had did. 
covered 'em at ToUio : In the mean time, not da- 
ring to prefent himfelF in the Equipage he was in, 
he pafs'd before them witli l)is Hand ' upon his 
Face, and went about to fpcak to Co'i^o^cia, who, 
by chance, he found ajone. I have but one Word 
to fay to you, infepfibte ConlidnchT, vouchftfc to 
here me oiie fing!e Moment (faid 7bo?}iai to her, 
all ttoublcd and uifordercd) One of ihcfe Gentle- 
men, newly come, is my Father ; 'tis Don Jtcan Ae 
jivendania; inform. yourfelf of tliofe of his Train, 
if that be not his Name, Or if he his not a Son 
call'd, Do»7homasy 'tis eafy for you at prefent to 
faCisfy yourfelf, if I have faid anything with Rcfpcft 
to myfejt, that is not veritable, for what regards the 
Offers I have made you, and ftill do make them; 
bp perfwaded, that I have promis'd nothing but 
what I am able to execure. Conflancia anfwcied 
nothing. 'Tis true, that if (he had anfwcred any 
xhing, Thomas could not have undeiftood Tier; Pit 
he withdrew, with fo great Precipitation, to go 
find out Curriaffe, to whom it was ncccffary ro 
(Communicate what pafs'd. 

One of ihe Gentlemen, in that interim, took 
Calliega afide, of whom he afk'd what the youne 
Girl's Name was he had feen? If ihe was one of 
the Daughters or Kinfwomenof the Landlord? The 
Girl's Name is Con^ancia (anfwcred Galllfga) flie'tf 
neither ot Kin to the Landlord not Landlady ; and' 
you would puzale me very much if you ivould know 
who Ihe is J 'tis a deep Secret to me, and many o- 
thers. All that I can tell you^ Sir, is, (h? was bom 
with her Head drefs'd; and rhcre's no body whofo- 
#ver that comes to this Houfe, but informs him-

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fe]f prefently who Ihe is, aiid who is not' charrt'd 
with her Beiut]7 : 'lis W hone tiiti her any oblig- 
ing Thing b fai(] ; for, as for us pooi SiJulsj there', 
is not fo much as ore Word falil to us that may ' 
give rhe leaft Fleafure. At this Rate freply'd the 
Gentleman) (he mikes fait Play to ihofe that cOmc 
near her. By my Faith (faid CaUiegd) veiy few 
an boall of having come neai her ; the Fault is 
Jioi hers: If (he. would tut permit any one fo 
look Dpon hcrj fhe mighr, by this Time, havfi' 
made her Fortuncj Times withoiii Numter, antf, 
might have ihiji'd with Cloth of Gold; but flii 
fiics from the Men a? if they .were eicortirtiuni-! 
cat«d; fhc is all the Day long (hut up imployed 
in Prayers to God, "r ar her Needle ■ I never (aw 
a Gill of hex Chara&tr ; it becomes us to be tyifcj 
rut phiiily fhe is a Httlc too much. Meti are noc 
fo bad as they arc black ; :ind 1 have a/ivays hcai'd 
it fail,!, that a Man was made for a Woman, and 
that a Woman was made fbt a Man : I am as fe- 
vej-e as another ; but I would not' be offended if alt 
the Men upon Earth fpoke to rne, if they tajk'd' 
(9» to her) in all Civility and Honour. 

The Gentleman was fnlly fatisfy'd with what be 
Jeain'd from the Mouth of this Servant, who had 
taJJt'd to him very naturally; he tutn'd prefenily 
towards the Landlord, and without (laying to take 
off his Spuis, he took him afidc into a Chamber. 
T fome ( laid he prefently to him ) to retrieve a 
Pledge that belongs to me, nnd which yon have 
had in your Cuilody many Yeats; but to let you 
fee, that I rome not with falfe Tokens, I have 
biouf^ht yrin a Parchmcnt_> and five or (ix Links of a 
ctitain Chain; that ycu will know, without doubt. 
I mull 
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I mufl'add to ^aT, that I ha'^e a tfioufand Ctqwih 
to give you , to fliew you my AcknowledgnKnt. 
The Pledge jou ask foij Sir, is here Canfwereil the 
Landlord) but I have ndlher the Cham noi the 
Lift oF VeBiim, that w^rt f tt into my Hands, when 
I was trufied wi!h this predioua Pledge, that I have 
Jo long kept; but ffaifl: he)' Have a little Patience, 
!■ will give you Sii A'ccoUBt of all. Upon this ht 
Went out oF the Chambtf^ arid wer^t to the Mayor, w 
let hrm know forne twere eonie to iechiiKCsTj^a72Ciey 
The MayOT] as foori' as he had dirt'd, prefontly 
took Horfc, an^i taking with him the Lift of Vel- 
Inm, he had feiz'd tfte Day betbte, rode ffrait td 
SeviUdn'a Houfe ; he h^d MrdJy caft his Eyes on 
Dth Juan ^e AvcnJania, but he lunttohim witfi 
cypen Arms, crying oilt, Ah .' my dear Coufin, is 
it you then ? Yes ; 'tis I (fold Do» Juan) and i 
am overjoy'd to fee you again, you fhall foon know 
by what Adventure: Then embracing him a fecond 
Time, he took him by the Hand, and conducted 
him into another Chamber, where the other Gen- 
(leman Was.

Don 
Biega Carr'mffe was fome Time withooi fpcaking, 
after this Exclamation. One might fee dearly he 
was troubled ; but he foon recovei*d his Spirits. 
This Lady (faid he) ha th been marry'd to a Gen- 
tleman of very great Mciit, and one of the titA 
Families of Spain\ but flie was a Widow a little 
Time after her Marriage. The Way Ihe took, af- 
ter the Death of her Spoufc, was to retire into 
the Country, where Ihe pafs'd her Time in a Man- 
ner very Tian qui lie. I had known her,, and one 
Day, when I went a Hunting, I found I was lb 
near her Houfe, that I lefolv'd to go lee hei; it

Kifs, aiid BoJdnefs cMning on, iembrac'd her with 
fo much Atdourj tiiat flje awjk'd, drowfey, aad very 
much affnght'ned. 'Tis not difficil to compjehendj 
Madam ^ — ■ (faid 1 piefent]y to her) l-conjiuc jou 
moft inftaiitlj', not to cry out; tor, in Ihort, youi 
Cries will ferve only to difcovei an Advpijurc , 
'(is your Ijitereft to conceal ; they are alleep >ii your 
Houfe; no tody faw me comc into youf Chamber j 
your D'Macftits will not f.iil to run in upon your 
Cries, and it might pven happen they might kill 
me in your Arms; but my Death lyjll aevcr takp 
atvay the Sufpicion, That this is a Gallantry 9- 
grecd cii, I fiy all in one Word, I obtain'd the 
Favours. I ilefit'd, becaufe, being taken unawares, 
ihe could never difengage herfelf 60m me, witii 
all (he cfiuld do. The viituous Lady was fo fur- 
priz'd, fo confounded, fo troubled, (o liitle in Con- 
dition 10 Jtnow what the fliould do, oj what Oie 
Ihould not do, that very fir from loading me with 
IiijuricK, or to complain of my Violence, that Ihe 
had not the Force to fpeak. I found myfelf alfo 
contus'd as much as ihe, when I came to own, 
that if I had been happy, I liad been happy by a 
Crime I flwll blufh far, as long as I live ; but the 
Crime is commicred, there was no Remedy. You

, left. 
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left. When he came to find hirafelf without. Mo- 
ney, anil witHbut Fiicnds (ifoi a Man Ws not maoy ] 
that is not tich) he took the Courfe taken in Sfmn 
fcy the mort Part of young People, that have uv'd 
difordeily, and in Z-iberttnage; He lefoly'd to go | 
i(b the Indies, tho' all People that go thither, make ' 
not their Fortune in that Country : He icmain'd 
firm in his Refolution, perceiving well it was the 
only Way he could take, fp- extricate himfelf fiom 
the Mifeiyliis bad Condufl had reduc'd him to. A 
Fleet departed foi Feru; he had no Time to loofc; 
he agreed with him that commanded ir, and made 
Provjiion as well as he could, of what might be 
neccffiry) to render this long Voyage lefs dilagree- 
able ; he ettibaik'd on board the Fleet at C«J/«, 
apd having civcn his Bfnei£Sion to Spfin, they 
weigh'd Arcnor, and hoift 'Sail, with a Wind fo 
favour able, -that he ]nft, fome Kouis afterwards, the 
Sight of Land, and faw himfelf in the midft of 
the vafl and spacious Campaignes of the Ocean, 
Our Traveller was penfive, his Memory refrelh'd 
hint, with the divers Perils he had run in his o- 
ther Voyages; the bad Management he-had hither- 
to made; in a Word, all the Aflions of his Life, 
calliiig himfelf to an Aojouiit for what lie had done. 
He faiJ, at the fame Time, he would be better, if he 
weie fo happy to gain an Eftate; he would be 
mindful to prefeive it. That, for the. Foture, he 
icnounc'd Women, and all ^fcaJ Company. Ihefc 
were the Kcftefllons that entirely octupy'd him. 
The Fleet cnjoy'd a Cajm,' whilfl Fsfipe Je Girtzale 
(that vias his Name) was tormented with a Thou- 
fand and a'thoufand TrouUcs, all thefe different 
Thoughts caus'd hinn The Wind began to life, 
and 
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sad drove the Ships with fo much Violence, that 
he faw himfelt conftraiiVd to think of fomeivhal 
clfe, and give Attention to the Dangers he might 
be expos'd to, in this new Voy.igc : The Voy^e, 
however, was profpeious ; the Fleet ait iv'd at Car' 
ihagena without running th-? Icaft Rifque : Hut iq 
abridge our Nairaiion, and fay nothing but what 
relates to our Hiftory , we will content ourfelvcs 
to fay, That Telipe was forty eight Yearg old ivhcn 
he departed for the Indies, and, in the fpace of 
twenty Years that he dwelt there, he onter'd his 
AfTaiis fo well, that he aoiafs'd 1 -iOjOOQ Crowns. 
From the Moment he faw hiinfclt Mailer of fo 
much Wealth, he refolv'd to retoiu to his Coun- 
try. Prefs'd with this Defiie, which is fo natnral 
to Men, he executed his Refo]uti>n. He abaiidoii'd 
Feru, where he had gain'd fo great Riches. He put 
all his Silver into LingotSj and emb.'rk'd in a Ship 
bound for Spain, and, in fine, arriv'd at SavJUe^ 
as richj as he was eld. Having left his Effeiffs in 
Safety, he went in Search of his Friends; but he 
found they were all dead. This made him take a 
Refolution to leave this Town, and go end his 
Days in the Place of his Birth, altho' that he had 
heard his Relations were dead there alfr-. CarixaU 
was not without Inquietude, dilfolir'd with Anxiety 
when he was poor, hi? Condition chang'd not in 
the miJft of all his Tteafures ; he repos'd not 
with moie TranquiUty, than he was in Indigence, 
becaufc, in fome certain Senfe, Riches ate not lefs 
incommoding than Poverty ; One may even fay, 
there is thisDifferencCjthat he that polfefies noibtugj 
is happi^'r, ill fome Manner, thin he that enjoys 
the gicatcA Wealth 3 for, in fine, the pooi Man 
P p nny 
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in.iy become rich ; but the Rich never thinks him- 
fcit fufficiently fo. Be it as it will, Carizale was 
not altogethet content ; he rejoyc'd to fee his Lin- 
gots ; but his ]oy was imperfe£l; bccaufc he knew 
rot what to do with them ; he faw himfelf too old 
to pur a Value on them, and apprehended, he fliauld 
have his Throat cut one Night, in his Houfc, if 
he (hut himfelf up with them ; befides, he could 
not well refolve to bury Riches, that might bring 
^im fiTch imraenfe Ptofit, if he would continue the 
Trade he eicrcie'd with fo much good Fortune in 
the liidips. In the midft of thefe Agitations, he 
had rerolv'd to ^o pafs in Peace his Old Age, in 
the Place of his feirth ; but this Refojution put not 
an End to all the Cares that pcrples'd him ; he 
wanted to convert his Riches into Rent, but kttrw 
not where to place 'em ; he found no ivhere the 
AlTurances he defired; never was Man more cmbar- 
lafs'd, nor more uncertain of his Defiiny. On the 
other Side, the Borough that gave him Birth was 
full of nothing but poor People, he apprehended, 
and with Keafon , to be expos'd at all Times to 
their Importunities. In the mean Time, he muft 
make his Option, he muft choofe a Si^lc, and 'tivSsa 
Point very difficil to him. Ingenious as he was, 
naturally to find Difficulties every-where. fie took 
3 Fancy to marry, to the End, that after his Death, 
he might not leave his Efiate to Strangers; he ex- 
amin'd himfelt thereupon, and it (eera'd to him, 
lie had fufficient Strength enough left, to fuppoit 
the Charge of Marriage j but to thi^sTlioiight, there 
prefcntly fucceedcd fome very different; the only 
Imagination of being mariy'd, made him tremble, 
and iejefled it, as a Temptation ol Satan: He was, 
nam- 
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mturally fojealousjtliat hcwellperceiv'dhcfhould be 
unhappy on chat Side. Let us think no more on't 
(faid he to himfeitfj there aie none but Fools, 01 
People without any Deljracyj that marry. "Tis the 
lall Rock where a Man of good Scnfe fhall touch. 
There's too much Rifqtie to embaik with a Wo- 
man. That's not the iide I Ihall take. 

Poor Caritak raisht well fay, he could not icfift 
the Caprices of his Star; all his Rcafonings was 
invaiiij and made Reflef^ionsj he mufl be mariy'd, 
whether he would or no. One Day, as he walk'd 
in the Town, always thinking what Courfe of Life 
he (hould lead, he perceiv'd at a Window a you:ig 
Gill, he was prefently taken with; beliJes a great 
Sweetncfs ftie had painted on her Vifage {Leonora 
was the Name of this young Perfon) had lb great 
Charms, that the good olJ Man could not prevent 
thinking hei handfome, and fell in Love with her. 
She was but about founecn Years of Age; but as 
Love argues not , Carixale thought her not too 
young, whatfoever Refolution he had takenj never 
to engage in Marriage; whatfoever Reafons liad 
been altedg'd to fupport ihe Refolution, he was fb 
metamorphos'd all of a luJdain, that he believ'd 
there ivas no State in the World fo happy as that 
of a Man that was marry'd. This youn^ Gitl (faid 
he to himfelf) but to fee the Out-fide of her Houfe) 
I fee cleaiJyj Hie cannot be very rich ; flic is but 
a Child, and a Wife of her Age can never caufc 
a Hufband much Sufpicionj 'cis (uch a-one as I 
want ; it looks as if Heaven had created her for mc; 
fhe has nevet yet feen the World; the veritabia Uo,k 
of mnfl Women: Young and uncxperiencd as Ihe 
IS, 1 caji live faftly with her; I niuft marry her; 
P p 2 I Will 
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I will en^lofe her : I will put her on the Foot, that 
pleafes me; I will frame herein fine, fo well to 
my HumouFj tint I fiiall never have Canfe to com- 
plain, or repent me to have efpous'd her. When 
one takes fuzh Precautions as thefe, one may mar- 
ry upon a fure Foot ; I am not yet fo old f he ad- 
lied) fo defpair of having Children: And I Ihallj 
ac leaft, have this Confoiation when 1 dicj that 1 
fliill leave Heirs: I trouble myfelF very little as 
to other Things, whether flie be rich, or whether 
flic be poor, I have Wealth enough for her, and 
niyfeir. Rich Men ought to endeavour their Con- 
tentment when they marry. Content makes long 
Life, in the room o£ Troubles that abridge it. Hap- 
pen what will, the Stone is thrown ; 'tis the Wo- 
man that plcafea Heaven to give me to pollefs. , 

Neverchclefs, he executed not with too nluch 
Predpitation, the Refolution he had now taken j he 
thought upon it feven or eight Days; and as he 
perfirted ftill in his Defign of efpoufing young Z-eo- 
mra, he himfelf demanded her in Maniage. After 
he had made known his Q^uality and his Riches, 
tlie Faihcr ot" Leonora^ who was a Gentleman too, 
but had no great ERate, opened his Eyes to Ciri- 
zaJe's Propofition.

He began lo tremble 
without any Caufe ; a thoufand ill-grounded Su- 
fpicions difordered his Mind; and no Man wa^in 
a Word) more jealous than he, from the firft Day 
he fign'd the Contra^ of his Maiiiasc. The firft 
Mark he gave of his ]e.i!oufy was, that when thfi 
Queflion arofe of making the Wedding- CInaths for 
his Affianc'J, he would never permit, that the Taylor, 
who was to take Meafure of her, mould make 'em : 
He was inflexible thereupon ; he fought a thoufand 
Ways to Older it fo, that the Taylor Ihoul.i nei- 
ther fee nor touch her. And having at laf) found 
3- young Girl, pretty near ihc A_!;e, Pignefs and 
Heighth, of his Mifliefs ; by tlie Meafure. of this 
young Girl a Gown was mai'e, that fitted Leonora 
very well : After that he caufed ethers to bemadein 
great Number, and fo rich, that the F.ither and 
Mother of this young Spoufe, thought themfclves 
the happieft People in the World, to hjve met 
with a Son-in-Law fo liberal and fo magnificent. 
As for Lsorora, who had never worn but very 
plain Cloaths, (he ivas inconceivably over-joy'd, 
feeing flic had them in I'rnfujion, and allextreamly 
proper behold here fomething p.iiticular, JealonsJV- 
tipe would not confummste the Marriage 'till he 
had an Houfe to lumfelt^ which h« difpos'd in this 
1 Mxiii'.ei ; 
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Manner : He bought one for twelve thoufand Du- 
cats, in oiieoF the piindpal Quarters of the Town, 
which he furnifh'd with the utmoft Magnificence. 
Il was inviron'd with a Mote, always full of Wa- 
ter, and had a Garden planted with Oian^e-Treet ; 
il was a Houfc of themoft fujierte. As loon as it 
was his, lie Ihuc up all the Windows that look'd 
towards the Street, how diflaiit foever they were ; 
and the Apaitmcnt that was the mofl complete, 
and was to be that of his Wife, and his own, had 
none at all, having difpos'd it in Torm of a Dome. 
At the Coach Gate he built a Stable for one Mule, 
which is the ordinaiy Travelling of i\\c Spaniardit 
and over Head a Chamber for him that had the 
keeping of him, who was an old Moor, that was 
an Eunuch. The Walls of the TerralTes was raisM 
in fuch a Manner, that thofe that entered this

He tonght four white Slaves, and 
two Morifco's ; ihefe were Carizak'% Domeftics ; but 
as for Lacqueys lie would have none. His Houfe 
being thus difpos'd ; and having made choice of 
thofe he would be fervcd by, agreed with a Man 
that bought and dieffi'd what he defign'd to eat : This 
Man, in a Word; was to funiilli him with all ; but on 
this Condiiion, th.it he fhould dwell and Ileep at 
his own HouTc, auJ that he fliould come no far- 
therihcn the Touriicllc, whereby he fliouId deliver 
what he brought. He pnt in Rent, oi in Bank, 
Part of his Money, after he had taken all theAf- 
furances 
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fin aces that weie pofliblCj and leferved what be 
thought neccflary foi his moft piefling Occa&oiis^ 
he caufed aPick'Lnck Key to be made For all the 
Doois of his Houfe, wherei he hid Dp prefeRily, 
for the whole Year, what ordinary cues make no 
Ptovilion for, but when the Seafon is come. Af- 
ter he had finilh'd all thefe Preparatives, be went 
to his Fatheiin-Law, demanded his .Wife, ^nd c 
fpoufed her,' He broiigiit her afterwards to his own 
Houfe , and told heij fhe had nothing to do but to 
aflc whatfoevci the had a Mind to, for nothing 
Ihould be refus'd her ; never was a Woman fo con- 
fin'd. She went not our but Sundays and the Fefli- 
val Days, to go to Church, and 'twas there her 
Father and Mother had the Liberty to fpeak to 
her, in Prefence of the old Man, who was always 
with her ; the Entry of hi; Houfe was foibidden 
them , he expbin'd upon that when he marry'd. 
But, on the other fide, he made them very fine 
Prefents, and fuppIyM rhcir Wants, with fo great 
Liberality, that confol'd them a little for the Cap- 
tivity of their Daughter, ard the Trouble they 
cnnceiv'd for not being able to fee her as ofcenas 
they delired. On other Days, Cariztik arofe early 
in the Morninei and waited for him that made 
Frovifion for the Houfe, who was always adver- 
tia'd the Night before what he fhould provide. 
From the Time the Caterer was gone, he went 
out, after he had iliut the two Gates that were 
next the Street, and tbat in the Middle, between 
which the Moor lodg'd; as he had no great Af- 
fairs he ftion retum'd : Then he Ihut up himfel^ 
and invented fome News to divert his Wife with, 
and thefe Slaves that lov'd Iktj becanfe the fome- 
times 
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times xa3.it herfelF mciiy with them, and Cdrisu/s 
WAiaJwjys liberal enough. Behold ivhat Maiinei o^ 
lile TeUpe Jed. Leontra, and her fix Slaves, pafs'd 
an Year of Noviciate; and they had fpent, oiliers, 
iittei tlic lame Manner, if the Pciturbatot of Man- 
kijid had not difiurb'd them, as we ihalj fee. 

Let tlie wifcrt and moii fahlc of Moitala iinfvver, 
if he can, wliat I'm going to aUc. What liiven- 
lion could the ^or.d Man tslipe contrive for his 
SuKtf I* Becaufe, f^r from permitting any Man to 
enter his Houfc, that he fulfei'd not any Aningtal 
but was Female; neither Cat that run at'teiihe Mice, 
noi Dog that baik'd at the Gates, but what was 
of the Feminine Gender. CarixaU never flept 
Night nor Day -, he made Night and Day the' Round 
about his Houfe ; he was always a Sentinel ; he 
hiinrdf was the^^m of his Wife, to keep at n 
Diftance all forts ot Men from hjm, even his mod 
intimaic Friends; he treJteJ with them of Affairs 
in the open Street. All the Figures reprefented in 
his Hangings, and the PiSmes that adorn'd his A- 
partments, were of Vcrtals, of Goddeffes, or fome 
of the (Irong Women, Hiftory has fo much ceJe- 
hraced at hisHuufe; in a Word, bieath'd nothing 
but Moderty; and even the Tales that the Slaves 
made about the Fire, the long Winter Nights, ihey 
related vciy little of Men, as if there had been none 
in the Woild; 'twas Stories of fame yifiaz'j'ie, oi 
foine Heioine of oU Time. Lesmra lo/d hei 
Spoufe with the unnofl Affeilion, becaufe he was 
the firft Man Ihe had ever fcen; Jhe took for a 
wife Conduit his excelitve Jealnufy ; (he imagiii'd, 
all new marry 'd Wo [jien led a Life like her 's; Ihc 
had not the haft Defiic to go Abroad ; and the 
only 
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only Pleafure (he took was to pkafe C^r'iKale; (he 
heilblf prevented his DcHres; Ihc never (aw the 
Streets but the Day (he went to Churthj and that 
was only as (lie came back ; fot Ihe went fo early 
in the Morning, 'twas impoKible foe hei t<? (ce 
them ; never was Monaflery clofer (hut up j nevci 
did Nuns live in a M'innei more auJleie; nevei 
were Apples of Gold better kept • In the mean 
Time^ fe^e could not forbear falling into rhe Pre- 
cipice he apprehended, or, at ieaft, to believe he 
was fallen. 

There is in the City of Seville^ a fort of People 
lazy, 3nd Do-nothings, commonly c:tl1'd, Children 
of the Qparter; they are young People, thar have 
rich Parents, always well clad , loving Pleafuie , 
making Expence, and always at Feftivals. Many 
Reflexions might be made on their Bthavioiir; on 
their way of living ; on ihe Laws obftrv'd among 
them. Many Truths might be difcover'd; but afl 
Truths are not fir to be fpoken ; 'tis better to come 
to the Point. One of thefe Gallants, who was 
not yet m^rry'd, cafl his Eyes one Day upon Ciri- 
zaii's Houfe, and feeing 'twas perpetually (hutj he 
took a Defire to fee what was within it, he try'd 
fo many Ways, and made fo mnny Motions to ac- 
compliih his Delign, thqt lie came at laft to fuc- 
ceed ; he inform'd himfclf of the old Man's Hu- 
mour, Leanora'^ Beauty, and in what Manner this 
young Woman was kept ; he prefentiy commQui- 
cated his Defign to three of his Friends, the mofi 
crafty: It was lefolvd among "em to attempt forc- 
ing this Place; for never in this fori of Enter- 
prizes docs Council or Succour tail; but that, ne- 
Withelefs, was not fo eafy; there wer«fome Obfla- 
Qq clcs 
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cles to furmount; 'twas not the Bufuie& of one 
Day : In the mean Time, after well iheught of the 
Meafures fit to be taken, and the Means neceiliiy 
to be employ'd, to fucceed in an Exploit fo diffldl, 
they proceeded in this Mannei; 

Loayfa (that was this good Companion's Name) 
Iham'd a Journey into the Country for a few Days, 
and kept clofe at Home ; he chang'd his Breeches 
and Shiit, and put upon it a Suit fovile and rag- 
ged, that there was no foor Man in all the City 
th;it had fuch mifeiable Raggs; he caus'd the little 
Eeaid he had to be Ihav'd <rfF, put a Plainer on 
one nl his Eyes, and bound up one Leg veiy flrait| 
fiippojting himfelF on two dutches ; he was fo 
netanioiphos'd , that thofe that faw him in this 
Equipage were all of a Mind, it was impoflibJe to 
aft the Beggar better. Maik'd, and counteiteited 
in this Manner, Loayfa went every Evening in a 
praying Poflure to to the Gate ot Cariza/e's Houfe, 
which was always well Ihut, the Apartments were 
alfo at that DiHance, that it was impoflible the old 
Man, Leonora, or any one eife ot the Slaves could 
hear him; but he had his End if he could excite 
ihc Curiofily of the Moor, wlio was between the 
two Gates. After Leayfa had made fome Lamen- 
tations, he thium'd a little ugly Guitar, and as he 
heard the Mufic, in playing on this Inftrument, he 
fong little pleafant Songs of Romances ot Meort 
and Morifco's, and Vandals, fo diverting, and did 
it with fo good a Grace, in counlcrleiting his Voice, 
that all that pafs'd along the Street flop'd to hear 
him, Lem4 (that was the Moor's Name) enchant- 
ed with this Simphony, he was all Eais, he laid 
duwn 10 the Gate Co heai it the betcer; for the 
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Maori naturaBy love finging, to play on Inflxu- 
Oicnts, and hcai playing. Loayfa gave him this 
Diverifement during five 01 fix Nighcs ; he faw 
well enough he mull neceflkiily have him in his in< 
tereft, to compleat the Enteiprire he had in View, 
but he had tioi yet fpoke lo him, but he did not 
urry long to do it. I die with Thirft fhe faid 
Co nim, in a low Voice, the firft Time he went 
to Carizaie's Houfc) I die with Thirft, my deni 
Lcmt, and if I don't dtinfc I can't fing. Give me 
a Glafi of Water, 1 pray thcc. 'Tis not poflible 
to fatisfy thee (anfwer'd the Mmt) hecaufe I have 
no Key to the Gate ; and there's no Overture to 
give you what you aft. Who then has the Key? 
(reply'J Loayfa^ *Tia my Mafter (reply'd Lexoii) 
that 11 to Tay, the moft jealous Man m the World, 
and fo fiifpiciout, that it' he Ihould come to know, 
if at any Time I fhould fpeak with any one, it 
might coft me my Life. In the mean Time, who 
are you, I conjure you? I am (anfwcr'd hoayja) 
a poor Cripple, that get my Living by afkiiig Alms, 
for the Love ot Godj of good People ; fcefidcs that, 
leach other Poor , and Slaves , to play on In- 
flruments. 1 have above twenty ScholUrs, as poor 
as I am ; and there are three Moeri, that have 
learn'd fo well, thai they may boldly ptay in all 
the Taverns in Seville. If I have feiv'd 'cm well, 
they hive paid me well. 'Tis fo, my dear Le-xu, 
'tis as I tell you. I would piy yon as well as 
they (faid the Afcof, lighing deep) if 1 could take 
your LeflTons ; but 'tis a Thing imprafticable, be- 
caufe mv Mafterj when he goes out in the Morn- 
ing, locks the Street Door ; he does the fame when 
he comes back, and I am always at a Prifoner, 
Qq 2 between 
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between the two Gntes. I fweai to thee (added 
Loayfa) if thou would'Jl give me Oppoitunity to 
enter thy Apartment fome Ninjits, I would make 
thee fo able to play on the Violin at Guitar, that 
thou woul'A f hy admiiahly well in a little Time { 
fce but perfwaded ; I have a Method extreaoily ea- 
fy, and I Ihould have the Icfs Tiouble with thee, 
bccaufe I know thou wanted neither Inclination 
not Witj as one may even judge, by the Tone of 
thy Voice; I'll engage thou ling'ft vciy well, I 
ling not altogether aiTiifs (rep)y'd the Slave) hut 
what does it concern mc to fing well ? I know but 
one niifeiable Song. He began picrently to fing 
foiiic one of his moft trivial. Thy Sorgs {Loayfa 
told him, interrupting him) are no more than Fool* 
eries, in Comparifon of thofe I could tea^-h you : 
I know all thore of the Moor AbeKiarez, and the 
Lady Chariffi his Miftrefs ; I know all thofe cf the 
Sofhj Tofftuneheio ; and thefe Sarabands fo divinc- 
Jy compos'd, that they ravifh the Soul of the for- 
tu^ueze : But this iinot all, I teach all thefe Things 
with fo mu-h Art, and a Manner fo cafy, that 
without giving thee almoft the leafl: Trouble, thou 
would n hardly have eaten three or four Bufhels, of 
Salt but thou would'A become the beA Mufician 
(hat is in all SpMitty in all Inflruments. 

The Maer-, who comprehended not that Loayfa 
openly mockd him, anfwcr'd with another Sigh j 
But what does all this fignify, fince I know of no 
Means (o take to introduce you into the Honfe } 
There's a Remedy for all ( reply'd /.ouj/fl : ) Thou 
mull endeavour to get the Keys ot thy Mafler, and 
I will give thee a Bit of Wax whereon thou (hall 
fmfiint them ; and piovidcd, thou dpA oidei it fa, 

m 
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that the Mailcs of the Teeth be impiinted, take no 
Caie foi the left, I am leady by the Friendlhip that 
I begin to bear thee to employ a Lodcfmilh, a Friend 
of mine, who will make Keys by this Model^ fo 
well, thai 1 can enter by Night into thy hpatt- 
menc ; and that done, I will leach thee 10 p!ay on 
InJliuments better than frefier Jchn^ ni the Sophy of 
ierfia. 1 peiceive, 'tis great pity, that a Voice 
like thine, fhould want Improvement, and remain' 
jnutil; for thou rauft know, that the heft Voice 
in the World loofes one Moiety of its Beauty, 
and its Value, when 'tis not apply'd to the Souiid. 
of fome Inftrument; be it Guitar, Harpfechoid, 
Organ, 01 Harp; Thou muft chnofe fomewhac of 
chofe \ and if I may advifc thce^ I am of Opinion, 
that which agrees bcft with ihce is the Guitar; 
becaufe 'tis an Inlliument more poitatite, and which 
coH kf:', I believe it anfwcied the Moor : But all 
which thou fay'ft amounts to nothing, becaufe the 
Keys thou dcmand'O nevei fall into my Hands; 
my Mallei never parts with them, they fleep Night 
and Day under his Pillow, Do another Thing then, 
Mafter Lewis (faid Loayfa) if it be true, that thou 
defireft to become a perfe£l MaOer cf Inftiuments, 
for othetwife'tis in vain, that I Ihould break my 
Reft to give thee Council. If I had a Defirc 
(faid Lervii, interrupting) the Deiire I have is fo 
great, that I would fpare for nothing to put it in 
Praflice, provided it were of Things a lirtie mors 
poffible than that of fratching the Keys out of my 
Mafter's Hands, who would rather lirofe his Life. 
If 'tis fo (fiid the good Fellow) I will make thee- 
keep between the two Gates and the Wall, by 
certain Machines, that will do Wonders , provi- 
ded^ 
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ded, on thy pait, thou takeft away a little of the 
Stone, 'tis a Thing veryeafy: Thcfc Machines fhall 
be a Pair ot" Tongs, and a little Hammei, thou 
flult draw the Niils n\ the Lock with, when they 
are all adeep, 211.I atteiwaids we will replace them ; 
which we will do fn dexttonfly, that I aflbrc thee, 
it Ihall never be perceived that they were diawn. 
When lam once within with thee, we will worfc. 
a Wonder ; I will hide nothing from thee ; and 1 
ptomifc ;hec, thou fliilt ntvcr repent to have exe- 
cuted what 1 Ihall council thee, equally for thy 
?^ood, and to do mc Service. Leive not the Occa- 
ion, my dear Liwii, you will never find fuch ano- 
ther J and 1 perceive well, that thou oughtcH to 
iovc me, Hs I love thee, to go IhEit up myfelf 
voluntarily with tlicc in a Hay-Loft: But what 
would not one do for a Friend ? for the icft, 
trouble notthyfclf; for what we Ihall cat I will 
bring Piovifion for us both, and 1 will bring even 
for more than eight Days, I have Schobra and 
Prtende, that will not abandon mc for what I 
want ; we (hall not die thro' Hunger, I'll take 
care of that. 'Tis nnneccCity (faid Lfwh) that 
thou Ihouldell put thyrtlfto Chaigc that Way, we 
fliall have fufficient to cat, and we will make good 
Cheat (jf what my Mailer gives mc, and what the 
SUvei bring under Hand will fufticc to keep us 
two Days longer, (b we hive no Trouble that Wayj 
there's no more to be done at prefcnt but to have 
this Hammer and Tongs; \ will quickly find a 
PafTage to get them in; f will cover, with a little 
Mortar, the Overture I Ih^ill mnke; and when on e 
I hjve them (leave the reft to me) I will draw 
the Naiis of the Lock «i artfully ss I can, and e- 
ven 
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vtti fuppofc, I was forc'd to )tncK:k haid, my Ma- 
Aer lies fo fai cifF, that it is (he gieaicli MiiacJc^ 
01 the Diealefl Misfoitune in ihe Wortd, if the 
Nolle niould icach hiin. All docs well (bid to- 
ayfa") within tw« days thou Ihalt have all that is 
necefTaiy to put in Execution fo viituous a Dcli^n. 
I wain thee, in the mean lime, to cat rothing that 
is flegmatic ; lot 'di fo tar ficm doing eood, that, 
on thccontiaiy, itfpoilsthe Voice cniirely. There 
is nothing (anfwcred the Slave) that makes my 
Voice hoaifei than Wine; in the mean time, I 
would not leave it for all the Voices in the World. 
That is not what I would fayCieplj'd toayfa) Ihave 
not fo lidiculous aThouc>ht. Only diink, mydeat 
httois, and much good It may do thec; Wine tliat 
is drank by Mcafuic ncvei does hurt, I drink too 
by Mcarurc (faid the Moor") I have a Pot here that 
holds jufl a Quart, the Slaves bring it me without 
my Maflei's Knowledge; and the Vuiveyor himfelf 
gives me, froia time to time, in private, a Bottle, 
and (hat fupplies the Defffl of the Por. By my 
Faith (faid Loayfn) what thou fay'il to me is ad- 
mirable, thy Head is longer thsn ] thought ir, a 
Icfs Fooi than thou is no Bead, and what thou 
kiiowefl is good Senfc; for, in fine, 'tis impoflible 
for « diy Thioat to gioan or fing. Go youiWayj 
(faid the Moor) but lemennber, 1 cxpeA you will not 
fail tn come and fing here one Night, my Fingers 
itch, fo great a Dclire I have to touch the Strings 
of the IiiAiument on which I hcatd you playfucli 
fine Things. 1 will ccme (faid Loajfa) and I will 
bring new Airs. That is what I defire (rcply'd 
Lewti) but, in the mean time, I befeech you to 
Cng again f«me liiilc Songj that I may go to Bed 
with 
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Ac Rich. Timt b aoc «te -i 

(«r*T>! iIk »lifci MfeoB) Ao ^^, 

to fllafc drffelf ; in Ac nens toK. hmfcca M « 
fitdc fcn;. He tmi d ap tbcs x RtMiaim, ^t 
cfe fli r d y wis fe pfcttr, add he fiag it fit «^ 
tfaxt it iBoni CD die Mawj be wn ii wcB pkao^ 
thit the Hour for opeon^ ds Gate would ncra 

Laayfa war bot . jaft gme ban ds Mmt, fenc 
hv went to advertize bis Cnnfidcnts cf vbv had 
luppcn'd to him of die Ma&m be bd tafccnj 
uid wbxt bad been ^leed upon betw ten Inoi *nd 
tTris Slive, to te innodoc'd into Caw7xab'\ Hoofc. 
TbcT put their Hands prdemly to the Work, and 
hj the M^mii^, they bad Piixxs offb goodMe- 
ta], that they wouli 'bzcik Nails with Jb modb 
Eafe as if iber were made of Wood. In the mean 
(itne, L-a^fn ^rgot not to go and Cng and play 
on his infinimcnt before the Gate, where he fonnd 
the Mcor had alrcaJy made an Overture fafficient j 
and that this Oveiture was fo well coverd, that it 
was impoffible to perceive it, unlefs you look'd 
very Jicar, aniJ, withal, with fomc Sufcicion. The 
Night folloivmg, Loayfa carried the Hainmer and 
Pinccs ; and Lewti had them n» fooner in his 
Hand, but he brnlte the Nails of the Lock, with 
the greatefl Facility in the World ; he opened 
the Gate at the fame time, and let in his Ov' 
pheui; never was Man better plcas'd, 'Tis true, 
fie W33 a little furpriz'd to fee Loayfa with his two 
Outchcs, in fui'h a Ihabbjr Diefs, and with a Leg 
fo bound about; yet he knew 'twM a poor Man 
that 
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that begg'd; and as L*ayf.i hid taken off the 
Flailter from his Eye, becaufc he had no Occalion 
ot it, he comforted up himlejf to fee a Face that 
fcemed to him not altogether difagreeatle. As foon 
as the Companion was eiiteiedj he embiac'd his 
good Schollai; he kKs'd him, and immediately put 
into his Hands a great Bottle of exc«)li-iit Wine, 
and a Boi full of Sweetmeats ; he prefented him 
befides, with many othei Cooifituies he cany'd in 
his Pockets, which wis very well furnifli'd ;. prc- 
fently after, he threw awjy liis Crutches, and mjde 
three or four Caprioles veiy nimbly. The Afc#r 
was at a Stand whit to telieve. Be not furpriz'd 
at what thou fee'ft, ray Friend LewM (faid Loayfj, 
piefently.) Thou muft know that I am net naiu- 
lally lame of a Leg ; but, by Induftiv, 1 get my 
Living by this Way of begging; fo by Means of 
thjs Contiivance, and my liiltiument, I lead the 
happiefl Life in the World. He that wants In- 
dul^iy, run a Rifque to die with Hunger. Thou 
Vilt try it, 1 affute myfelf, duri[ig the Courfe of 
our new Fiiendfliip. 1 am perfwaded f« (leply'd 
the Moor J but let us think of the Prerent, before 
we think of what is to ccme ; let us think of re- 
placing the Lock in ir"s I'lace, and accommodate 
it fo well, that no Change may he known, I am 
willing (faiJ LoayfaJ and then took out the Naiis 
out of his Pocket, and the Lock was a Moment 
after €o well accommodated as it was before. Lewit 
was wonderfully overjoy'J, and hoa\fa went up in- 
to the Hay TalJer, where the Slave wns, and ac- 
commodated himfelF as well as he could. Lewit 
prefently liBhted a Ruih, and his new Coii^rade 
took out his Guitar, that he begin to pinch in a 
Rr itjw 
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fow Nnte, and To nulodi^^ufly, thzt the poot JMwr 
tint Iiilned to him, wai, ai it wettj r2Tifli\l in 
an Eitaty. Ahei he f»d play'd 2 litile, he tcofc 
Out Cmik mote Omfitnie*, to make CoBation, and 
M»c 10 hii Scbolhrj and aftciwards onpty'd tbeit 
Bonk rery rnetiilf. That being over, he would 
ha« !,*»■« br?in a Lcfibn ; but the jifyer had fo 
weD draiA he knew n« what he did. Loayfa made 
him believe, he kne* alieady two Notes at leaft; 
char he had the beft Hand in the Woijd ; and, 
that lie had nevct feen lb good a Beginning ; So 
that tnr a good Part of the Night, be did nothing 
■fc«t ihmm the Guitar out of Tune, and without 
any Order, They flept tut tci^ little that Night, 
The nejt Mrrning, atoui fa o' Clock , CariiaU 
wcrt down, lie open'd the middle Door, and that 
to the Street; he waited for the PnrTejor, who 
came a JittJe after, and gave him by the Tournelle 
the Meat he bought. In his Return, he call'd the 
Slave, that he might come down and take his Por- 
tion, and Oari for ihc Mule; th^t being done, ht 
went out) and left the two Gates fiiut, without 
tjkbig Notice of what had been done to the Lock, 
that rf ihc Street, to the great Coniertment of 
Loajfa and Lerpts. Carizale's Fnct was no foonet ' 
our, but the Moor handled the Guitar, and began 
to play in fuch a Manner, that all the Slaves heard 
it, and run to the Gate of theTallct. What lig- 
nifies this? (faid they) Haw long bafi thou had 
fuch an Indrumem ? Who is it that give ii thee? 
Wh'> ^ave it me ? fanfwcr'd Leivis) 'Tis the beft 
Muliciin oF the whole Univeife; a MaOj that in 
lefs than fix Days his nught me more ihan fix 
thoufand Song^, Then wheie ii ibis Mufician' 
(faid 
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(fiid the Govcincfs) He is not fai from hi 
(reply'd the Aioer) and were it not for fcai my 
MaJlei Hiouid cnme and fuiprize us, perhaps, I 
might let you fee him, now picfent ; and, I aftuic 
you of beiiig well plcas'd to hive ffcii him. How 
C7u\ we fee him (continued the Govcrnefs) fince 
newer any ,Man but our MiRei that ever enter 'd 
this Houfe ? I have nothing to fa ■ to you upon 
that (anfwei'd the Mocr) and I wilS fay no more 
to you of it, 'till firft you hive Teen what 1 know, 
and have iearifd info Ihort a Time, 'Tis impoffible 
(added the Governefs) but he that taught thee be 
fome Lutanift oi Spiiit ; for no Man ever eniei'd 
faeiBj nor can be able, in fo fhort a Tnne, [o make 
lb able a Mafter, as thou pretended we may believe 
thee to be. Whcihec he be a Lutanift or no, tioii- 
ble not youifejf upon that ; you lliall fee him, and 
Ihall heat him in Time. I defy thee upon that (faid 
one ot the Slaves thereupon) and, in efFefl, How 
ran that be, fince we hawe no Windows that an- 
fwct the Street, to hear it, or fee any one. Theie's 
a Remedy for all in Death (faid the Moor.) It you 
would) ft ratlier, it you know how to he (iltnt, 
you (hall fee other things yet. How be filent.? 
(leplv'd another of the Slaves) We will be moie 
dumb than the Night; I fweir to thee, my dear 
Friend, we will all die with Pefire to hear a good 
Voice, for it wants but little; but fince we have 
been enclosed here, we have heard fome one fiiig, 
that we never heard the Monks fiiig better. , 
Loayfa heirk'ned to this Difcouife with a great 
deal of toy, becaufe, he clearly faw it all went as 
fee would have it, and that his Rood Fortune toc]c 
Pains t) guide thia Affair heifelf.. Upon this, the 
R I 1 sieves 
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Slaves withdrew, and the Moor promis'd to divert 
them, and regile tbetn with a good Corfortj when 
they leafl thnnghc oF it. He would not entertain 
then too long, becaufe he apprehended that his 
Mader might furpiize them talking together; fo 
he withdrew to his Abode. He had a great Defile 
to take a teflon ; but he durft not do- it by Day, 
for fear Carizale Ihould hear htm : In ciFcft, he 
came a litde Time after, and having fliut the Gates, 
according to his Cuftnm, he went to lock himfelf 
tjp in his Hoofe. One of the Slaves delay'd not 
to rrme to the Tontnelle, to carry the Moer fome- 
what to eat; and, 'twas then that he told her, Ihe 
and her Companion fhould come to the fame Place, 
ivhen their Mallet was afleep, and he would dare 
promife them, they ihould go away content. He 
talk d in this Manner, becaufe he had before dc- 
fit'd bis Player on Inftruments to come and fing, 
and play at the Gite of the Tournelle, to pleafe 
the Slaves. Loiyfa had ptomis'd him afretwaTds, 
having a long Time iiitreated him, altho' he had 
defir'd it a thoufind Times more e.irneftly than 
'he Mootf whom be embrac'J with the utmoil Ten- 
dernefs, to teftify his Contentment, and to make 
him good Cheat too, as if he had been at Home. 
The Day began, in fine, to difappear, and about 
Mi,^!'!ight he begin to ling at the Gate ot the 
Tournclle. Lems going thither, faw the Gai^ 
was come , he pierently advertis'd Loayfa, and at 
Ihe fame Time, they both went down frrm the Hay- 
Tallif with the Guitar, that was well ftrung. Z.#- 
tfi/fi demanded of the Moor^ how many they were 
that were to hear him ? He anfwer'd him, tliSit 
afl the Women of the Honfc were come to the 



^^^Place oF Afligoation, except their Midrefs, who 
^^^hvas a Bed with her Spoufe. That was norhing z- 
^^^Rieeable to Loayfa ; howeveT, he refolv'd to execute 
^^B nis Defign, and pleafe his Schollar. He began then 
\ to pinch Che Guitai, and he play'd fo well, that 
he ravifh'd the Maor aiid all the Crowd of Wo- 
men that heard him ; but he cxcell'd, as foon as 
he began to fing paflionate Songs, and conclud- 
ed with a Saraband, that was then but newly come 
up in Spain; all the Slaves were in a Raptore,- 
there wjs neither Young nor old that were not at 
their Wits End to dance; they conienred themfdves 
to make Signs, miking as little Nv'iife as was pof- 
fible, and fettiiig Sentinels, that Tclicv'd one ano- 
ther by Turns, in Cafe the old Man Hiould hap- 
pen to awake. Looyfa fung alfo forae Stanza's; 
and they were fo enchanted with this Harmony, 
that they would needs know who this admiral Mu- 
lician wis, 'Tis a poor Beggar fihe Moor told 
them) hut the moft gill.intj and the moft horeft 
Beggar that there is in all Seville- They conjur'd 
him to order it fo that they might fee him, and 
detain him as long as they poffibly could, promiC- 
ing to treat him well, and contribute all that they 
had to make him good Entcttainmenr. Theyafk'd 
him alfo, what Coutfe he took to be introduc'd 
into the Houfe ? That is what I lliill never tell 
you (anfwer'd the Moor.) There arc fome certain 
Things Women ought never to know. All that 
I have to fay to ynu is, Thaf ynn make a little 
Hole on the Side oF the Toutnelle, anJ after yon 
hive made ufe of it, take the Precaution to ftop 
it with z little Wax. Loayfa talk'd to them af- 
teiwards, and ofFer'd 'em hij Services, with fo good 
a Grace, , 
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a G"C£, and fucb ^ii Turns, that they had aQ the 
Difficulty in the WotM to bejievc he was a poot 
lleg^ai. The ConverCiiioii being begun, they bc- 
fonght hint to come the Night tolfomng to the 
laiDC Place, adding, that they would do all they 
could, if pollible, to make their Miftrers come too, 
in Spighc of the interrupted Sleep ot hej Spoufe; 
which Inteituption of Sleep (they faid fuither) 
proceeds moie from his gieat Jealoury, thin his 
old Age. /.oflj/ii toli^them thereupon for Anfwer, 
That if they defired to hear his Symphony, without 
appreheniiing to be interrupted by the old Man, 
he would give them an admirable Powder, which 
ihey ihould put into his Wine, and that tins 
Powder hid 3 Virtue to caufe ileep more than or- 
diniry. Oh Heaven! ('ciy'd out then one of the 
Sl.tvei) If what you tell uj be true, what Fnitune 
could equalize ourH, and what Alteration foi the 
better ? Happy Powdei for us, fo long as we are 
in this Houfe, and efpecially for Leonera his Wife, 
out MiHrefs, whom he folloivs as the Shadow ihc 
Body, and whom he never loofcs Sight oh Ha ! 
Good Man! whoever you arc, bring us this PnwJer, 
and may all the good in the World you wilh for 
happen to you. t offer to moiflen myfelf in this 
Beverage, and fetve lor a Butler : If this old Man, 
who has always his Eyes open, could but flecp 
three Days and thiee NiRhts, we fliould be at 
the Top of out ]oy. I will give it (faid Loayfa) 
And this Powder docs no other Hurt to him ihat 
takes it," than to put iiim into a rrofbund Sleep. All 
in fine, bcfouii^ht him unanimouflv to bring it as 
fnim as [Mffible ; and 'twas lefojvcd the Night follow- 
ing, they would make a Hole in the Gate with 
3 Wimble, . 
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1 Wimble, and they would difpofe ih^ri Millicfs 
to come and fee him, and hear him. They then aH 
wilhdiew ; and tho' the Day began to break, Lewit 
would rake out a Lcflbn not to loofc Time. Loayflg 
did fo always, making him believe, that of all trie 
Schollais he had, none had a better Hand nor bet- 
ter Ear, altho' this poor Moor was of all Men the 
mofl ilupid, and the leaft fit to manage an In- 
flrument. 

In Proportion, as AfFiits advanc'd, Loayfu'i 
Friends were cirefii! to go and hearken cveiy Night 
at the Gate, to fee if he wanted any thing, oihad 
any thing to fay to them: They fail'd not to come 
the next Night; Lofl7/« talk'd to them thro' aJit- 
tlc Hole that he had made, how Matters went, 
and conjui'd them to look out for foniewhat that 
would provoke Sleep, that he might give it to Ca- 
rtzale. He told them, he had formerly heard talk 
of a certain Powder that produc'd this Effefl; and 
that ir was of the utmoft Confequence to have it 
inceflantly, and after that they might fte a P'"^ 
Game. If that be all (faid his Comrades) you IhaU 
be Jboii fatisficd, we have a Phyfician, a Friend of 
ours, that will fiirnifh us, and you may depend 
upon our Words, you Ihall have it To morrow Night, 
or elfe 'tis not to be had in Seville ; they then 
withdrew. Night beine come, all the Gang ic- 
pait'd to the ordinary Rendezvogs. The Simple 
and young Lfi?«oi-ii came alfo, all trembling in the 
Fear Ihe was in, tiut CnrizaU, whom Ihe had left 
afleep) fliould happen to awake. There was all 
the Trouble in the World to make her go j but 
all the Slaves, and particularly the Governcfs, told 
fcei fo many Marvels, both of the Mufician and 
Mufic, 
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Mufic, and ToHirited hei vt'v.h fo good Reafons, 
tlut 3t hft fhe was pievaii'd with to go. The fiifl 
tbii^ they did was to makea l^olcin the TcuincUe, 
that tiayfa rnhht be feeii, who was not diefs'd 
that Night like a Bregai ; he put on a Pair of 
Biceches of yellow Tafnrce, a Doublet of the fame 
Stuff, cmich'd with lictle Hinbioideiies of Gold, kc 
had a Satiin Bonnet cf the fame Colour, and a 
Band of Lace cut : He had the Piecaution to caiiy 
thefc Accoutiemenis in his Snapfack, asivell know- 
ing he Ihouli change PeiFonage in Time and Place. 
He wji young and tall, and had a veiy good Mein ; 
fo thai thefe Women, that of a long Time had 
never feen none but their old Man, believed they 
Jaw an Angel when they faw him thro' the Hoicj 
never was feen fo much prefii/ig, the Hole was al- 
ways full i and ihat they might fee the better, the 
Mnar niarch'd round him with a lighted Torch. 
After ihcy had theii Fill, he took his Guitar and 
play'd fo pcifeflly well, that they hardly knew 
vrhete ihey were. Ah' iewM (faiJ thty altoge- 
ther, lavifh'd and ejtacy'd) we muft order it fo, 
that this incomparable MuficiJn come into the 
Houfe, that we might hear and fee him fomwhac 
nearer. They went on, and fjiJ, we cinnot enjoy 
him without Fear ; for, in fine, the Place we are 
in, Carizcile m*iGht fuiprize us, and that would 
ncvei happen if we hatl him once amongft us. Le- 
owira rejcfttd this Piopofition.' I will never con- 
fern to ir, (he told them ; we may come to repent it ; ■ 
we mull be contented to fee him in the Mannei 
we now fee him. Let us manage out Reputati- 
on I pray, and make no Breach in out Honour. 
Of what Honour do you tjlk of (faid the Gover- 
iids?*) 
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sefs) the King bas but too much. You may, if you 
have a Mind lo't, Ihut yourftlf up with youi Me' 
thufalem ; but let us pifs bur Time as well as we 
can. This chaiming Mulidin feems fo full of Ho- 
nour, that he will never afk mere than we deQre. 
No; without Doubt (reply'd LtayfaJ I am come 
hither for nothing but to do you ^rvice, having 
Companion that you are fo (Iraitly endos'J ; tor, 
after all, your Deftiny cnuM not be more fad. I 
fweai by all that I hold dear in the World, that 
never Man was more difcrecc than I am ; and, be- 
fides, I have been bred in fo great a Refpeft for 
Perfons of youi Sex, that I am afraid of difplcaf- 
ing them with only looking on ihem. I (hall be 
fo fubminive, be perfwaded, rhaC you will never 
hive caufe to repent, the hiving intioduc'd me in- 
to your Houfe. I fliall obey you blindly, and there 
Hull be nothing I will omit to do, to render my- 
felf worthy ol the Confidence you (hall lepofe in 
me. If that be {o (faid (imple Ltonora) what 
Courfe fliall we take to lee you in } The Matter 
will not be difBcil (reply'd Loa][a.) Yon mull take 
the Pains to engrave in a Bit of Wax the Wards 
of the Key of this Gate; and I will order it fo, 
that To-morrow we (hall have one that will ferve. 
lo having this Key (faid one of the Slaves then) 
we fliall have all thofc ot the Houfe ;, for this o- 
pens all the other Doors. Tis tiue (reply'd Leo- 
nareC) but 'tis good) nevertheleis (fhe continu'd to 
fey) that the Mafter of Mufic fwcar firft, that he 
will do nothing elfe, when we have Introduc'd him 
here, than fing and play on his Innrument when 
we deflre him ; thsc he Ihall be contented to be 
Ihut up 'till we hart: Oci:a(ion for him and ih^t 
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he fliall nevei pretend to the leaft Privacy with 
any rf the Slaves. I fwear it ((aid Loa\fa, piefent- 
Jy.) This Oath is not fuffident (reply"d Leanora) 
you mud promife that, in a Manner a little lefa 
general; you mud fwear by the Lite o\ youi Fa- 
ther, and by the Ciofs, killing it in the Prefence 
of us ail. 1 fw«r it by the Life of my Father 
(Taid Loayfa^ piefently) and by the Cr^rs, that I 
kifs with my unworthy Mouth. Upon this, he 
m^tde a Crofs with two of his Fingeis, and then 
kifsd it three Times, We afk no mote (faid one 
of the Slaves) we may fafely receive you ; come in 
as firn as 'tis poffibJc ; and above ail, rcmemtei 
the Powder, for the whole depends on that, aj 
you comprehend very well. 

The (Jonvetfjtion ended there; and 'twas about 
two Hours after Midnight when Leonora, and her 
Woman of Service withdrew. Loajfa and the Moor 
prepar'd themfclves foi Repofe, very well pleas'd 
with ivhat had pafs'd. As foon as they heard a 
Noife ill the Street, as it was the Signal, Loujfa's 
Friends us'd to makcj the Mailer and the Schollai 
came prefently to the Gate ; they learn'd in few 
Words what had pafs'd ; but they were under fome 
ConflernatioLi that they had not brought the Pow- 
der they alk'd for, to make Carizale flcep. Take 
no Care for that (faid Loayfa's Friends) things 
are not always fo eafy to be had as one imagines ; 
but the next Night we will put into your Hands, 
that which fliall make the old Man flefip , you 
may depend on it; 'twill not be a Powder, it will 
be an Iiigueiit, that doih Wonders. You muft 
only anoint the Anns and Ter^ples of him that you 
would lay afleep, and he will deep two Days en- 
tire.

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tire, without waking, unlefs you chafe with Vi- 
negai the Parts anointed ; then only the Charm 
fliall be broken. The Remedy is immanchable, it 
is appTOv'd. Foi the Key, you need only give us 
the Wax whereon it has been imprinted ; wc have 
» Lockfmith, who will leadily ferve us. They with- 
drewa Moment after, and Loajfa and the A4oor 
ftept that little that' lemaiji'd of the Night. There 
pafs'd nothing new the next Day, only, that the 
Day feem'd extieamly long to Loayfa : But, in fine, 
the Sun went to precipitate into the Sea, to go and 
enlighten other People; the Heaven was erabrot- 
dcr'd wiih Stars, and the Night came not only, but 
the Hour fo much defir'd, they us'd to repair to 
the Tournellc; Laayja and his Schollar faii'd not, 
wi they found that all the Slaves were come al- 
lesdy, fo impatient they were to have the Mu- 
fician in their Seraglio. Leonora was not there, 
iKcaufe, that Night, Can^ale had iock'd with 3 
Key the Chamber where they rtcpt. Let not this 
tjpuble you (faid the Slaves to Loayfa) as foon as 
Car'jzale is alleep, Ihe will feize on the Key, that 
this fufpicjous Spoufe has under his BolOcr ; file 
will imprint it on the Wax fhe has ready, ard Ilic 
will give it lis by a Cranny ; for this Man, fo in- 
genious to take Precautions, has never forefeen, that 
this Overture might fometimc be fatal. Ltayfa 
remain'd furpriE'd at the Tilings he newly heaiJ ; 
he adiair'd the different Motions of CartMle^ Lee 
nora^ and her Slaves; and, in the Time he made 
Reflcflion, and thu he could not forbear admir- 
ing, he heard the Sound of the Cornet ; he run im- 
mediately to the Gate, and his Friends gave Iiim, 
in fine, a little Box fuU of die Drugg he defir'd. 
S f 2 Loajfa 
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l^ayfa took itj and defir'il them to flay one Mo^ 
ment, and he would ge fetch the Figure oF the 
Key they weic to caule to be made. He was no 
foonci at the Gate of the Tournelle, tut he ad- 
tliefs'd himfelF lo the Governefs. That was Ihei 
that of all'ihe reft, defir'd with the greateft Atdourj 
that he might come in. Do you hear, Maru { (that 
was her Name) cairy this Box to your Mifliefs ; 
tell her the Properties oF the Medicine, and the 
Manner (he ought to ule it ; and be pcrfwaded, 
that if fhe applies it as it r>oght, Ihc will have 
Caufe, (he and we, to be fatisfy'd and content. 
The Govetnefs took it, and 'tis tmpoflible to ex- 
prefs the Joy fhe fliew'd on this Rencounter; fhe 
went immediately to the Chamber Door, where her 
Mafter and Miflrefs lay, and looking thro' the Cran- 
ny, fhe found that Leonara waited for her, extend- 
ed all along upon the Ground, with her Face to- 
wards the Hole ; the Governefs put herfelf into 
the fame Poflure, and putting her Mouth to her 
Millrels's Ear, fhe toKl her in a low Voice, (he 
had an Inguent, to make her Hufbaiid fleep, and 
told her in what Manner Ihe fhould ufe it. Leo' 
vara took the Box, and told the Governefs, fhe 
rould not pofiibly take the Key trom her Hufband ; 
for (faid fhe) he keeps it no longer behind his 
BoIRet, as he was ufed to do, he puts it between 
the two Quilts, and almoft under one halE of his 
Body. In the mean Time, fhe went on, and faid, 
you need only tell our Mufician, if his Medicine 
has the Propeitics you fpeak ot , we may eafily 
have the Key as often as there's Occalion; and 
'lis unneceflary to imprint it upon Wax. I am 
going to make Tiyal of the Diugg j and if thofe 
tjiat 
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that are at the Stiect Gatt to wait foi the Print 
of the Keyi you may give them Leave to be gone, 
we have no Occafion of 'em at this Time. Lmw- 
ra tiembled, and duilt not breath, when Die be- 
gan to lub hei Hulband's Aims, who was now in 
a profound Sleep ; foi it was by that, ihe believ'd 
'twas neceflaiy to begin by; the made an lind at 
Un of anointing him in all Places neceltary, and 
that was enough almofl to embalm him, 10 put turn in 
the Sepulchre. The Drugg fail'd not much, to pro- 
duce the EfFcit eipeSed; the old Man began to 
fnoai fo loud , he might be heard in the Street. 
This Mufic gave Leanera as much' Pleafurc as that 
of the Mallei of hei Slave. Notwithflandirg, not 
being yet well alTui'd of what the believ'd, ihe jogg'd 
him a little, and foon after, ihak'd him again; 
and, in fine, the grew To bold, to turn him from 
one fide to the other. Carizale fc]t nothing. Aa 
(bon as Ihe faw that the Ointment work'd, and 
that flie need no longer doubt that hei Hulband 
was entirely buty'd in his Sleep, fhe went to the 
Hole of the Gate, from whence fhe call'd her Go- 
veinefs, who waited thete for her. Carixale fleeps 
Cflie cty'd out all aloud) and he fleeps fo well, that 
I think he will never awake, 'till we throw Vire- 
gir in his Face. And what is the Reafcn (icplj'd 
the Governcfs) that you make not ufe of the Key ? 
"Tis now above an Hour ihit our Player on In- 
ftruinents grows impatient of waiting. Tatience 
(faid Leonora) I will go look for him. Having 
r:iid that, the return'd towaids the Bed, put her 
Hand between the two Qiiilis, and took the Key, 
without waking Carizale, the lead in the World. 
Sfie was no fonnei MiHiefs of the Key, but fhe 

went '

went to open the Gate, which (he did with 1 ran- 
fports of Joy, that briglit'ned hcj Eyes, and al! her 
Face; ihe then gave the Key to the Governefs, 
and ordei'd her to go open to the Mufician, and 
conduft hitn to the Gallery, beciufe fhe dai'd not 
go fuithei, by Realbn of InconvenLencies that might 
be fcar'd. One cannot take (flie faid) too much 
Surety ; (he lecommended to her, at the fame Time, 
to make Loayfa ratify the Oath, he took before, 
to pretend to nothing but what fhe defir'd. If he 
rctufe to Twear again ((he further iaid) and con- 
firm his Oath, open not to him in any wife, I be- 
feech you. I will do ic (rcplyd the Governefs) I 
will take it on my felf to make him ; and I pro- 
mile yoQ, he fball have gjod Luck if he comes in, 
if Gift he fweai not , and refweai , and kifs the 
Ciofs fix Times at lead. Confine him not to th^t 
{faid heansra') let him kifs it as often as he pleafe. 
I have heaid CanzaU lay a thoufand Times, that 
when a Man promifes any thing, one cannot re- 
quire too many Oatlis. Let him kifs the Crofs 
then as ofien as< he pleafes, he Ihall never do ic too 
often; but above all, remember to make him fwear 
fcy the Life of his Tather, and his Mother, and by 
all the Goods he can pretend to ; by that Means, 
we fhall be fafe, and enjoy, without any fear, the 
fweet Symphony oi his Guitar ; he plays upon it 
admirably: Go then without any further Deliy, and 
let us not pafs the Nights in vain Words, 

The Governefs tuck d up her Petticoat, and went 
to the Gate of the Touriielle, where all the Com- 
pany watted. They no fooncr faw tjic Key ihe 
had in her Hand, but they cry'd out, Oil! Rrave 
little Mary\ They took her up in their Arms, 
and 
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atid cairied her afcoat feveral Hours in Ttiompli; 
the joy redoubled when they underilood there was 
no need of tklfe Keys, fince they could make nfc 
,_ of that as often as was necelTary. Very good, ooi 
' good Friend (faid one of the Company) Irt thte 
Ciate be fet open; the Mufician has waited s 
long time. Let us lake a good Meal of Mufic, 
ana take no Care for the rcll. There is yet fbme 
»thing to be done , Care ought to be taken (reply'd 
the Houfe-keepcr) he muft for our mtire Safe- 
ty fweai, as he has already done. He is fo Iku 
nefl a Man (faid one of the Slaves) he will ne- 
ver perjure hirafelF. Upon thefe Parlies, the Hnale- 
kceper open'd the GatCj and keeping it half open, 
caBed Lea)fa, who had heard all by the Hole of 
the Tournelle. He would have lept in ; tut die 
Houfe-keeper laying her Hand upon his Stomach, 
faid to him fair and foft. Our dear Friend, you nmft 
make a little Halt. Do you hear ? You muft know 
and be fully peifwaded, th^c I, and all thefe heic 
are Virgins, as our Mothers brought us into the 
"Worldj except Leonora, our MiRrefs. Take Notice 
of me, 1 pray: I feem a Woman of forty Yeats 
oldj and yet am but thirty, and have never yet 
known Man, t unhappy and poor Sinner. If I feem 
older than I am, 'tis Troubles and Cares have 
made it, and I have had a great Share all my life 
Time. What I was going to fay {(he did fur- 
ther) being the naked "fiuth, it were uitfcafbnable, 
that for hearing two or three Songs, vk thonld 
come to loore the honourable Virginity that is 
enclos'd in this Houfe : TV e are not fuch Fools as 
,you take us for, nor fo devoid of Senie. You muft 
"theii) our dcai Friend, before you will be fuKicd 
to 
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10 come in^ mike 3 folemn Oath, that you will 
not nanftjiefs our Commands : If youi Iiitentioiis 
arc good and honed, an Oath need not trouble 
you to take ; a good Paymaller is not troubled ac 
giving a Pledge. Little Mary has faid well (faid 
one oF the Girls thereupon.) If you have no De- 
fign to fwear (flie faid further, direfling hci Dif- 
coinfe to Loayfa) you muft refolve not to come 
in, I am little concein'd, if he fweais or fwears, 
not (faid one of the Moorifli Slaves, whole Name 
was Giaomar) if he conies in, ii he fweats or re- 
fweais, 1 know very well, that if he is once amongll 
OS, he will make a Jed of his Oaths, and his Pro- 
aiUes. You take me for a Fool ; but as great a 
Fool as you take me for, I have heard fay, all my 
life'time, that he that Names a Man, names a 
Lyar. Loayfa lilt'ned to all this very quietly, and 
uifwcr'd gravely in this Manner. You ought to 
be perfwaded, my SiAers, and dear Companions, 
that I never had an evil Intention lowaTds you, 
nor never will have in all my Life, Ihould 1 live 
amongll you to the Worlds end. My Defign has 
been always to give you the Pleafute and the Di- 
verfion I may be capable of ; thefe are all the Views 
I have: And, I am ready to ptoteft to you, and 
fwear anew, in the moll folemn Manner that can 
be made. I own, I (hould have been much oblig'd, 
had you confided in me, after the Promife I had 
made; for an Ox is taken by his Horns, and a 
Man by his Word ; but fince 'tis, that my fiift 
Oath goes for nothing, and that I muft reiterate 
it, I am willing to iciierate it, and give you yet 
more than you could evei exa£l fiiom me. I fweai 
theiij as a good Catholic, and aii ^honeft Man ; I 
fweai 
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fiyeai by the Life o£ all my AnceftorS) from Don 
Japbet of Artmnia^ down to us by the Entries and 
Jliues of Mount Lihanus ; by the Labrinth of Crete; 
by the Flames of Mount j£tna 5 by all the D^r- 
vicei of the Ottoman Empire ; and by all that is 
contain'd in the Preface of the veritable Hiftory 
of Charles the Great ; and by the Death of the 
Giant Virebras, not to tranfgrefs in any wife, the 
Oath 1 have already made, and even lefsj the Com^ 
niands that the lead and miferableft of the Com- 
pany vouchlafe to make rae, under Pain, if I coun- 
tervene that from the Prefent. As for that Time, 
ind from that Time to the Prefenr, I hold it for 
Null, and of no Value, and a thing as never hap- 
pened. 

Loayfa had hardly made an End of the Oath, but 
one of the Girls of the Company, that had hark'ncd 
attentively to him, began to cry out aloud ; This 
may be well call*d Swearing ; this Oath is capable 
of cleaving a Stone. May a Curfe light lipon m6 
(faid (he) if I exa£l any more Swearing, fince the 
Oath thou juft now mad'ft can make one enter the 
Cavern of Cerberus. As fcon as flie had made ari 
End of fpcaking, fhe took him by the Skirts of his 
Dublet, and put* her Hand in ; prefently they flood 
all round him ]ike a Crown, and one of them run 
to advertize their Miftrefs, who was. near her Hus- 
band's Bed. As foon as fhe learned, Loajfi was com- 
ing towards her, flie was equally filled with Joy and 
Fear, (he failed not to ask if they had made hirt 
take a new Oath. He made fo flrange a one (this 
Slave anfwered her) that I never heard the like in 
all my Life, all that I can fliy, we ought all to be 
contented. Since he hath fworn (replv'd Leonora^ 

Tt ^ We 
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we have him fait ; I own that I was extteamly pni- 
dent at the Time I was adviz'd he Ihould fweai a- 
gain. All the Company came then; the Mufidan 
was in the Middle ^ and the Moor and Gujomar 
lighted them. Asfoonas Loayfa peiceiv'd Z.«o»ortf, 
lie tluew himfelf at her Feet to falute her j he Tpoke 
only two 01 three Words to her; and Leonora 
(without anfweriiiga Woid) made a Sign to him to 
arife, which he did. The Slaves were no lefs mute 
tlian tljeii Miflrefs; they all kept profound Silence, 
under an Apprelwrfion they had, chat CarixaU might 
awakr. He will never awzke (L§ay[a told them, 
who knew well enough what was done) You may 
talk as loud as you pleafc, I will be anfwciable 
for the Virtue of the Drugg. I doubt it not (re- 

fily'd Leonora) if this Unguerit, I juft now anointed 
lim with, had not the Virtue you fpe>k of, he 
had been awake by this Time twenty Times, ihro' 
his IndifpoCtions ; but I alfuie you, he fnoar'd juft 
now as ho ought. If this be fo (faiJ the Houfe- 
Keeper) let us go to the Hall that is near ; 'tis lime 
to be meriy a little. Let us go (reply'd Leonora') 
and in the mean time Cuyonmr (hall ftay heie, to 
advertize us if Cariz^le is awake. How (repJy'd 
Cttyofi.flr) muft I then, becaufe 1 am black, Rand 
Ceutinel here, and the left have Joy at their Hearts ? 
Take fonie pity of me (the Moer (aid.) However, 
the reft went to the Hall, and being fat on a rich 
Piece of Tapeilry, they put Loayfa in the Middle 
of 'em; They failed not to devour him with their 
Eyes ; and there was not one that contemplated 
him, but gave him fome Commendation; only he^ 
tntra faiJ not a Word, file beheld iieveithelefs the 
tfuHcian as well as the leH; and he feem'd to her. 
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to have a better Air than her old Man. Tn th« 
mean time, being new with InaOion, the Honfc- 
Keepei took the Guitar, that the Moor held, and 
put it into Loa^fa'i Hands, defiring him to play 
and fing the Couplets of a Vionelle, ihat had been 
in great Vogue a long Time at Sen'tlle: They all 
arofe up to dance; and the Houfe- Keeper, who 
knew the Couplets ot the Song, would needs fina 
ic heifeif, tho' her Voice was none of the bcft, Ber 
hold heie what it contain'd in Subflance.

coming to fuTprizeyou: 'Tis what the MotrfAtA in 3 
Tone low and hoarfe, and Dot tnoiviug hardly where 
fhe was. There was never fcen fo great a Coti- 
(lernation and Confufion. like it ; ojic pafs'd to one 
Side; another to another; Z.««or« fpread lier white 
Hands; Loajfa was immoveable; arrd little Miiry 
was overcome with Trouble and Defpair. In^thc 
mean time, flie being the crafcieft ct them all, fhf 
made Loayfa go into her Chamber, and flie Paid iri 
the Hall with her Mifiiefs. We will invent feme 
Excufe (faid Hie to Leonora) let us not difoider our- 
felveS) I conjure you; and let us ivair with Patifuce, 
what will come of this, Ltiiyfa hid himfelf the beft 
he could : And little Mary approach'd Girizale's 
Chamber to Tec if he came.

Thanks be to our goM Star, that we ate free from 
rut Fear. TheHoufe-Kceper, who had a good Ap- 
petite, and foufd the Mnhcian mui'h to her Mind, 
wouJti not loofe the OccaJioii, took the firft wiili 
him Head to Head. She faiilthcn to Leonora^ th.it 
flie (laiJ For her in the Hall, and Ihc was going to 
put the Maflci-Playet of Inftrumcnts out oF his 
iPain- She went then flrait to the Place where Lorfj/i 
was hid, very ill fatisfied of his Adventure ; curfir)g 
the Uiigudir they had fent him, ai:d rcmplaining 
of the Ciednliiy and ImprudetKe of his Fiicniis, 
who fhouid hive had the Piccaution to have made 
Proof 
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Proof of it firft. The Houfe- Keeper atTared him, at 
the fame time, tiiat the old Man never Dept better 
in all his Life, This enttiely fct bim ri^ht ; and he 
was no fooner come out of his Trouble, but little 
A^fl/y faid very amorous Things to him. This goes 
not amifs (faid Loayja to himfelf) 1 [hall come to 
the End of my Defign, all confpires to mitke me 
happy, and I will take care to make ufe of what 
pafles.

Tranfports. During the Time that Loayfa and lit- 
tle Mary were in Converfation, the othei Slaves 
that were Md in divers Parts of ihe Houfe, came 
back to know if it were true that their Mallei was 
awake.

Guyomar ftii'd not to join them ; but for the Mi. 
he wt» not (here, he was gone to hide fiimfell'iu 
hia Apartment, ani was covered all over in thci 
Bed, where he fweat great DropSj and trembled fijr 
Fear. HtcOHJd. not forfcear however ihiuming tly 
Strings of ihe Guitu he had feiz'd upon, fo mucll 
did this Paflion, to be a Player on Inftrumcnff,. 
poDers him. ' 

Tbaewere none of the Slaves that appear'd not 
offended at the Difcourfe of old little Mary^ and 
that gave het not a La(h with her Tongue ; but i 
what the Mooriib Slave faid, was admirable; (he 
viss t Portt^ueze, and witty, fo that what Ihe came 
out with, wjs fo pleafant, they could not forbear 
iaughing, as much ojfended as they were.

In a ,Word, fhe knew how to ■' 
take it, that Leonora yielded in (pight of all the 
Precautions that poor Ccrixale could take, (vho 
llept ftill profoundly, Linle Mary prcfenily took 
her over credulous MiArefs by the Hand, whole 
Eyes were blinded with Tears, and conduced het 
as by Force, into the Chamber where Loajfa was ;

What ProEE haft thou made of this Tournelle, c 
ihcfe Windows, thou caufed to be wall'dup,of fq! 
many Advantages thou mad ft to thy Wife, 
thou inairy'd'ft her, and of all rhe Goods 
beap'd'ft on all Occafions, on thy Servants ; 
Slaves ? Depend uponc, all Precauiions arc ini^ , 
til wheie a Man has a Wife maybe prevail'd on. 
In the mean Time, what we have here lingular is, 
Leonora vias not unfaithful ; (he was all alone with 
Ltajla a long Time. Loayfa was crafty and court- 
Jy ; he omitted nothing to put in Praflice, to ob^ ' 
tain the laft Favour of this young Woman, whom 
he helJ in his Arms ; he foIicUed her, he preft hcr^ 
he did his utmoft, and ycc for all ihis, could no( 
attain his Ends ; he charg'd a thoufand Times, but ' 
all his Tentanves were vain ; and both the one and] 
the oriier, were fo tii'd in ihc. Combat, that at laft > 
they fell alleep, Duiing thefe Ccuteds, CMrizaU 
twak'd, not with ft an ding the Fotce of the Unguent j 
he prefently fearch'd or all Sides, according to hi« 
Cuftom, and not finding Leofiora, he leap'd oiaUl 
of Bed, afftight'iied, with an extraordinary Agility^ 
hefearch'd round the Chamber, and feeing the Dooil 
open, he wanted but little of dying in DefpaiT.| 
This unlorefeen Accident, wliich he little cxpeilei^ 
put him ejitirclv befide himfdf, yet, iccoverii^ huJ

Thb Spefladc tnockd Carizak 'tis not difficil to 
" irc, he knew .not whether he was awake or 

Sep yet ; he became void of Motion, and depriv'd 
__ Voice, and the thokr was his natiu;)! Qjiality; 
die Giief he lendcicd was fo great, he had much 
to bnath. As foon as he came to himrelf, he 
'd a ThouTand Defigns in his Mind ; and that 
[■wiii.h. in fine, he refolved [o execute, was to cuC 
WK'Thioat of this unfaithful Woman, and the Lo- 
'SfeV Ihe held in hci Aims. He went piefently nut oC 
'Itnle Idary's Chamber to go, fetch a Dagger of his 
own ; hut he was no fooner come in, not being able 
to rcM his Grief, he ftU in a S\voon on his Bed- 
In the mean time, Day appear'd, and futpriz'd Le- 
onora and Loajfa^ who were flill embiacing. Lit- 
tle Mary went to awake themj and having taken 
T^etnorat they went trembling to Carisale's Chami- 
Iber ; and as they faw him upon the Bed, they in no 
wile doubted, but that the Unguent CipCiated flillj 
Itinora went near him, and turned him fiomone 
Side to the other, to fee ii he might be awakened, 
VJlhout Occalion of Vincoar to nib him : But, in

to her Fathci ; and-as Ihe apprehended the Incom- 
inodity Otrlzale feltj might proceed from the Force 
oP the Unguent, Jhe was Troubled in her Heart ; 
that woik'd lb ftrong upon hei, that fhe iraiefs'd 
him mote than ever Ihe had done in all her Life j 
file never appcar'd fo concein'd about this unfor- 
tunate old Man. Carizale confider'd her with ' 
Aftonifhmentj and made a thoiifand doleful Re- 
flexions, that forc'd Sighs every Moment. By thii 
Time the Goveinefs had infbrm'd Loayfa of hci 
Maflei's Malady, and made him fenfible of Neccf- 1 
fity he muft be extteamly ill, fince he forgot to 
lecbinmend to them the fhutting the Streel-Door 
when the Moor went out.

You have 
forget, without Doubt, my Father-in-law, and 
jny Mothei-in-Iaw , the Fianknefs whctcwith J 
&lgbt the Honoui of youi Alliance, and rhc ex- 
nioidinaiy Affection I expiefs'd to you ; 'Tis now 
■ s Year fince the Time you gave me your Daugh- 
_. , for my lawful Spoufe." You may remember 
Jhc Lifcciality I made appear when I efpous'd ber, 
fin<l the honefl Eehavioui 1 us'd towards her in • 
Refpcfls. She was mine, yoii gave her me ; 
d as I lov'd her with the utmoll Atfeflion, there 
Hrere no Precautions I ncgleifted to preserve to n^e 
lis piecious Jewel.; for in fine, a long Expeii- 
F«nce his taught me, that Men are deligoing, and 
iWornen extrcamly weak ; Not to expofe her then 
|to Temptation, 1 rais'd the Walls ot my Houre; I 
Mop'd up the Windows of my Houfe towards the 
Street ; I fitengchen'd the Locks of my Gates ; \ 
I caus'd a Tournelle to be made, fuch as are us'd in 
, Mojiafleiies: never expoa'd to her Sight any thing 
that had the Name or Figure of a Man ; \ gave 
het Servants and Slave; ; Ibe could defiic nothing 
but was provided her in a Moment, the and thofe 
that ferv'd her : In a Word, I made het my Equal ; 
I communicated to her my ieciet Thoughts; I put 
my whole Ei^ate into hei Hands. After the Courfs 
XJ u 2, tbu 
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that \ took then, it feems I had nothing to Feafj 
and that I could, without any Jealoufy, poffrfs 
the Spoufc I had fouglit for, and that was Tallin 
to my Lot, by your Bounty ; but as the moft con- 
fummate Prudence cannoc pievent the Evils Hea- 
ven fend us, to chaftife us, I could not prevent my 
«wn, what ever Motions 1 could talce ; and I have 
prcpat'd the Poifoii myfelf that mil kill me. You 
are furpiia'd and aflonilh'd, and you know not, I 
alliire myfelf, where this Preamble will end. I am 
Roipg to tell you, in one Word, what I have to 
fey ; \ (hall not h.ild you long in Sufpence; I have 
Found, this Morning, your Daughter in the Arms 
of a young Lover; 'tis neither aVifion nor a Dream j 
the young Man is itill Ihut tip in the Chamber 
of this pernicious Houfe- keeper.

I do tint at all 
jdtA culpable, my dear Leonora (he ccj'd ouij cm- 
jtacing Iier, and kifiing her with and extfaoxdinaiy 
Tendernefs) I accuft none but little Mary^ that has 
tfeduc'd thee, and wickedly abus'd thy Simplicity, and 
* unnt of Eiperience. I Ihall not load thte with Re- 
proaches ; and very far from retaining any Refent- 
menr in my Heart, thou ihali find I Jove thee 
flill; tor, as I faid before, \ will do thee this Ju- 
itice, that thou haft not decciv'd me, but as thou 
liaH lent an Ear to Difcouifcs deceitful and inte- 
^ed of the moft wicked of all Women. Let a No- 
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.ry be call'd. (he went on, addrcflrng to Leonora's 
Father and Mother) I will make my Will, and 
give twenty thoufand Ducats to your Daughter, to 
whom I recommend, after my Death, to marry this 
voung Man, that I found with her ; for, as I have 
lov'd her tenderly in my Life-time, I defire her 
Contentj when I ihall live no longer. For you, 
my dear Father-in- kw, and my dear Motlier-in- 
law, I ivill leave you wherewith to live hrtnourably 
the reft of your Days : And, as for the red of my 
Eftate, I defign it to Works of Piety. Behold 
what 13 my hft Will ! (but he went on) Delay 
not to fetch the Notary ; I find I have not long 
to live.
